The  Defendant  in  the  Tunbridge  Wells  "soda  crystals" 
case  appealed  to  the  High  Court  against  his  conviction,  but 
the  appeal  has  been  dismissed  (p.  762). 

A  High  Court  Case  has  decided  that  a  medical  man  has  no 
right  to  charge  a  patient  more  for  medicine  than  the  doctor 
pays  to  his  chemist  (pp.  760  and  761). 

Dr.  Wade,  in  a  paper  to  the  Chemical  Society,  describes 
a  continuous  process  for  the  preparation  of  acetic  ether,  and 
how  it  can  be  obtained  in  a  pure  state  (p.  776). 

Evaporation  in  Vacuo  was  the  subject  of  the  lecture  by 
Dr.  Lewkowitsch  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  session  of  the 
London  section  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  (p.  777). 

The  question  of  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  Minor  can- 
didates isdiscussed  by  "  Xrayser  "  (p.  757).  and  a  correspon- 
dent on  p.  769  gives  a  careful  analysis  of  the  figures,  which  is 
worth  following. 

Chloroform,  dill  oil,  star-aniseed  oil,  nitrate  of  soda,  and 
certain  grades  of  carbolic  acid  are  dearer.  Cantharides,  car- 
bolic acid,  castor  oil,  ergot,  and  lyeopodium  are  firmer.  Ferri 
quin.  rit.  is  lower  (p.  771). 

The  First  Subscribers  to  a  limited  company  who  intend 
carrying  on  a  chemist's  business  at  Newmarket  are  three  race- 
horse trainers,  an  auctioneer,  a  jockey,  a  turf  commission- 
agent,  and  a  butcher  (p.  766). 

Mr.  John  Eyton  Williams,  of  Chester,  has  bequeathed  500/. 
to  the  benevolent  fund  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and 
founded  scholarship  funds  at  Welsh  Universities,  devoting 
20,000/.  for  this  purpose  (p.  755). 

The  resumed  hearing  of  a  County  Court  action  by  Mr. 
G.  R.  Barlow,  chemist,  Conglcton,  against  Mr.  Frank  White, 
who  had  bought  Mr.  Barlow's  business  at  Tewkesbury,  re- 
sulted in  a  disagreement  of  the  jury  (p.  764). 

Sir  George  Watt  fascinated  an  audience  at  Bloomsbury 
Square  on  Tuesday  with  a  lecture  on  the  preparation  and 
properties  of  shellac.  Mr.  J.  C.  Umney  followed  with  a 
paper  on  the  chemistry  of  shellac.  He  uses  Parry's  test  for 
resin  (p.  775). 

An  Unqualified  Shopkeefer  at  Ferns  (co.  Wexford)  has 
bsen  fined  10/.  for  selling  an  arsenical  preparation  called 
"Bell's  Veterinary  and  Wart  Ointment."  Defendant  was 
also  fined  one  penny  for  keeping  open  shop  for  retailing 
poison  (p.  763). 

A  Discussion  at  the  Council-meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Ireland  on  the  proposed  poison  regulations  resulted 
in  the  question  being  referred  to  the  Law  Committee.  An 
amendment  of  the  Irish  Pharmacy  Act  would  be  required 
before  the  regulations  could  be  made  compulsory  (p.  778). 

The  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  are  not  to  let  the  ques- 
tion of  duty-free  alcohol  rest.  Mr.  Tyrer  has  given  notice  of  a 
motion  which,  if  passed,  will  be  sent  to  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer,  urging  that  the  duty-free  alcohol  clauses  of  the 
Revenue  Bill  be  placed  before  Parliament  on  the  earliest 
opportunity  (p.  746). 

Lord  Avebury  warns  us  that  the  unemployment  trouble  will 
not  be  relieved  by  the  remarkably  increased  foreign  com- 
merce of  the  country,  because  it  is  due,  in  his  opinion,  to 
excessive  municipal  and  national  taxation.  We  give  some 
particulars  of  his  article  on  the  subject  as  an  introduction  to 
our  monthly  comments  on  foreign  trade  (p.  759).

A  number  of  chemists  and  proprietors  of  drug-stores  at 
Leyton  having  asked  the  Urban  District  Council  to  make  a 
closing  order  under  the  Shop  Hours  Act  for  the  closing  of 
chemists'  shops  at  2  p.m.  each  Thursday,  the  Council  have 
decided  to  take  the  views  of  chemists  in  the  town  on  the 
matter.

Lord  Rayleigh,  who  thus  succeeds  Sir  W.  Huggins  in  the 
presidential  chair  of  the  premier  learned  Society  in  the 
world,  is  the  third  Baron 
Rayleigh.  As  the  Hon. 
John  William  Strutt  he 
studied  at  Trinity  College, 
Cambridge,  and  was  Senior 
Wrangler  and  Smith's  Prize- 
man in  1865.  He  has  de- 
voted his  life  to  the  study 
of  experimental  physics,  in 
which  subject  he  was  pro- 
fessor at  Cambridge  and  at 
the  Royal  Institution.  As 
a  scientist  he  is  one  of  the 
most  distinguished  men  of 
the  day,  and  discovered 
argon.  He  was  Secretary  to 
the  Royal  Society  from  1887 
to  1896.  Lord  Rayleigh's 
son  is  following  in  his 
scientific  footsteps,  taking 
talent  from  both  sides,  Lady  Lord  Rayleigh,  D.C.L  ,  O.M. 
Rayleigh  being  the  sister  of 

the  Prime  Minister.  Lord  Rayleigh  recently  resigned  the 
Professorship  of  Natural  Philosophy  at  the  Royal  Insti- 
tution. 

The  list  of  those  to  whom  the  Royal  Society  has  this  year 
awarded  medals  includes  the  Copley  medal  to  Professor 
Dmitri  Ivanovitch  Mendeleef,  of  St.  Petersburg,  for  his 
contributions  to  chemical  and  physical  science ;  and  the 
Davy  medal  to  Professor  Albert  Ladenburg,  of  Breslau,  for 
his  researches  in  organic  chemistry,  especially  in  connection 
with  the  synthesis  of  natural  alkaloids.

Mr.  T.  Brown,  chemist  and  druggist,  and  Mr.  J.  Carter 
White,  chemist  and  druggist,  were  both  defeated  at  the 
municipal  elections  at  Grimsby.  Mr.  Brown  had  served 
the  town  over  twenty  years  on  the  Council,  while  Mr.  Cartel- 
White  had  sat  as  a  councillor  over  eleven  years. 

Professor  William  R.  Smith,  M.D.,  J. P.,  barrister-at- 
law,  of  5  Pump  Court,  Temple,  E.C.,  has  been  unani- 
mously elected  Mayor  of  Holborn.  Dr.  Smith,  who  was 
called  to  the  Bar  at  the  Middle  Temple  in  1888,  is  Pro- 
fessor of  Forensic  Medicine  in  King's  College,  London, 
and  for  the  past  eleven  years  has  been  President  of  the 
Royal  Institute  of  Public  Health. 

Lord  Mayor's  Day. 

On  Wednesday,  November  8,  the  Right  Honourable 
Walter  Vaughan  Morgan  was  sworn  in  as  Lord  Mayor  of 
London,  and  on  the  following  day  the  time-honoured  Lord 
Mayor's  Show  was  held,  the  streets  through  which  the  pro- 
cession passed  being,  as  usual,  brightly  decorated.  The 
home  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  and  The  Ironmonger, 
No.  42  Cannon  Street,  was  gay  with  flags,  festoons,  and 
greenery ;  and  over  its  doorway  was  displayed  the  Welsh 
legend,  "  Hir  oes  a  Dedwi/ddwch  "  ("  Long  Life  and  Happi- 
ness"). In  front  of  the  building  the  procession  stopped 
while  congratulatory  addresses  were  presented  to  the  new- 
Chief  Magistrate.  One  of  these  was  from  his  constituents 
in  the  Ward  of  Cordwainer,  and  the  other  from  those  con- 
nected with  the  firm  of  Morgan  Bros,  (proprietors  of  these 
journals),  of  which  his  Lordship  is  the  Senior  Partner. 
This  address  was  presented  by  the  two  gentlemen  who  have 
been  longest  associated  with  the  firm  of  Morgan  Bros.  (Mr. 
Henry  Walker,  Publisher  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
who  is  now  in  his  forty-third  year  at  "  42,"  and  Mr.  T.  H. 
Lovesy,  who  for  thirty-six  years  has  occupied  the  position 
of  ledger-keeper).  The  document  bcre  sixty-seven  signa- 
tures representing  the  names  of  all  the  members  of  the  staffs 
of  the  two  papers.  The  Lord  Mayor  handed  Mr.  Walker  an 
engrossed  reply  to  the  address,  and  the  cortege  proceeded  on 
its  way  to  the  Law  Courts.  At  the  Guildhall  Banquet  in 
the  evening,  when  covers  were  laid  for  over  900,  the  Prime 
Minister  was  the  chief  guest. 

South  African  Shipping  Rates. 

A  meeting  of  South  African  merchants  and  shippers,  con- 
vened by  the  South  African  Merchants'  Committee,  was  held 
on  November  7  at  Winchester  House,  E.C.,  Mr.  W.  Garland 
Soper  presiding.  The  report  and  accounts  were  unanimously 
adopted,  after  which  the  following  resolution  was  sub- 
mitted : 

That  this   meeting   of   South   African  merchants  and 
shippers  hereby  appoints  an  executive  committee,  not  ex- 
ceeding twenty-five  members,  and  fairly  representing  the 
chief  coasts,  ports,  and  important  business  centres  of  mer- 
chants and  shippers  in  the  South  African  trade,  with  powers 
to  confer  with  the  steamship  owners  and  companies  en- 
gaged in  the  South  African  trade,  as  to  rates  of  freight, 
classification  of  goods,  and  other  matters  relating  thereto, 
and  to  correspond  with  Chambers  of  Commerce  and  other 
public  bodies  or  Governments  on  the  above  and  other  cog- 
nate subjects;  the  members  of  this  committee  to  be  elected 
by  ballot  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  trade  to  be  called  by 
the  oommittee,  and,  excepting  the  Chairman,  who  is  hereby 
elected  for  three  years,  one-third  of  the  members  of  the 
committee  shall  retire  each  year,  such  retiring  members  to 
bo  ineligible  for  re-election  for  twelve  months. 
An  amendment  to  delete  the  provision  regarding  the  annual 
retirement  of  one-third  of  the  Committee  was  defeated,  and 
the  original  resolution  was  carried  by  twenty-seven  votes 
to  ten. 

Manchester  Notes. 

Under  the  impression  that  illuminating  gas  is  the  kind 
used  by  dentists,  a  local  carter  nearly  asphyxiated  himself 
in  trying  to  cure  toothache  by  this  means,  and  has  been 
charged  with  attempted  suicide. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Salford  Royal  Hospital  it 
was  stated  that  the  annual  subscriptions  last  year  only 


worked  out  at  twopence  per  head  of  the  population.  Out  of 
about  18,000  applicants  for  medical  relief,  516  were  reported 
as  being  able  to  pay  for  medical  advice  and  treatment. 

Mr.  Charles  Brown,  chemist,  of  Bury  New  Road,  Man- 
chester, was  summoned  before  Judge  Parry,  at  the 
Manchester  County  Court,  on  November  6.  to  show  cause 
why  he  should  not  pay  a  firm  of  builders  41.  lis.  bd.  tor 
repairing  a  revolving  shutter  at  his  premises.  Defendant 
satisfied  his  Honour  that  the  charge  was  excessive,  and 
judgment  was  given  for  the  plaintiffs  for  35.*. 

The  passage  from  the  Bishop  of  Manchester's  Nelson  ser- 
mon quoted  in  these  notes  two  weeks  ago  has  given  rise  to 
some  misconception.  The  Bishop  said  :  "  How  can  you  ex- 
pect limited  liability  companies  to  think  of  the  souls  of 
men  ?  "  This  our  correspondent  supplemented  by  saying, 
"  Or,  one  may  add,  of  the  safety  and  well-being  of  the  public 
in  the  sale  and  the  distribution  of  poisons  ?  "  This  addition 
was  unwittingly  printed  in  the  same  type  as  the  Bishop  s 
remarks. 

.  Why  is  it  that  Manchester  assistants  and  apprentices  do 
not  attend  the  evening  meetings  of  the  local  association  < 
Out  of  the  two  dozen  who  listened  to  Mr.  Wyatt  s  lecture 
on  "Poisonous  Indigenous  Plants"  there  was  not  a  single 
junior,  although  the  subject  is  one  which  ought  to  interest 
all  students  of  botany.  There  was  a  very  large  collection 
of  mounted  specimens,  all  of  pharmaceutical  interest,  and 
many  of  them  of  direct  interest  to  Minor  students,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  beauty  of  the  lantern-slides. 

On  the  occasion  of  the  opening  of  the  new  installation  of 
inclined  retorts  at  the  Gaythorn  Gas-station,  Mr.  Alderman 
Gibson,  of  R.  Gibson  &  Sons,  medicated-lozenge  makers, 
the  chairman  of  the  Manchester  Corporation  Gas  Committee, 
stated  that  this,  the  oldest  station  in  Manchester,  began 
work  in  1825.  It  made  what  was  called  portable  gas  which 
could  be  taken  away  in  bottles.  In  1838.  when  the  Cor- 
poration of  Manchester  was  formed,  the  price  of  gas  was 
14s.  6d.  per  thousand  cubic  feet. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

Mr  J  T.  Appleton,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  the  Walkley 
Pharmacy,  has  purchased  the  branch  business  of  Mi- 
Bertram  Simpson  at  Norton  Woodseats.  Mr.  Appleton  will 
run  his  new  venture  as  a  branch  to  his  present  business. 

Mr  G  T.  W.  Newsholme  has  been  appointed  by  the  new 
Distress  Committee  as  a  member  of  the  Inquiry  Sub-com- 
mittee, by  whom  the  actual  work  with  the  unemployed  will 
be  discharged.  Mr.  Newsholme's  experience  as  a  Poor-law 
Guardian  will  no  doubt  prove  of  great  service. 

Mr.  J.  G.  Jackson,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Abbeydale 
Road,  is  back  in  partial  harness  again,  and  is  now  able  to 
get  about  with  the  aid  of  a  crutch  and  stick.  He  is 
undergoing  a  course  of  massage  treatment,  which  appears  to 
be  doing  him  considerable  good.  He  has  laid  by  for  four 
months. 

Among  those  who  have  accepted  invitations  to  the  annual 
dinner  of  the  Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  and  Chemical  Society 
on  Thursday  next  are  Mr.  G.  E.  Scott-Smith,  F.I.C., 
F.C.S..  the  city  Analyst;  Dr.  Godfrey  Carter,  President  of 
the  Sheffield  Microscopical  Society ;  and  Mr.  Arthur  Nealr 
solicitor  to  the  Society. 

The  Sheffield  Pharmacy  football  team  played  the  Bankers 
on  their  ground  at  Millhouses  on  Thursday  of  last  week, 
and  were  beaten  by  two  goals  to  nil,  both  goals  being  scored! 
in  the  last  five  minutes  of  play.  The  club  appeals  to  local 
pharmacists  to  give  their  support  by  attending  the  matches, 
when  they  will  be  heartily  welcomed. 

Messrs.  George  Clark  &  Co.,  manufacturing  chemists  and 
perfumers,  Devonshire  Street,  Sheffield,  have  just  received 
a  letter  from  the  lady-in-waiting  to  H.R.H.  the  Princess 
of  Wales  on  board  H.M.S.  Renown  off  Port  Said, 
acknowledging  the  receipt  of  a  bottle  of  the  firm's  new  per- 
fume "Indian  Iris,"  and  stating  that  H.R.H.  has  decided 
in  this  case  to  break  through  the  rule  not  to  accept  presents. 

The  City  Council,  at  their  meeting  on  Wednesday,  con- 
firms a  recommendation  approving  plans  of  alterations  to 
premises  at  30  South  Street.  Moor,  for  Mr.  B.  Waterhouse 
(B.  Waterhouse,  Ltd.,  chemists  and  druggists).  The  Im- 
provement Committee  have  recommended  that  a  sum  of  55?. 
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be  paid  to  Mr.  Edwin  Wiles,  chemist  and  druggist,  as 
purchase-money  and  compensation  (including  costs)  for  his 
leasehold  interest  in  a  strip  of  land  in  Penistone  Road, 
required  for  widening  purposes. 

The  Sheffield  Photgraphic  Society  held  their  third  annual 
exhibition  at  the  Montgomery  Hall  last  week,  Mr.  J.  G. 
Jackson,  in  his  capacity  of  a  member  of  the  Council,  being 
among  those  present  at  the  opening  ceremony  on  the 
Monday.  The  show  was  quite  up  to  the  previous  year  in 
merit,  the  greatest  improvement  being  in  the  section  for 
members.  The  attendance  was  affected  to  some  extent  by 
the  bad  weather.  Messrs.  Watson  &  Co.,  chemists  and 
druggists,  of  High  Street,  had  a  large  stall  showing  their 
photographic  specialities,  on  similar  lines  to  last  year. 

East  Anglian  Notes. 

The  Norwich  branch  of  the  National  Association  of 
Grocers'  Assistants  unanimously  resolved  on  Tuesday  to 
request  the  local  educational  authorities  to  provide  them 
with  classes  for  technical  instruction.  Surely  after  this 
some  pharmacists  will  be  found  sufficiently  altruistic  to 
inaugurate  facilities  for  their  own  students  receiving  syste- 
matic aids  to  study. 

Mr.  Frank  Oldham,  chemist,  Wisbech,  although  not  re- 
turned to  the  Town  Council,  was  the  favourite  with  voters 
in  a  local  newspaper  forecast  of  the  poll.  He  shared  the 
top  place  with  Mr.  Jackson,  and  by  far  the  larger  proportion 
awarded  Mr.  Oldham  a  place  among  the  elected.  The 
"Wisbech  Advertiser,"  referring  to  the  matter,  says  : 

Mr.  Oldham  has  rendered  good  service  to  the  town  in 
relation  to  sanitary  measures,  the  Market  Place  tolls,  and 
other  matters,  and,  as  a  respected  townsman,  regret  is  felt 
that  owing  to  the  exigencies  of  a  keen  fight  he  has  dropped 
out  by  28  votes.  This  has  probably  nothing  to  do  with  his 
views  on  electric  lighting.  Last  year  he  assisted  Mr.  Clay- 
ton's candidature,  and  incurred  the  resentment  of  some  of 
his  friends. 

While  dealing  with  municipal  matters  we  may  note  that 
Alderman  Girling,  referred  to  last  week,  is  not  a  chemist, 
but  the  father  of  Mr.  W.  R.  Girling,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  Wisbech. 

Analysts'  Reports. 

The  Lewisham  public  analyst  reports  that  cne  sample  of 
quinine-wine  taken  by  him  proved  to  be  genuine. 

The  public  analyst  of  Bermondsey  has  examined  one 
sample  of  cod-liver  oil  and  one  sample  of  milk  of  sulphur, 
both  of  which  proved  to  be  genuine. 

During  the  past  quarter  the  Hastings  borough  analyst 
analysed  four  samples  of  cod-liver  oil,  two  of  camphorated 
oil,  one  of  glycerin,  and  one  seidlitz-powder.  All  were 
genuine. 

Mr.  R.  A.  Cripps,  public  analyst  for  Bournemouth,  in  his 
report  for  last  year,  states  that  twelve  samples  of  lithia- 
water  showed  a  remarkable  variation  in  the  proportion  of 
carbonate  of  lithium,  and  the  results  of  the  prosecutions  in- 
stituted against  chemists  and  mineral-water  manufacturers 
in  the  borough  were  most  unsatisfactory  from  the  point  of 
view  of  securing  the  supply  of  a  fairly  uniform  article  to  the 
public.  Of  nine  samples  of  lemon  crystals  and  powder,  six 
contained  traces  of  lead,  derived  from  the  citric  or  tartaric 
acid  used,  but  in  no  case  did  the  proportion  warrant  prosecu- 
tion. Altogether  300  samples  of  food  and  drugs  had  been 
analysed  ;  the  proportion  of  adulterated  samples  had  risen  to 
16.6  per  cent.,  as  compared  with  12.3  per  cent,  the  previous 
year,  owing  to  14  of  the  samples  having  been  preserved  peas 
which  had  been  coloured  with  sulphate  of  copper. 

The  Chief  Constable  of  Leicestershire,  at  a  meeting  of  the 
County  Council  on  November  8,  reported  that  the  apothe- 
caries' weighing-plant,  as  used  by  the  whole  of  the  chemists 
in  the  county,  had  been  tested  during  the  quarter  ending 
September  30.  The  drug  samples  analysed  included  forty- 
six  milk  of  sulphur,  one  collected  from  every  chemist  in  the 
county.  Of  these  eighteen  were  genuine,  one  contained 
50  per  cent,  of  hydrated  sulphate  of  lime,  and  twenty-seven 
were  contaminated  with  appreciable  quantities  of  arsenic 
varying  from  one  twenty-fifth  of  a  grain  per  ounce  to  one- 
sixth  of  a  grain  per  ounce.  The  presence  of  arsenic  in  milk 
of  sulphur  was  due  to  the  use  of  insufficiently  purified 
chemicals  in  the  course  of  preparation.  The  object  of  these 
proceedings  has  been  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  dealers 
in  this  drug  to  the  presence  of  arsenic,  and  further  samples 


will  be  taken  in  a  few  months  in  the  hope  of  finding  that 
an  improvement  has  taken  place  in  its  preparation.  The 
glass  measures  examined  numbered  452 ;  of  these  430  were 
correct,  and  twenty-two  required  stamping. 

Duty-free  Alcohol. 
At  a  Council  meeting  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce, notice  of  motion  was  given  by  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer — 
That  this  Council  regrets  that  the  Revenue  Bill  intro- 
duced by  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  in  the  last  session 
of  Parliament  was  not  passed  into  law,  and  trusts  that  the 
Chancellor  will,  at  the  earliest  opportunity,  take  steps  to 
embody  the  clauses  in  Part  I.  in  a  Bill.    The  Council  fur- 
ther desires  to  express  the  opinion  that  the  passing  of  a  Bill 
embodying  the  recommendations  of  the  Industrial  Alcohol 
Committee  will  materially  increase  the  facilities  to  chemical 
manufacturers  in  competing  with  foreign  rivals.    A  copy  of 
this  resolution  to  be  sent  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
and  to  each  member  of  the  Government. 
Three  members  of  Parliament  attended  the  Council,  and 
Mr.  Tyrer  took  the  opportunity  of  pointing  out  the  injury 
done  to  a  manufacturing  interest  by  the  injudicious  use  of 
the  private  right  of  blocking  motions,  and  in  his  opinion  no 
adequate  reason  had  yet  been  urged  for  this  course.  Mr. 
Tyrer  gave  some  illustrations  of  business  which  might  have 
been  done,  notably  in  the  use  of  ether  and  alcohol  in  the 
manufacture  of  explosives,  large  orders  for  the  former  of 
which  had  been  placed  in  France.    The  Society  of  Chemical 
Industry,  following  its  annual  practice,  has  reappointed  its 
portion  of  the  Spirit  Committee  to  work  in  conjunction  with 
other  bodies,  and  Mr.  Tyrer  as  convener ;  the  Spirit  Com- 
mittee of  the  chemical  section  of  the  London  Chamber  of 
Commerce  will  probably  co-operate,  as  heretofore,  as  there 
has  been  no  change  in  the  Chemical  Committee  itself,  of 
which  Mr.  John  C.  Umney  is  Chairman.

S.-W.  Bottles  for  Turps. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Bradford  Grocers'  Association,  held 
on  Monday  evening,  a  letter  was  read  which  had  been  re- 
ceived from  Mr.  D.  S.  Priestley,  the  Secretary  of  the  Brad- 
ford Chemists'  Association,  drawing  the  attention  of  the 
grocers,  as  a  body,  to  the  efforts  which  the  chemists  were 
making  to  stop  the  use  "by  the  public  of  ball  and  screw 
stoppered  bottles  for  the  conveyance  and  storage  of 
ammonia,  paraffin,  turpentine,  etc.,  and  asking  for  the  help 
of  the  grocers  on  the  ground  that  the  efforts  of  the  chemists 
must  be  unavailing  unless  that  help  was  accorded.  The 
letter  was  discussed  at  some  length,  and  complete 
unanimity  of  opinion  was  expressed  that  the  grocers  should 
co-operate  with  the  chemists  on  this  matter.  Speakers 
testified  to  the  risk  and  inconvenience  occasioned  by  the  use 
by  the  public  of  such  bottles,  and  a  resolution  was  carried 
unanimously  determining  that  every  help  that  it  is  in  the 
power  of  the  grocers  to  give  to  the  chemists  should  be  given. 
Tinkering. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Wakefield  on  November  2  on  the 
body  of  Elizabeth  Batley  (11),  daughter  of  a  butcher,  it 
was  stated  that  the  child  had  complained  of  pains  in  her 
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head  and  a  sore  throat,  and  the  mother  purchased  a  bottle  of 
medicine  from  Mr.  A.  Green,  chemist  and  druggist,  Little 
Westgate,  thinking  it  was  a  cold.  The  child  got  worse,  and 
Dr.  Blunt,  who  was  called  in,  found  that  she  was  suffering 
from  diphtheria.  She  died  two  days  after.  The  Coroner 
said  a  doctor  should  have  been  consulted  earlier,  instead  of 
the  parents  tinkering  with  disease  by  getting  bottles  from  a 
chemist. 

Practical  Help. 

Leicester  is  a  remarkable  town  in  many  ways,  and  has  pro- 
duced many  notable  citizens.  One  of  the  most  honoured  oi 
past  citizens  is  Sir  Thomas  White,  who  established  a  fund 
known  as  Sir  Thomas  White's  Charity,  which  has  for  one  of 
its  objects  the  helping  of  deserving  young  tradesmen  start- 
ing in  business.  The  fund  is  administered  by  trustees,  who 
■grant  ioans,  after  strict  investigation  into  the  character  and 
bond  fides  of  the  applicants,  who  must  also  find  two  bonds- 
men. A  meeting  of  the  trustees  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall, 
Leicester,  on  November  6,  when  thirty-four  loans  of  100Z. 
■each,  -free  of  interest,  were  made.  Among  those  to  whom 
grants  have  been  made  are  Mr.  Seth  Steggall  Squires, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Cromwell  House,  Humberstone  Road, 
and  Mr.  William  Wilford  Whittle,  chemist  and  druggist, 
215  Charnwood  Street.  Mr.  Whittle  was  given  100Z.  last 
year,  so  that  this  is  his  second  grant.  Another  distribution 
of  loans  will  probably  take  place  in  April  or  May  next.

FIFTEEN  fatalities  by  poisoning  have  occurred  during 
the  past  week,  three  of  which  were  misadventures. 
John  Logan  Ritchie,  a  Stirling  painter,  swallowed  a  fatal 
quantity  of  intensifying  solution  (mercury  and  acid)  in 
mistake  for  whisky.  A  child  named  Valentine,  living  at 
Bow,  was  given  a  "  medicine  box  "  to  play  with  and  drank 
some  carbolic  preparation,  from  the  effects  of  which  death 
resulted.  Mary  Golding,  a  Newport  woman,  drank  a 
solution  of  oxalic  acid  in  mistake  for  Epsom  salts.  Two 
oxalic-acid  suicides  are  reported,  one  being  an  unknown 
man  at  Stratford.  The  other  victim  was  a  single  woman, 
named  Alice  Edith  Meadows,  at  Devonport.  At  the  inquest 
Dr.  Row  said  on  examining  the  deceased's  room  he  found 
an  open  brown  paper  parcel  containing  two  unopened 
packets  of  oxalic  acid.  He  also  found  two  tumblers  which 
had  contained  oxalic  acid,  and  in  the  basin  was  a  layer  of 
crystals  covered  by  water.  The  cause  of  death  was  oxalic 
poisoning.  Oxalic  acid  was  used  for  cleaning-purposes, 
and  was  not  a  scheduled  poison,  although  it  was  very 
dangerous  and  ought  to  be  scheduled.  Detective-Sergeant 
Rundle  said  the  acid  was  purchased  from  Mr.  Cocks, 
chemist,  Edgcumbe  Street,  Stonehouse,  who  told  witness 
that  the  deceased  called  at  the  shop  a  few  days  before 
and  purchased  6  oz.  of  the  acid.  In  answer  to  Mr.  Cocks's 
remark  that  it"  was  a  large  quantity  to  buy,  deceased  said 
she  wanted  the  acid  to  clean  brasswork.  The  foreman  of 
the  jury  remarked  that  there  ought  to  be  some  steps  taken 
to  stop  such  purchases.  The  jury  found  that  deceased 
committed  suicide  during  temporary  insanity,  and  asked 
the  Coroner  if  anything  could  be  done  in  the  way  of  cur- 
tailing the  sale  of  oxalic  acid.  The  Coroner  (Mr.  J.  A. 
Pearce)  said  if  the  matter  was  left  to  him  he  would  deal 
with  it. — Five  suicides  were  caused  by  laudanum.  It  was 
taken  by  Harry  Windebank  (50),  of  Pocklington ;  by 
Lavinia  Clark  (26),  a  Hackney  domestic;  by  Lance-Corporal 
T.  Smith,  of  Aldershot,  who  had  become  enamoured  of  his 
aunt;  by  Herbert  Walter  Pattinson  (25),  of  Stockport  (who 
poisoned  himself  in  a  York  hotel)  ;  and  by  William  George 
(54),  a  tailor's  cutter,  at  Manchester.  George  obtained 
the  laudanum  from  two  local  chemists  on  the  plea  that  it 
was  for  toothache.  At  the  inquest  the  two  chemists  gave 
evidence,  and  said  the  deceased  appeared  to  be  sober  and 
rational  in  his  manner.  Dr.  Woolley,  who  had  been  called  in. 
said  the  deceased  had  swallowed  the  contents  of  both 
phials,  one  containing  half  an  ounce  and  the  other  two 
drachms  of  the  poison.— Three  cases  of  suicide  by  potassium 
cyanide  are  reported.  Lloyd  Morris  (50),  who  held  a 
responsible  position  in  the  City,  took  "what  Whitaker 
Wright  took."  It  was  taken  also  by  Alexander  Macdonald 
(18),  an  engineef's-'fitter^it  Shepherd's  Bush.  An  unhappy 
girl  at  Swansea,  named  Mary  Ann  Hopkins,  purchased  some 
poison  from  Mr.  J.  T.  Davies,  chemist  and  druggist,  Walter 
Road,  with .  which  she  poisoned  herself. — John  Victor 
Crockford,  a  chief  stoker  in  the  Navy,  died  at  Portsmouth 
from  the  effects  of  .spirit  of  salt  swallowed  with  suicidal 
intentions. — The  inquest  on  the  two  children  who  died 
suddenly  on  board  a  boat  at  Keadby  was  resumed  on 
November  7.  Mr.  Scott-Smith,  the  Sheffield  public  analyst, 
certified  that  the  watercress  eaten  by  the  children  did  not 
contain  any  undue  quantity  of  poison,  but  that  the  ferro- 
silicon  with  which  the  boat  was  loaded  contained  7  per 
cent,  of  calcium  and  1^  per  cent,  of  carbon,  and  if  exposed 
to  the  air  would  cause  acetylene  gas.  Dr.  Robertson  said 
that  in  his  opinion  death  was  due  to  narcotic  poisoning, 
caused  by  the  fumes  from  the  ferro-silicon.  The  Coroner 
said  he  intended  to  report  the  matter  to  the  Board  of  Trade. 


The  prisoner  in  the  dock  stammered,  and  in  response  to  the 
Bench  tried  to  speak,  but  only  uttered  a  series  of  fizzing 
sounds  when  they  asked  what  he  was  charged  with.  An 
official  replied,  "  I  think  he  is  charged  with  soda-water  judg- 
ing from  the  noise  he  ismaking." 

A  Slight  Extension  of  tho  planting  of  coca  leaves  is  going 
on  in  Ceylon,  owing  to  the  fact  that  good  prices  have  been 
obtained.  A  note  of  warning,  however,  is  sounded  by  tho 
director  of  the  Botanic  Gardens  in  Ceylon,  who  states  that 
the  product  may  easily  be  overplanted,  as  there  is  but  a  6mall 
demand.

Unity  is  Strength. — The  pharmacy  of  M.  Hautefeuille, 
of  Sannois,  was  partly  destroyed  by  fire  a  short  time  ago. 
The  insurance  company  refused  full  payment,  stating  that  a 
quantity  of  goods  was  still  saleable.  M.  Hautefeuille  re- 
ferred them  to  the  President  of  the  local  syndicate,  and) 
this  gentleman's  intervention  induced  the  company  to  in- 
demnify in  full  the  burnt-out  pharmacist. 

In  Memory  of  Daguerre. — On  Sunday,  November  5,  a> 
number  of  photographic  enthusiasts,  comprising  profession- 
als and  amateurs,  visited  Bry-sur-Marne  for  the  purpise  of 
placing  a  wreath  on  the  grave  of  Daguerre,  the  initiator  of 
photography.  The  local  municipal  authorities  received  the 
visitors  and  accompanied  them  to  the  cemetery.  Daguerre 
died  at  Bry  on  July  10,  1851. 

The  Ever-present  Danger. — M.  Villejean,  the  pharma- 
cist M.P.,  recently  told  the  Society  of  Pharmacy  of  a 
poisoning-case  where  he  was  called  in  as  analyst.  On  examin- 
ing the  purgative  lemonade,  he  found  it  to  be  a  solution  of 
sodium  nitrite,  and  the  pharmacist  acknowledged  it.  As 
this  nitrite  is  often  prescribed  nowadays,  several  members 
of  the  Society  suggested  it  ought  to  be  inserted  in  the  Codex. 
M.  Villejean  thinks  that,  though  not  fatal  in  minimum 
doses,  it  might  be  treated  as  one  of  the  "  separanda  " — kept 
in  a  separate  cupboard  apart  from  the  "  venenosa." 

The  Motto  of  the  Sister  Professions,  pharmacy  and1 
medicine,  should  be  honesty,  unity,  and  charity  (Probite, 
solidarity,  charite),  said  Dr.  Vincent  at  the  centenary 
banquet  of  the  Lyons  Society  of  Pharmacy.  On  the  occasion 
of  the  unveiling  of  the  bustrof  the  late  Monsieur  Crolas, 
Professor  at  the  Mixed  Faculty  of  Medicine  and  Pharmacy 
and  many  years  President  of  the  Lyons  Society  of  Phar- 
macy, Dr.  Vincent  said  :  "  The  Lyons  Academy  of  Science 
and  Literature,"  in  the  name  of  which  he  spoke,  "  was 
proud  to  have  counted  among  its  members  a  man  who 
realised  the  Greek  ideal  in  uniting  physical,  intellectual, 
and  moral  beauty." 

Sunday  Closing. — The  Pharmacists'  Association  of  the 
Nord  Department  passed  the  following  resolutions  at  its- 
last  general  meeting  : 

1.  That  the  principle  of  obligatory  weekly  rest  be  ex- 
tended to  pharmacists.  • 

2.  That  the  authorities  allow  the  various  Associations  to 
organise  the  partial  closing  of  pharmacies  on  Sundays  anc? 
holidays,  in  a  manner  calculated  to  satisfy  pharmacists' 
wishes  and  the  general  interest  of  patients. 

During  a  recent  visit  to  Pau  Mr.  John  Jar  vis  informed  me 
that  the  pharmacists  there  have  come  to  a  satisfactory 
arrangement  for  Sunday  closing.  In  the  first  instance  they 
rented  central  independent  premises  from  the  municipality, 
but  found  it  difficult  to  keep  all  the  necessary  stock  there. 
They  have  now  given  up  that  method,  and  instead  have 
two  pharmacies  open  in  different  pai'ts  of  the  town  on 
Sundays,  each  pharmacy  of  the  town,  of  course,  taking  its- 
turn  of  service.  The  arrangement  has  so  far  worked  well, 
and  will  be  maintained. 

Preparatory  Schools  of  Pharmacy. — Besides  the  three 
Superior  Schools  and  four  Mixed  Faculties,  France  possesses- 
sixteen  preparatory  schools  of  pharmacy.  It  is  well  known 
that  the  abolition  of  the  second-class  pharmacist's  diploma 
has  been  a  great  blow  to  these  minor  establishments,  their 
very  existence  being  threatened.  Dr.  Brunon,  Director  of 
the  Rouen  School,  thinks  the  disappearance  of  the  prepara- 
tory school  would  be  a  public  calamity.  They  allow  the 
local  student  to  escape  the  temptations  of  a  great  city,  and 
supply  the  surrounding  pharmacists  with  apprentices  and 
assistants  and  the  hospitals  with  internes.  M.  Crinon 
fully  appreciates  Dr.  Brunon's  argument,  but  declines  to- 
admit  that  these  purely  local  interests  are  really  those  of 
the  public  as  a  whole.  Centralisation  may  be  a  bad  tiling  in 
excess,  but  M.  Crinon  fancies  that  if  all  the  preparatory 
schools  disappeared  and  every  French  pharmacist  was  edu- 
cated in  one  of  the  seven  higher  establishments  already 
quoted,  it  would  be  by  no  means  a  disaster  either  for  the 
pharmaceutical  profession  or  for  the  public.  Establish- 
ments of  which  the  only  object  is  to  multiply  the  number  of 
qualified  pharmacists  meet  with  scant  sympathy  from  M. 
Crinon's  trenchant  pen.

Commonwealth. 

Adulterated  Eucalyptus  Oil.— The  Collector-General 
of  Customs  has  supplied  a  memorandum  explaining  the  allu- 
sion by  the  Minister  of  Customs  to  the  harm  done  to  the 
eucalyptus  oil  trade  by  the  export  of  inferior  preparations. 
The  following  is  an  extract  : 

A  good  instance  of  the  necessity  for  the  Commerce  Bill  is 
provided  by  the  case  of  eucalyptus  oil.  The  expoi-t  of  this 
oil  doubled  last  year,  but  in  consequence  of  the  demand 
persons  produced  inferior  oil  and  exported  it.  The  result 
was  the  market  was  flooded  with  inferior  oil,  and  the 
reputation  of  Australian  oil  depreciated,  as  did  the  price  of 
the  best  oil.  If  the  standard  be  kept  up  the  reputation  of 
Australian  oil  will  increase  year  by  year  to  the  great  benefit 
of  the  makers.  If  the  maintenance  of  the  standard  be  useful 
in  the  case  of  a  comparatively  small  export  like  this,  how 
much  more  would  it  be  in  the  case  of  butter,  poultry,  fruit, 
cheese,  and  foodstuffs  !  Once  the  reputation  of  a  product 
as  gained,  it  must  be  kept  up.  If  kept  up  it  will  increase,  to 
the  benefit  of  the  makers  of  the  product. 

New  South  Wales. 

Poisoning  by  Boric  Acid. — At  Armidale  on  Septem- 
ber 17,  a  magisterial  inquiry  was  held  into  the  death  of  a 
Sittle  girl,  aged  two  years  nine  months.  On  August  31  the 
child's  flannelette  nightdress  caught  fire,  and  she  was  badly 
wurned.  Oil  and  baking  soda  were  sprinkled  on  the  wounds, 
and  more  salad-oil  and  lime-water  was  applied  up  to  Sep- 
tember 8,  when  sixpennyworth  of  boracic  acid  was  pur- 
chased and  used  for  sprinkling  on  the  child's  burns.  The 
following  day  the  child  vomited,  and  a  doctor  was  sent  for. 
Death  occurred  on  September  16.  A  post-mortem  examina- 
tion was  conducted,  and  the  opinion  was  formed  that  the 
child  died  from  boracic-acid  poisoning  introduced  into  the 
system  by  absorption  from  the  burns. 

P.A.T.A.  Trade-mark. — The  new  protected  list  was 
■due  for  issuing  on  November  7.  The  dates  printed  at 
the  head  of  these  lists  are  those  on  which  any  new  prices 
■come  into  force.  About  twelve  months  ago  Mr.  L.  Zions 
submitted  to  his  council  the  question  of  registering  a  label 
to  be  affixed  to  all  protected  proprietaries.  After  careful 
discussion  it  was  thought  that  it  was  then  rather  early  in 
the  Association's  existence  to  make  any  move  in  that  direc- 
tion. At  the  close  of  the  second  year's  operations  this 
matter  received  further  attention,  with  the  result  that  in 
August  last  application  was  made  for  the  registration  of  the 
following  label,  the  coined  word 
"Pata"  being  a  distinc- 
tive feature  of  same.  The  illus- 
tration is  the  exact  size  of  the 
labels,  some  being  printed  in 
red,  and  the  remainder  in  blue. 
A  first  instalment  of  50,0C0  has 
been  issued,  and  some  of  the 
labels  are  already  being  used  on 
proprietaries.

Cape  Colony. 

The  General  Condition  of  things  in  this  Colony  at  pre- 
sent was  thus  outlined  in  the  October  issue  of  "  Lennon's 
Trade  Journal "  : 

The  general  depression  in  South  African  trade  still  con- 
tinues, and  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  real  improvement 
probable  in  the  near  future.  Values  of  all  properties  are 
lower  and  consequently  rents  are  reduced.  .  .  .  The  struggle 
for  possession  of  the  internal  trade  of  South  Africa  is  still 
going  on  between  the  various  ports,  although  it  looks  as  if 
those  under  foreign  control  are  to  be  unduly  favoured  as 
against  those  under  British.  .  .  .  There  is  just  now  a  strong 
movement  for  the  purpose  of  guiding  public  opinion  on  the 
subject  of  Customs  duties  and  arranging  for  a  new  Customs 
tariff,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  protection  idea  will  not 
be  so  pushed  forward  as  to  bring  its  own  downfall.  The 
subject  is  a  difficult  one,  but  better  let  things  remain  as  they 
are  than  flood  the  country  with  a  lot  of  so-called  industries 
which  only  prosper  by  making  the  cost  of  living  abnormally 
high.  _A 

Transvaal. 

The  Johannesburg  Exhibition,  to  be  held  in  1907,  is 
receiving  the  consideration  of  the  South  African  Section  of 
the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

Petroleum  in  the  Karoo. — Mr.  E.  P.  Rathbone,  a 
Johannesburg  mining  engineer,  has  examined  an  area  of  80 
by  50  miles  of  Carnarvon  and  Kenhardt  in  northern  Karoo, 
and  reports  his  "  strong  conviction  that  primary  oil  deposits 
lying  in  well-defined  and  comparatively  narrow  oil-belts  or 
zones  will  be  found  existing  throughout  this  area  at  dis- 
tances below  the  surface  which  may  be  anything  from  1,000 
to  4,000  feet." 

The  Opium  Trouble. — It  is  reported  from  East  Rand  that 
a  Jew  storekeeper  has  been  murdered  by  Chinese  because  he 
refused  to  continue  to  supply  them  with  opium. — Opium- 
poisoning  is  accounting  for  the  death  of  a  large  number  of 
Chinese  coolies  employed  on  the  Witwatersrand  mines.  On 
October  11  Mr.  J.  Glen  Leary,  coroner,  held  inquiries  re- 
garding the  deaths  of  two  coolies  at  the  Simmer  &  Jack 
Mine,  and  another  at  the  Glen  Deep.  Verdicts  of  death 
from  opium-poisoning  were  returned. 

Portuguese  East  Africa. 

A  New  Oil-field. — Mr.  Fred  Sleeman,  of  the  Inhambano 
Oil  Syndicate,  who  has  arrived  at  Lourenco  Marques  from 
Inhambane,  where  he  had  been  boring  for  oil  since  Feb- 
ruary, stated,  in  the  course  of  an  interview,  that  the  indica- 
tions are  such  that  the  whole  area  should  ultimately  become 
one  of  the  greatest  oil-producing  fields  in  the  world.  He 
considers  that  a  refinery  should  be  established  at  Delagoa 
Bay,  the  oil  being  pumped  through  pipes  from  Inhambane, 
as  the  expenses  of  a  refinery  at  the  latter  place  would  be 
extremely  great.

Pharmacy  in  Turkey. — Formerly  Mohammedan  youths 
looked  with  disdain  on  the  pharmaceutical  career,  but  they 
have  changed  their  minds,  for  in  a  comparatively  short 
time  twelve  Mohammedan  pharmacies  have  been  opened  at 
Constantinople. 

Academic  Correlations. — The  proposal  regarding  the 
exchange  of  German  and  American  professors,  put  forward 
by  the  German  Emperor,  has  now  been  realised.  Professor 
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Ostwald,  of  Leipzig,  began  his  lectures  in  America  a  short 
time  ago ;  and  Professor  Peabody,  of  the  Harvard  Univer- 
sity, gave  his  inaugural  lecture  recently  at  the  Berlin 
University  in  the  presence  of  the  Emperor  and  an  illustrious 
audience  on  "  Academic  Relations." 

Women  in  Pharmacy. — A  few  years  ago  the  Hungarian 
Minister  of  Education  opened  the  doors  of  pharmacy  to. 
women.  The  men  pharmacists  were,  however,  not  in  favour 
of  the  innovation,  and  appealed  against  it  in  repeated  peti- 
tions to  the  Government.  The  Minister  of  the  Interior  has 
now  issued  a  circular  to  the  municipal  authorities  stating 
that  permission  to  women  candidates  to  practise  pharmacy 
is  only  to  be  given  with  the  sanction  of  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior  and  of  the  Minister  of  Education. 

Russian  Dividends. — The  "  Novosti "  reports  that  the 
Rendsin  Chemical  Factory  in  the  Petroff  Government  has 
closed  its  fifth  working  year  with  a  net  profit  of  15,190r. — 
The  Tchongar  Salt  and  Salt  Products  Co.  made  in  1904  a 
net  profit  of  12r.  26  copecks  only,  which  have  been  carried 
to  the  reserve.  The  output  of  the  works  for  the  year  was 
1,141,030  poods  of  table-salt  and  40,000  poods  of  Glauber 
salts. — Messrs.  Brocard  &  Co.,  perfume  manufacturers,  of 
Moscow,  closed  their  1904-5  working  year  with  a  net  profit 
of  187,439r.  as  compared  with  164,715r.  in  the  preceding 
year.    The  dividend  will  be  10  per  cent,  as  last  year. 

Trade  with  Roumania. — A  treaty  of  commerce  and  navi- 
gation between  the  United  Kingdom  and  Roumania  was 
signed  on  October  31  at  Bucharest  by  the  Roumanian  Minis- 
ter of  Foreign  Affairs  and  the  British  delegates.  The  treaty 
is  based  generally  on  the  reciprocal  grant  of  most  favoured 
nation  treatment,  and  appended  thereto  is  a  schedule  of 
tariff  concessions  accorded  by  Roumania  to  products  of  the 
United  Kingdom.  Provisions  are  included  with  regard  to 
the  eventual  adherence  of  British  Colonies  and  possessions. 
It  has  been  agreed  to  keep  the  contents  of  the  treaty  and 
tariff  confidential,  pending  their  submission  to  the  Rou- 
manian Chambers,  until  a  date  not  later  than  the  end  of  the 
present  year. 

Pharmaceutical  Society  cf  Japan. — At  a  recent  meeting 
of  this  Society  a  paper  was  contributed  by  Mr.  S.  Sato  on 
"  Chrysanthemum  used  as  the  Raw  Material  for  Preparation 
of  Insect-powder."  The  author  reported  the  results  of  his 
investigation  as  to  the  origin,  history,  varieties,  cultivation, 
yield,  selection  of  seed  and  flowers,  value  and  amount  of  pro- 
duction, method  of  powdering  and  preserving.  As  the 
result  of  examination  of  thirteen  different  sorts,  he  concludes 
that  its  fitness  for  medicinal  purposes  cannot  be  accepted 
merely  from  regulations  given  in  the  Addendum  to  the  Dutch 
Pharmacopoeia.  Mr.  Sato  examined  twelve  specimens  of 
powder,  and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  active  con- 
stituent of  chrysanthemum  is  a  resin  of  acid  character. 

Cheap  Quinine. — The  "  Indische  Mercur"  quotes  a 
Government  order  of  September  9  as  an  experiment  for  the 
districts  of  Java  and  Madoera,  making  quinine  obtainable 
at  a  low  price  among  the  people.  Five  kilogrammes  are  to 
be  allocated  in  advance  to  each  district.  The  quinine  is  to 
be  furnished  in  tablets  containing  0.2  grammes,  and  to  be 
packed  in  boxes  provided  with  directions  for  use  at  the 
expense  of  the  State  in  the  native  languages.  The  sale- 
price  of  each  box  of  five,  ten,  and  twenty  tablets  is  to  be 
6,  8,  and  13^  cents  respectively.  The  local  Government 
chiefs  will  give  notice  of  the  places  where,  and  the  persons 
of  whom,  the  purchase  of  these  may  be  made,  and  the  sellers 
will  draw  a  commission  of  10  per  cent,  on  the  result.  The 
district  governors  may  also  sell  sulphate  in  tablets  through 
the  Bandong  factory,  no  higher  prices  than  4.5,  6.8,  and 
12  cents  per  box  of  five,  ten,  and  twenty  tablets  respectively. 

Consumption  in  Denmark. — Two  important  laws  dealing 
with  the  prevention  of  consumption  in  Denmark  have  re- 
ceived the  Royal  sanction.  The  first  contains  regulations  to 
prevent  spreading  of  the  disease,  to  keep  schools  clean,  and 
compel  the  removal  of  consumptive  teachers  from  the  profes- 
sion. All  cases  of  consumption  or  of  deaths  caused  by  it 
must  be  reported  to  the  authorities  by  the  doctor  in  attend- 
ance. Consumptive  persons  must  be  kept  in  special  rooms 
in  hospitals  and  old-age  homes.  The  law  further  provides 
that  if  a  conscript  during  the  term  of  his  military  service 
should  be  found  suffering  from  consumption,  he  is  to  be 
sent  to  a  consumptives'  home  for  treatment  at  the  cost 


of  the  Government.  The  second  law  states  that  all 
moneys  publicly  collected  and  spent  either  upon  the  treat- 
ment of  poor  consumptive  patients  or  given  to  poor  families 
in  consequence  of  the  breadwinner  being  under  treatment  for 
consumption,  shall  not  be  considered  as  poor  relief. 

A  Pharmaceutical  Author. — The  "Bollettino  Chimico- 
Farmaceutico "  reports  the  death  of  Sig.  Silvio 
Plevani  at  Pontevico.  Sig.  Plevani  was  well  known 
in  pharmaceutical  circles  on  account  of  his  books 
on  pharmacy.  He  founded  the  "Giovanni  Polli,"  a 
weekly  pharmaceutical  review,  in  Pontevico,  and  to  him 
was  also  due  the  publication  of  the  "  Revista  Internazionale 
Ebdomadaria  di  Farmacologia  e  Scienze  Affini "  in  Milan, 
which  became  fused  with  the  "  Corriere  Sanitorio,"  of  the- 
same  town.  He  was  member  of  various  scientific  societies, 
Italian  and  foreign,  and  among  his  books  were  a- 
"  Manual  of  Galenical  Pharmacy  and  New  Remedies," 
the  "Polyglot  Dictionary  of  Pharmacy,  Chemistry, 
Therapeutics,  and  Hydrology,"  and  "  Pharmaceutic 
Technique."  The  committee  entrusted  with  the  transla- 
tion of  the  Geissler  and  Moeller  "General  Encyclopaedia! 
of  Pharmacy "  was  presided  over  by  him.  He  was 
recently  appointed  a  member  of  the  Commission  on  the 
laws  on  the  adulteration  of  wines,  and  drafted  a  law  there- 
upon, which  was  adopted  by  the  Commission.

Growth. — Another  addition  to  the  staff  of  Messrs.  Thorn- 
ton &  Taylor,  Bombay,  in  the  person  of  Mr.  John  Scott 
Emerson,  from  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  arrived  by  mail  steamer 
reaching  Bombay  on  October  20. 

Permanganate  for  Snake-bite. — The  Chief  Com- 
missioner of  the  Central  Provinces  and  the  sanitary  authori- 
ties are  to  interest  themselves  in  popularising  Sir  Lauder 
Brun ton's  permanganate  treatment,  which  is  to  have  a  serious 
trial. 

"  Swadeshi  "  and  the  Bengal  Drug-trade. — The  Bengali 
boycott  of  British  and  European  goods  has  not  extended  to 
or  affected  the  drug-business  in  Calcutta.  Although  at  one 
time  some  apprehension  was  felt,  this  has  given  way  to  the 
larger  view  that,  whatever  untoward  happens,  drugs  and' 
patents  must  prevail.

&  Son  and  Horlick's  malted  milk)  was  in  Bombay  when  the 
mail  left,  as  were  also  Mr.  Julius  Blau  (for  Mr.  Ferd. 
Mulhens),  three  representatives  for  German  rubber-houses, 
and  Messrs.  Vials'  representative.  Mr.  Ivor  C.  Lewis  is 
making  an  extended  tour  through  India  and  Burmah  for 
Messrs.  Hewlett.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  R.  James  have 
returned  to  India  per  delayed  s.s.  Persia. 

Our  Yokohama  Correspondent,  writing  on  October  21, 
says  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.'s  representative  and 
Messrs.  Maw,  Son  &  Sons'  representative  have  been  doing 
business  in  Yokohama  recently,  but  have  now  left.

Straits  News. — The  Straits  and  F.M.S.  Government 
Medical  School  at  Singapore  was  officially  opened  on  Sep- 
tember 28  by  his  Excellency  Sir  John  Anderson,  K.C.M.G. 
Since  July  3  lectures  have  been  given  to  the  students  in 
elementary  anatomy,  botany,  and  chemistry,  the  official 
opening  being  deferred  until  the  fixtures  and  hospital-furni- 
ture arrived  from  England.  For  the  first  session  there  are 
twenty-two  students,  including  nine  Chinese,  the  rest  being 
Tamils,  Singalese,  Europeans,  and  Eurasians.  The  lectures 
in  botany  are  delivered  by  Mr.  H.  N.  Ridley,  the  Director 
of  Botanic  Gardens  and  Forests,  and  those  in  chemistry  by 
the  Government  analyst.  His  Excellency,  in  his  opening 
speech,  dwelt  on  the  enormous  death-rate,  and  the  necessity 
for  combating  the  ignorance  and  superstition  of  the  Asiatic 
races  in  the  Straits,  which  is  responsible  for  such  an  un- 
satisfactory state  of  affairs,  and  appealed  to  his  hearers  to 
do  all  that  lay  in  their  power  to  help  forward  proper  ideas  of 
health  and  sanitation.

Physiological  Standaedisation. — Messrs.  Evans,  Gadd 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  Exeter,  taking  the  hint  from  Professor  W.  E. 
Dixon's  paper  before  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
on  bio-chemical  tests  for  drugs,  are  offering  tincture  of 
strophanthus  and  tincture  of  squills  standardised  on  frogs. 
These  two  tinctures  were  submitted  to  the  Cambridge 
Pharmacological  Laboratory  for  examination,  and  are  issued 
of  a  standard  bio-chemical  activity  as  a  result  of  such 
examination.  The  minimum  lethal  dose  of  the  tincture  of 
strophanthus  for  a  twenty-gramme  frog  is  stated  on  the 
label  to  be  half  a  minim,  whilst  three  minims  of  the  tincture 
of  squills  is  fatal  to  a  twenty-five  gramme  frog.  -  These,  we 
take  it,  are  the  standards  that  have  been  chosen  as  corre- 
sponding to  a  normal  tincture,  and  the  pharmacopceial  doses 
of  five  to  fifteen  minims  for  an  adult  human  hold  good,  we 
presume,  for  the  physiologically-tested  tinctures. 

Packed  Goods. — A  selection  of  packed  goods  for 
chemists'  sale  reaches  us  from  Messrs.  Goodall,  Backhouse 
&  Co.,  Leeds,  which  are  worth  the  attention  of  the  trade. 
There  is  a  variety  of  styles  which  will  suit  individual 
tastes.  Glycerin,  for  instance,  is  put  up  in  rounds  and 
panel- flats;  in  both  cases  stipendum-topped  corks  are  em- 
ployed. Other  drugs  suited  for  the  season  are  cod-liver 
oil,  cod-liver-oil  emulsion,  extract  of  malt,  and  camphorated 
oil.  The  emulsion  is  attractively  bottled  and  neatly 
labelled.  The  cod-liver  oil  is  sold  under  the  brand  name  of 
the  "  Hardy  Norseman,"  this  giving  an  opportunity  for  an 
effective  pictorial  label.  Although  we  have  only  referred 
to  the  outward  appearance  of  these  packed  goods,  it  should 
be  noted  that  in  all  cases  the  contents  are  guaranteed  of  B.P. 
quality,  chemically  pure,  or  finest  quality,  as  the  case  may 
be.

The  "  Athen.eum  "  Tooth-beush  is  one  of  the  latest 
productions  from  the  brush-factories  of  Messrs.  Titterton  & 
Howards,  8  and  10  Titchfield  Street,  London,  W.  From  the 
sketch  it  will  be  seen  that  the  bunches  of  bristle  in  the 
brush  are  set  at  right  angles  in  pairs,  there  being  four  rows 
of  such  pairs,  and  a  four-row  point  at  the  extreme  end. 
The  result  of  inserting  the  bristles  in  this  slanting  manner 


(especially  the  back  rows)  is  that  increased  resistance  is 
obtained,  and  more  thorough  cleansing  of  the  teeth  when 
the  brushes  are  brought  into  use.

Castor-oil  Powder. — Various  attempts  have  been  made 
to  present  castor  oil  in  some  other  form  than  its  natural 
condition,  chiefly  on  account  of  the  disagreeable  thickness 
of  the  oil  and  its  liability  to  hang  about  the  mouth  after  a 
dose  has  been  taken.  Mr.  R.  Demuth,  61  Mark  Lane,  E.C., 
sends  us  a  sample  of  castor-oil  powder,  which  is  neither 
nauseous  nor  oily.  It  is  in  the  form  of  a  loose  white 
powder,  and  contains,  we  understand,  50  per  cent,  of  castor 
oil.  There  is  no  taste  of  castor  oil  in  the  powder.  The  oil 
has  been  combined  with  magnesia  by  a  process  which  the 
inventor  has  patented.  The  powder  is  mixed  with  water 
for  administration,  the  water  being  added  gradually,  or  it 
can  be  given  in  milk,  tea,  cocoa,  or  semi-solid  foods.  The 
castor-oil  powder  is  put  up  in  cardboard  cases  as  it  is 
unaffected  by  the  hygroscopicity  of  the  atmosphere.

Brown. — At  Church  Avenue,  Selby,  on  November  1,  Mr. 
George  Brown,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  aged  seventy-eight. 
He  was  one  of  the  most  respected  traders  and  the  first  Pre- 
sident of  the  Tradesmen's  Association.  The  funeral,  on 
November  2,  was  attended  by  a  large  assembly,  including 
members  of  various  public  bodies. 

Cockbtjrn. — Suddenly,  at  Duns,  N.B.,  on  November  6, 
Mr.  John  Cockburn,  chemist  and  druggist,  aged  eighty-five. 
Mr.  Cockburn  was  the  oldest  merchant  in  Duns,  and  super- 
intended his  business  until  the  end.  He  was  chairman  of 
the  Duns  Gas  Co.  and  Duns  Water  Co.,  with  both  of  which 
he  had  been  identified  from  their  formation.  He  was  also 
for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Police  Commission,  and  for 
a  term  of  three  years  was  Chief  Magistrate. 

Fischer.— At  Breslau,  on  October  27,  Professor  Dr. 
Bernard  Fischer,  director  of  the  municipal  chemical  insti- 
tute at  Breslau.  Dr.  Fischer  was  born  on  February  27,  1856, 
at  Hultschin,  in  Silesia,  and  in  1873  was  apprenticed  to  the 
proprietor  of  the  Grunhagen  pharmacy  at  Trebnitz.  He 
afterwards  served  as  assistant  at  Breslau,  Constance,  and 
Cologne,  and  in  1879  attended  the  Bonn  University.  After 
having  passed  the  State  examination,  he  studied  chemistry 


there  as  assistant  at  the  Chemical  Institute,  and  graduated 
as  a  doctor  of  philosophy  at  Freiburg  in  1883  with  a  thesis 
on  disazo  compounds.  From  there  he  went  as  assistant  to 
the  Pharmacological  Institute  at  Berlin,  and  in  1888  became 
assistant  to  the  late  Professor  A.  W.  Hofmann.  In  1890  he 
was  elected  successor  to  the  late  Professor  Gscheidlen  as 
director  of  the  chemical  laboratory  of  Breslau,  and  remained' 
there  until  his  death.  While  in  Berlin  he  was  from  1886  to 
1890  scientific  editor  of  the  "  Pharmazeutische  Zeitung." 
He  was  a  prolific  and  able  writer,  and  among  his  works 
were  "  Lehrbuch  der  Chemie  fur  Pharmazeuten,"  "  Kom- 
mentar  zum  Arzneibuch  fur  das  deutsche  Reich,"  and  "  Die 
Neuern  Arzneimittel."  He  was  one  of  the  original  members 
of  the  German  Chemical  Society. 

Garvie. — At  10  Claremont  Park,  Leith,  on  November  8r 
suddenly,  Mr.  Alexander  Garvie,  chemist  and  druggist, 

aged  seventy-one.  Mr.  Garvie   

had  for  many  years  been  a 
partner  in  the  firm  of  Duncan, 
Flockhart  &  Powell,  chemists, 
Leith,  and  was  the  doyen  of 
the  trade  in  that  seaport 
town.  He  was  a  man  of  retir- 
ing disposition,  and  took 
little  part  in  public  or  even 
pharmaceutical  affairs,  but 
those  who  knew  him  well  ap- 
preciated his  sterling  char- 
acter. 

Jamieson. — At  43  George 
Square,  on  November  3, 
James  Jamieson,  M.D., 
F.R.C.S.E.,  aged  sixty-eight. 
Dr.  Jamieson  served  his  ap- 
prenticeship as  a  chemist  and 
druggist  with  Dr.  Alexander. 
Canongate,  Edinburgh,  and 
afterwards    studied    at    the  Mr.  A.  Garvie. 

Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  Edinburgh,  where  he  qualified 
as  a  practitioner.  Subsequently  he  obtained  the  degree 
of  M.D.  from  St.  Andrews  University.  After  being 
in  South  America  for  several  years  he  returned  to  Edin- 
burgh and  set  up  as  a  medical  practitioner,  with  his  head- 
quarters in  Rankeillor  Street.  About  the  same  time  he  took 
over  the  business  of  chemist  and  druggist  at  69  Pleasance, 
now  occupied  by  Mr.  J.  W.  Senter.  The  business  is 
one  of  the  oldest  in  the  city.  Early  last  century  it  was  con- 
ducted by  Mr.  Henry  Smith,  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
firm  of  T.  &  H.  Smith,  who  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  or  "  Dr." 
Howie  as  he  was  called.  Then  Mr.  James  Mackenzie,  now 
of  43  Forrest  Road,  who  was  Dr.  Jamieson's  fellow-appren- 
tice in  Dr.  Alexander's,  took  over  the  business,  and  sold 
it  to  Dr.  Jamieson  when  he  returned  to  Edinburgh.  Dr. 
Jamieson  had  as  his  assistant  the  late  Mr.  Adam  Gibson, 
afterwards  of  Messrs.  Pinkerton,  Gibson  &  Co.,  and  Mr. 
D.  B.  Dott  was  a  pupil  under  him  in  the  shop  for  dispensing 
and  practical  pharmacy.  Almost  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago 
Dr.  Jamieson  disposed  of  his  interest  in  the  Pleasance  shop, 
and  confined  himself  solely  to  medical  practice  at  43  George 
Square.  He  was  a  skilled  practitioner,  and  had  a  large 
practice.  His  son,  Mr.  J.  Boyd  Jamieson,  is  a  medical 
graduate  of  the  Edinburgh  University.

The  Business  Done. 

The  chemists  of  Great  Yarmouth  had  a  discussion  on 
P.A.T.A.  prices,  Grimsby  talked  over  the  question  of  Parlia- 
mentary representation,  and  Blackpool  backed  up  the  early- 
closing  efforts  of  the  Town  Council.  The  organisation  of  re- 
tailers oc;upied  the  attention  of  the  York  chemists,  and  at 
Hull  indignation  was  expressed  at  a  mineral-water  makers' 
circular  referring  to  the  misuse  of  aerated-water  bottles.

The  London  assistants 
had  a  photographic  evening  last  week,  whilst  their  Dublin 
■confreres  are  troubled  about  the  competition  of  wholesale 
bouses  with  retailers.

P.A.T.A.  Prices. — An  interesting  discussion  arose,  in 
which  most  took  part,  as  to  the  delay  there  seems  to  be  in 
correcting  prices  in  the  patent  lists  published  in  the  town  of 
the  P.A.T.A.  protected  articles.  The  Secretary  was  asked 
to  write  the  P.A.T.A.  on  the  matter. 


Grimsby  Chemists'  Association. 

A  General  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Oberon  Hotel,  Grimsby, 
■on  November  6,  Mr.  C.  Willson  (Vice-President)  in  the 
chair.  The  minutes  of  the  previous  general  meeting  and 
some  correspondence  were  read. 

Cheltenham  Waters. — The  suggestion  of  a  syndicate  of 
chemists  for  trading  in  Cheltenham  natural  aperient  water 
was  considered,  but  it  was  resolved  that  the  question  of 
taking  up  shares  must  be  left  to  individual  chemists. 

Parliamentary  Representation. — The  communications 
from  the  Federation  of  Local  Pharmaceutical  Associations 
on  this  subject  were  read,  and  after  a  long  discussion  a 
decision  was  unanimously  arrived  at  in  favour  of  the  direct 
representation  of  pharmacy  in  Parliament. 


Blackpool  Chemists'  Association, 

A  Monthly  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Palatine  Hotel  on 
November  3,  the  President  (Mr.  Sankey)  in  the  chair. 
There  were  also  present  Messrs.  Boothroyd,  Turver,  Keeley, 
Greenwood,  Laurie,  J.  Jackson,  0.  L.  Jackson,  Ashton, 
and  Johnson.  Mr.  Sankey  opened  a  discussion  on  the 
Shop-hours  Act,  which  brought  forth  some  enthusiastic 
and  spirited  speeches.  Councillor  Laurie  was  the  first  to 
speak,  followed  by  Messrs.  J.  Jackson,  Turver,  0.  L. 
Jackson,  and  Johnson.  Mr.  Boothroyd  moved  that  the 
following  resolution  be  sent  to  the  Town  Clerk  : 

That  this  meeting  of  the  Blackpool  and  Fylde  Chemists' 
Association,  held  at  Palatine  Hotel  on  November  3,  1905, 
desires  to  support  the  action  of  the  Town  Council  in  en- 
deavouring to  obtain  an  order  for  the  earlier  closing  of 
retail  shops  under  the  Shop-hours  Act,  1904. 
This  was  carried  unanimously. 


York  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  on  November  2  at  the  Old  George 
Hotel,  Mr.  Lupton  (President)  in  the  chair.  There  were 
also  present  Messrs.  W.  Saville,  A.  Humphreys,  E.  J. 
Wood,  W.  Sowray,  M.  F.  Burgin,  G.  E.  Woodhouse,  C. 
Walker,  T.  M.  Steedman,  W.  Dewhurst,  T.  C.  Atkinson, 
and  E.  B.  Brigham  (Selby). 

General  and  Local  Organisation  of  Retailers. — Mr. 
Walshaw  (Huddersfield)  read  a  paper  on  this  subject.  He 
pointed  out  many  advantages  which  might  be  obtained 
through  combination,  and  indicated  the  lines  on  which  the 
Huddersfield  organisation  is  worked.  The  difference 
between  the  terms  "  Chamber  of  Commerce"  and  "  Cham- 
ber of  Trade"  was  explained,  the  fonrrer  body  being  com- 
posed of  wholesale  merchants  and  manufacturers,  whereas 


j  the  latter  consists  of  retail  traders,  and  is  really  another 
name  for  "  Tradesmen's  Association."  Mr.  A.  Humphreys 
said  those  present  were  indebted  to  Mr.  Walshaw  for  his 
valuable  paper,  and  stated  that  the  York  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce had  decided  to  admit  as  members  delegates  from  each 
branch  of  the  Tradesmen's  Association.  Mr.  Lupton  pro- 
posed a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Walshaw,  saying  he  was  sure 
York  chemists  thoroughly  appreciated  his  interesting  paper 
and  hoped  they  might  profit  by  it.  Mr.  Saville  seconded, 
and  the  proposal  was  carried  amid  applause. 


Hull  Chemists'  Trade  Association. 

A  Well-attended  Meeting  was  held  at  the  White  Horse 
Hotel  on  November  7.  Mr.  T.  W.  Fields  (Beverley)  in  the 
chair.  Two  new  members  having  been  welcomed,  the  Secre- 
tary read  a  circular  which  most  of  the  members  had  received 
from  "the  Yorkshire  Mineral-water  Manufacturers'  Asso- 
ciation, Ltd.,"  in  which  chemists  are  charged  with  supply- 
ing "poisons"  in  mineral-water  bottles.  The  Secretary 
had  replied  to  the  circular,  protesting  against  such  a  charge 
being  made  against  the  chemist,  who  is,  by  training  and 
practice,  ever  alert  in  the  interests  of  public  safety,  and 
suggesting  that,  in  writing  the  circular,  the  term  "  chemist  " 
had  been  used  as  meaning  any  person  who  supplied  the 
articles  in  question.  This  reply  had  not  been  acknowledged. 
Indignation  was  expressed  at  the  meeting  that  in  return  for 
the  chemist's  watchful  care  in  such  matters  he  should  be, 
in  a  sense,  publicly  blamed  for  all  the  blunders  and  care- 
lessness of  the  "  great  unqualified,"  and  it  was  regarded  as 
another  strong  argument  in  favour  of  making  additions  to 
the  Schedule,  and  for  greater  severity  in  the  case  of  in- 
fringements.

A  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Gibson  brought  a  very  happy 
meeting  to  a  close. 


Irish  Chemists'  Assistants'  and  Apprentices' 
Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Nelson  Cafe,  Dublin,  on  Friday, 
November  3,  Mr.  Edgar  B.  Aplin  (President)  in  the  chair. 
The  attendance  was  large.  After  the  transaction  of  routine 
business,  four  new  members  were  elected.  Mr.  R.  G. 
Creed  read  a  paper  on 

Unfair  Competition  by  Wholesale  Drug-houses. 
He  said  this  subject  had  been  brought  to  his  notice  as 
Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Association,  and  he  was  asked  to 
voice  the  feelings  of  the  retail  druggists  and  chemists,  who 
viewed  with  alarm  the  growing  tendency  on  the  part  of  the 
wholesale  houses  to  sell  to  the  general  public  at  the  same 
price  as  invoiced  to  the  trade.  The  evil  is  comparatively 
recent,  but  has  grown  rapidly.  It  hits  several  persons 
simultaneously.  The  genuine  wholesaler  is  affected,  so  is 
the  manufacturer,  and  the  retailer  might  as  well  put  up  the 
shutters  of  his  shop  as  to  hope  for  a  chance  of  being  able 
to  live  under  such  competition.  Mr.  Creed  proceeded  to 
speak  about  the  effect  that  this  may  have  upon  the  practice 
of  pharmacy,  and  concluded  by  saying  that  the  remedy  is 
simple — viz.,  let  the  offending  wholesale  house  close  up  the 
retail  counter  and  confine  itself  to  supplying  the  retailer. 

In  the  course  of  the  discussion  one  speaker  observed  that 
he  did  not  see  the  necessity  for  unduly  prolonging  the 
longevity  of  the  retailer.  Admitting  the  force  of  ifhe.  argu- 
ment that  wholesalers  should  confine  themselves  to  sup- 
plying the  retail  trade,  what  guarantee  is  there  that  the 
retailer  will  adhere  to  his  part  of  the  contract  ?  How  many 
so-called  retailers  are  there  who  do  a  bit  of  wholesaling  on 
their  own  account?  The  question  of  strictly  confining  the 
respective  branches  of  -the.  chemical  and  drug  trade  is  a  big 
one,  and  to  answer  it  satisfactorily  would  require  a  modern 
Hercules.  The  P.A.T.A.  had  started  to  settle  the  question 
of  the  proprietaries,  and  even  its  efforts  had  not  brought 
about  the  desired  end. 

These  opinions  were  directly  challenged  by  other  speakers, 
Messrs.  Moore,  Jameson,  Johnson,  Devine,  Curtis,  Quaid, 
and  others  joining  in  the  discussion ;  and  the  Chairman 
having  summed  up,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  Mr. 
Creed. 


Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  73  Newman  Street,  W.,  on  Novem- 
ber 2,  the  President  (Mr.  A.  G.  C.  Paterson)  in  the  chair. 
Seventeen  members  were  present.  Mr.  J.  Clark,  the 
Recorder  in  pharmacy,  presented  specimens  of  Gadd's  liq. 
violas  glucosidi  and  of  the  leaves  used  in  the  preparation  of 
the  liquor.  Copies  of  Mr.  Gadd's  paper  on  violet-leaves 
were  also  distributed.  Mr.  Percy  B.  Williams  then  gave  a 
practical  demonstration  of  the  use  and  possibilities  of 

Bromide  Plates  and  Papers, 
commencing  with  the  production  of  an  emulsion  for  a  gelatin 
dry-plate.  The  main  constituents  of  a  photographic  emul- 
sion are  silver  chloride  or,  more  usually,  bromide  and 
gelatin,  the  silver  salt  being  formed  in  the  gelatin  solution. 
The  photographic  value  of  the  emulsion  is  affected  by  several 
circumstances.  The  temperature,  the  rate  of  heating,  the 
rate  of  mixing,  and  the  quality  of  the  gelatin  are  important 
considerations,  the  last-named  especially.  Sample  sheets 
of  photographic  gelatin  were  handed  round,  the  methods  of 
manufacture  being  briefly  outlined.  After  the  silver  salt 
is  precipitated  in  the  gelatin  solution  the  emulsion  is 
allowed  to  set  and  afterwards  finely  divided  and  the  soluble 


salts  of  silver  removed  by  washing  in  running  water  for  eight 
or  ten  hours.  Excess  of  water  is  then  removed  and  the 
emulsion  remelted,  when  it  is  ready  for  coating.  A  plate 
was  then  coated  by  hand  in  a  subdued  light,  dried,  and 
exposed  behind  a  positive  to  magnesium  light,  developed, 
and  fixed.  The  characteristics  of  bromide  and  gas-light 
papers  were  next  dealt  with.  The  bromide  paper  is  the 
softer  of  the  two,  but  gives  bad  results  with  yellow  light 
for  which  gas-light  papers  are  specially  prepared.  They  need 
longer  exposure  and  their  development  has  to  be  restrained 
with  potassium  bromide.  The  exposure  and  development 
of  gas-light  papers  was  then  demonstrated,  and  Mr.  Williams- 
proceeded  to  refer  to  the  toning  of  bromide  papers  by  means 
of  the  hypo  and  alum  bath.  This  method  takes  twenty 
minutes.  A  quicker  process  is  to  bleach  the  print  with 
potassium  bromide  and  immerse  in  a  bath  of  potassium  ferri- 
cyanide  (10  per  cent,  solution)  and  sodium  sulphide  (1  per 
cent,  solution).  In  the  discussion  which  followed  several 
of  the  members  who  practise  photography  had  their  diffi- 
culties elucidated. 


Newcastle-on-Tyne  Chemists'  Association, 

Mr.  F.  Gilderdale  presided  on  November  8  over  a  good 
attendance  of  members  of  the  Association  at  a  meeting  held 
in  the  Hotel  Metropole,  Clayton  Street. 

Parliamentary  Committee. — Mr.  Buckley  msved  that 
Messrs.  Wright,  Ridley,  and  Russell  be  appointed  a  Parlia- 
mentary Committee  to  act  with  the  President  and  Secre- 
tary, and  local  secretaries  of  the  district  covered  by  the 
Association,  to  look  after  chemists'  interests  when  pharma- 
ceutical matters  are  before  Parliament. 

Hon.  Solicitor  Appointed. — Mr.  Kerse  said  that  Mr. 
Layne,  a  friend  of  many  of  the  members  and  a  good  helper 
at  the ,socialrgatherings  of  the  Association,  had  qualified  for 
the  law.  Hel'proposed,  and  it  was  agreed  to,  that  Mr. 
Layne  be  appointed  Hon.  Solicitor. 

Poison  Law. 

The  President  then  introduced  a  discussion  on  this  sub- 
ject, in  the  course  of  which  he  said  he  hoped  the  trade  would 
always  resist  any  attempt  to  take  away  the  privileges  which 
chemists  now  have.  He  thought  that  prosecutions  should 
be  in  the  hands  of  the  State,  and  not  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society r3  Mr.- Bell  (President  of  the  Sunderland  Pharma- 
ceutical Association jisaid  most  of  the  blame  was  attached 
to  the  permanent  staff  of  the  Privy  Council  in  stopping 
legislation.  He  recommended  that  chemists  when  selling 
poisons  should  conform 'strictly  to  the  regulations.  Mr. 
Clague  held  that  the  onus  of  prosecuting  should  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Mr.  Kerse  suggested 
that  the  charter  should  be  handed  back,  but  objection  was 
taken  to  this,  as  it  was  thought  the  trade  would  eventually 
be  placed  in  a  worse  position.  Others  taking  part  in  the 
discussion  were  Messrs.  Dakers,  Wright,  Noble,  Buckley, 
Ridley,  Whitehead,  and  Wootton. 

Pharmacy  Bill. — On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Clague  a  resolu- 
tion was  passed  expressing  the  desirability  of  pressing  for- 
ward the  Pharmacy  Bill  at  the  earliest  opportunity. 

Poisons  Schedule. — Mr.  Wright  moved,  and  Mr.  Clague 
seconded,  the  following  : 

That  this  meeting  expresses  its  regret  that  the  Privy 
Council  did  not  accept  in  its  entirety  the  resolution  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  for  the  additions  to  the  Schedule 
to  the  Poison  Act  of  1868,  and  that  the  Privy  Council 
deleted  certain  substances  which  had  been  recommended  for 
inclusion  by  a  Parliamentary  Committee,  and  further  urges 
the  Society  to  press  the  acceptance  of  these  substances. 
This  was  agreed  to. 


Dewsbury  Chemists'  Association. 

Mr.  J.  Rhodes  (President)  took  the  chair  at  a  meeting  of 
this  Association  on  November  6.  Mr.  Rhodes  was  con- 
gratulated on  having  been  elected  President  of  the  West 
Riding  Federation. 

The  Late  Mr.  Robinson. — A  vote  of  condolence  was 
passed  with  the  family  of  the  late  Mr.  J.  R.  Robinson,  of 
Dewsbury.  Mr.  Robinson  was  Secretary  of  a  Chemists' 
Association  in  Dewsbury  thirty  years"  ago,  and  had  carried 
on  business  in  the  town  for  forty-six  years. 

The  Federation.— The  Secretary  of  the  Federation  of 
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Local  Associations  wrote  calling  attention  to  what  was 
being  done  by  the  Federation,  particularly  pointing  out 
that  steps  were  being  taken  to  secure  direct  representation 
in  Parliament.  The  letter  also  expressed  the  hope  that  the 
Dewsbury  Association  would  rejoin  the  Federation.  The 
letter  was  allowed  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Cheltenham  Waters. — The  question  of  taking  up  Chel- 
tenham waters  was  left  to  individual  members. 

The  ordinary  business  having  been  dealt  with,  Mr.  S.  N. 
Pickard  read  a  paper  on 

Commercial  Points  for  the  Pharmacist. 
In  their  district,  he  said,  there  is  more  of  a  commercial 
than  a  professional  element  in  the  business.  This  is  proved 
by  the  many  side-lines  a  chemist  had  to  take  up,  and  without 
which  he  would  scarcely  be  able  to  exist.  He  suggested 
that  chemists  might  improve  their  position  by  making  pre- 
parations of  their  own,  especially  if  they  had  time  and  one 
or  two  apprentices.  When  a  chemist  could  get  through  a 
fair  quantity  of  a  tincture  or  a  syrup  it  would  pay  him  to 
produce  them  himself.  At  the  same  time  he  would  have 
the  satisfaction  of  knowing  they  would  keep  bright  for  a 
longer  period  than  those  made  from  liquors.  Referring  to 
apprentices,  Mr.  Pickard  deprecated  the  slipshod  training 
which  they  received  in  some  districts.  A  system  of 
accuracy  and  neatness  is  desirable,  and  masters  should  see 
that  this  is  carried  out  for  their  own  benefit.  Alluding  to 
patent  medicines,  he  argued  that  it  is  suicidal  to  exhibit 
profitless  articles,  showcards,  etc.,  especially  exempting 
from  this  stricture  articles  on  the  P.A.T.A.  list.  Chemists 
should  not  take  up  valuable  room  by  advertising  profitless 
patents,  when  they  could  make  higher  profits  by  exhibiting 
their  own.  Brief  reference  was  made  to  dispensing,  Mr. 
Pickard  stating  that  many  of  the  prescriptions  sent  to 
them  by  doctors  are  not  worth  dispensing  ;  in  fact,  they  are 
an  insult  to  the  craft.  He  went  on  to  say  that,  judging  by 
the  growth  of  the  sale  of  put-up  articles,  chemists  are 
becoming  lazy.  It  is  shortsighted  policy  to  buy  from 
wholesale  houses  things  that  chemists  sell  in  quantity,  when 
they  could  put  them  up  themselves.  Disinfecting-powders 
and  other  dirty  articles  they  might  purchase,  but  such 
things  as  cod-liver  oil,  emulsions,  glycerin  and  cucumber, 
syrup  of  figs,  and  many  others  chemists  might  make  them- 
selves with  profit.  Touching  on  the  stores,  Mr.  Pickard 
urged  his  hearers  to  do  all  they  could  to  attract  people  from 
those  places.  He  pleaded  also  for  more  local  organisation, 
and  the  adoption  of  a  system  of  buying  certain  drugs  and 
other  pharmaceutical  products  in  large  quantities,  for  dis- 
tribution among  the  members. 

Messrs.  Stead,  Gledhill,  Day,  Broadhead,  Barker,  Mor- 
timer, and  Gutteridge  took  part  in  the  discussion  which 
followed,  and  Mr.  Pickard  was  cordially  thanked  for  his 
paper,  which  was  described  as  one  of  the  best  ever  read 
before  the  Dewsbury  Association. 


Society  of  Chemist-Opticians. 

A  Council-meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  on  November  8, 
the  President  (Mr.  J.  R.  Cornish)  in  the  chair. 

The  following  members  were  elected  :  Mr.  G.  R.  Barlow, 
Congleton;  Mr.  E.  H.  Church,  Cambridge;  Mr.  C.  N. 
Coles,  London ;  Mr.  W.  Glaholm,  Jarrow ;  Mr.  P.  Inge, 
Eltham;  Mr.  G.  F.  Johnston,  Tayport ;  Mr.  R.  S.  Smith, 
Hastings;  Mr.  W.  Priestman,  Penrith.  Mr.  S.  Summers, 
Forest  Gate,  was  elected  an  associate. 

In  the  evening  a  reunion  of  members  of  the  Society  was 
held  in  the  Abercorn  Rooms  of  the  Great  Eastern  Hotel, 
Liverpool  Street,  E.C.,  when  about  forty  members  were 
present.  Mr.  J.  R.  Cornish,  the  President,  was  in  the 
chair,  and  in  his  opening  remarks  he  referred  to  the  steady 
progress  of  the  Society,  which  now  had  a  numerical  strength 
of  189.  Of  these,  175  are  members.  Mr.  Cornish  also  pro- 
tested against  the  way  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  had  referred  to  the  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians  at 
a  recent  Council-meeting.  Mr.  Cornish  said  Mr.  Robinson's 
remarks  were  probably  due  to  an  imperfect  acquaintance 
with  the  functions  and  constitution  of  the  Society  of 
Chemist-Opticians.  Chemist-Opticians  are  too  much  in  con- 
tact with  the  medical  profession  to  attempt  to  invade  the 
medical  man's  sphere.  The  demand  for  glasses  will  never 
be  met  by  medical  men,  and  there  are  many  reasons  why 
chemists  will  in  the  future  have  the  larger  share  of  the 


business  of  opticians.  Chemists  are  trained  to  grasp  details, 
and  it  is  only  by  close  attention  to  details  and  the  exercise 
of  much  patience  that  the  optical  business  can  be  a  success. 

The  Ophthalmometer. — The  President  then  called  on 
Mr.  C.  J.  G.  Bunker  to  give  a  demonstration  of  the  ophthal- 
mometer. Mr.  Bunker  explained  the  construction  of  the 
instrument,  and  warned  his  hearers  not  to  expect  too  much 
from  the  ophthalmometer.  It  is  a  great  saver  of  time  in 
sight-testing,  but  its  only  function  is  to  detect  corneal 
astigmatism,  which  it  does  with  a  certainty  approached  by 
no  other  method. 

The  Retinoscope. — The  President  next  gave  a  lecturette 
on  the  use  of  the  retinoscope.  It  does  not  require  perfect 
vision  on  the  part  of  the  operator  to  be  able  to  use  the 
retinoscope,  and  the  instrument  is  easily  learnt.  The  trial- 
case  should  always  be  used  to  check  the  findings  of  the 
retinoscope.  Mr.  Cornish  incidentally  noted  that  the 
retinoscope  does  not  necessitate  the  use  of  mydriatics.  In 
his  opinion  corrections  made  under  mydriatics  are  not  trust- 
worthy ;  the  customer  is  often  very  uncomfortable  if  com- 
pelled to  wear  glasses  ordered  from  tests  made  after  the  use 
of  atropine.  Mr.  Cornish  then  illustrated  the  method  of 
using  the  retinoscope,  conducting  his  tests  on  one  of  the 
audience.  The  great  advantage  of  the  retinoscope  is  that 
the  nature  of  the  error  in  the  refraction  of  the  eye  can  be 
found  independently  of  the  customer.  Mention  was  made 
of  the  value  of  the  instrument  in  at  once  detecting  opacities 
of  the  lens — incipient  cataract.  Such  cases  should  never  be 
treated  by  opticians.  Glasses  can  never  give  satisfaction. 
The  customers  should  be  recommended  to  an  oculist. 

Spectacle- jobbing. — The  last  part  of  the  programme  was 
a  demonstration  of  the  mechanical  side  of  spectacle-repair- 
ing, by  Mr.  F.  W.  E.  Ayling.  The  hour  was  getting  late, 
but  in  spite  of  this  Mr.  Ayling  managed  to  convey  a  good 
idea  of  the  methods  of  centering,  edge-grinding,  and  adapt- 
ing of  lenses  to  frames,  and  of  repairing  the  metal  part  of 
spectacles.  Mr.  Ayling  is  an  adept  at  this  branch  of  the 
business,  and  has  promised  to  give  another  demonstration  at 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Society. 

Votes  of  thanks  to  the  lecturers  for  their  demonstrations, 
and  to  Messrs.  Raphael,  Wheway  &  Co.,  Messrs.  Botwright 
&  Grey,  and  Messrs.  Franklin  for  the  loan  of  instruments, 
ended  the  meeting.

new  scholarships  and  prizes  in  his  name,  to  be  held  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions  and  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  are  contained  and  specified  in  the  memorandum  here 
quoted.  In  the  event  of  the  University  of  Wales  not  accept- 
ing the  legacy  within  six  months,  the  same  is  to  be  paid  to  the 
trustees  of  the  University  College  of  North  Wales  at  Bangor 
upon  the  same  conditions.  He  also  bequeathed  10,000/.  to  the 
trustees  of  the  University  College  of  North  Wales  at  Bangor 
upon  the  same  conditions,  and  2,000?.  to  the  University  College 
of  North  Wales  at  Bangor  for  the  building  fund.  The 
memorandum  referred  to  is  as  follows  : 

"  March  12,  1905. 

"  To  the  Executors  of  my  Will. 
"Dear  Friends,— I  desire  to  append  a  few  observations 
expressing  my  views  and  opinions  with  respect  to  bequests 
I  have  made  to  the  University  of  Wales  and  the  University 
College  of  North  Wales,  Bangor.  My  chief  object  is,  and  has 
been  for  several  years,  to  assist  others  in  the  work  of  educa- 
tion  and  mutual  development  of  the  youth  of  Wales.  I  believe 
there  is  a  large  fund  of  ability  in  the  Welsh  race  which  lies 
hidden  under  the  surface  and  waiting  only  for  opportunity 
to  show  itself.    Much  has  already  been  done  in  this  direc- 
tion and  much  remains  to  be  accomplished.    For  many 
years  I  have  cherished  a  desire  to  take  a  share  in  this 
beneficent  work.    And  now  by  means  of  my  will  I  have  put 
in  practical  form  with  others  the  efforts  to  secure  and  com- 
plete this  truly  national  and  patriotic  policy.   I  fully  concur 
with  the  terms  of  the  bequests  made  by  the  late  Dr.  Isaac 
Roberts  in  his  will  recently  disclosed  so  far  as  regards  the 
extension  of  education  in  every  branch  of  knowledge_  to 
stimulate  and  encourage  mutual  development  and  bring 
forth  the  latent  or  dormant  ability  of  the  youth  of  Wales. 
But  I  feel  it  to  be  my  solemn  duty  to  attach  two  conditions 
of  a  theological  nature  which  shail  be  absolutely  obligatory 
■  on  every  winner  of  a  prize  in  any  competition  under  this 
disposition,  as  the  foundation  of  the  whole  scheme — viz.  : 
(1)  The  belief  in  the  existence  of  a  Supreme  Being,  the 
Almighty  and  All-wise  and  All-merciful  God,  Creator  of 
heaven  and  earth  and  all  things  therein,  Supreme  Ruler  and 
Governor  of  the  Universe.    (2)  The  acceptance  and  belief 
in  the  tenets  and  principles  of  the  Protestant  Church. 
(3)  Every  winner  of  a  prize  or  scholarship  in  any  competi- 
•  tion  hereby  provided  shall  be  a  boy  or  young  man  of  Welsh 
birth,  born  of  a  Welsh  father  or  Welsh  _  mother,  or  both 
Welsh.    (4)  My  name  to  be  associated  with  each  of  these 
prizes  or  scholarships.    (5)  If  the  result  of  any  examination 
does  not  satisfy  or  meet  the  requirements  of  the  examiners 
and  the  College  or  University  Authorities,  the  prize  shall  be 
withheld  and  offered  on  a  subsequent  occasion.    (6)  Candi- 
dates for  examination  by  the  Bangor  College  under  this 
scheme  shall  all  be  males  of  Welsh  birth  as  aforesaid  and 
drawn  from  any   secondary,  intermediate,    or  technical 
school  under  the.  full  control  of  the  County  Councils  of  the 
six  counties  of  North  Wales,    The  length  of  time  which  a 
boy  shall  expend  in  study  at  any  of  these  schools  I  leave  to 
the  discretion  and  judgment  of  the  College  authorities. 
(7)  Pupils  entering  on  higher  education  and  University 
examination  shall  all  be  males  of  Welsh  birth  as  aforesaid, 
and  drawn  from  any  part  of  the  twelve  counties  of  Wales, 
and  include  the  county  of  Monmouth,  which  for  all  purposes 
of  education  I  consider  to  be  a  Welsh  county." 
Mr.  Williams  also  left  the  ultimate  residue  of  his  estate, 
subject  to  certain  legacies,  including  500/.  to  the  Benevolent 
Fund  connected  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain,  as  to  one  half  to  the  University  of  W'ales  and  as  to 
one  half  to  the  University  College  of  North  Wales  at  Bangor 
upon  like  conditions.    He  also  bequeathed  1,000/.  to  Hugh 
Lloyd  Roberts;  400/.  to  Robeit  Jones.  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Pro- 
bate Registry  at  St.  Asaph,  and  his  wife  Mary  in  trust  for  their 
two  children  on  attaining  the  age  of  twenty-one;  100/.  to  his 
goddaughter  Constance  Lucy  Paton  ;  20/.  to  George  Richard 
Lawrence,  chemist,  Rhyl ;  and  50/.  to  John  Henry  Cooke,  this 
sum  being  in  addition  to  that  bequeathed  to  him  as  an 
executor  of  the  will.

The  Reduced  Number  of  Candidates 

for  the  Minor  examina- 
tion is  not  a  good  sign,  but  it  is  at  least  a  consolation.  It 
is  generally  agreed  that  the  trade  has  been  going  from  bad 
to  worse  during  the  past  twenty  years,  and  if  that  be  the 
case,  the  fewer  who  come  into  it  the  better  for  themselves 
and  for  those  who  are  there.  A  scantier  meal  and  more  to 
share  it  are  certainly  not  desirable  conditions.  From  the 
statistics  given  last  week  it  appears  certain  that  considerably 
fewer  young  men  are  turning  their  attention  to  pharmacy 
than  was  the  case  even  no  longer  than  half  a  dozen  years 
ago.  Whether  the  poverty  of  the  land  has  been  reported 
to  them,  or  whether  they  have  discovered  the  easier  way 
of  entrance  via  Somerset  House,  it  is  not  possible  to  say ; 
but  it  is  clear  that  they  are  not  passing  through  the  legal 
wicket-gate  in  anything  like  the  old  proportion.  What, 
then,  of  the  future?  Some  say  the  slackness  merely  means 
that  the  public  are  being  served  pharmaceutically  more  by 
unqualified  than  by  qualified  men,  and  probably  this  is  the 
present  tendency.  The  Wheeldon  judgment  sent  up  the 
market-price  of  the  qualification  suddenly ;  but  conscience- 
less companies  and  multi-branch  chemists,  too,  have  come  to 
realise  that  the  majestic  law  does  not  hit  them,  and  they 
are  wise  enough,  financially,  to  buy  the  cheaper  kind  of 
service.  But  if  all  this  be  true,  it  is  but  another  way  of 
proving  the  value  of  the  qualification.  The  commercial 
chemist  only  chooses  the  unqualified  assistant  because  he  is 
cheaper.    And  on

the  qualification  is  bound  to  appreciate 
in  value  for  both  assistants  and  owners,  even  in  its  market- 
price — though,  after  all,  that  is  not  the  only  way  of  esti- 
mating it;  for  we  all  believe  that  the  labour  expended  in 
acquiring  skill  and  knowledge  is  represented  by  some  sort 
of  an  asset  beyond  the  merely  legal  one.  And  it  is  a  fact 
that  the  register  is  shrinking  in  proportion  to  the  popula- 
tion. Going  back  for  thirty  years  and  comparing  the  number 
of  registered  chemists  with  the  estimated  population  of 
Great  Britain  on  January  1  of  the  years  1875,  1885,  1895, 
and  1905,  I  find  the  proportions,  in  the  order  of  the  years 
named,  were  1  to  2,030,  1  to  2,305,  1  to  2,322,  and  1  to  2,446. 
Moreover,  the  rise  of  the  ratio  is  actually  greater  than  it 
appears,  for  on  the  more  recent  registers  there  are  the 
names  of  a  steadily  increasing  number  of  qualified  chemists 
engaged  in  business  in  parts  of  the  British  Empire  beyond 
the  seas.  These  now  number  a  good  many  hundreds,  so 
that  they  would  affect  the  proportion  appreciably.  The 
figures,  therefore,  if  they  have  been  read  aright,  point  to 
improved  prospects  for  pharmacists,  and  as  these  are  realised 
the  tide  of  popular  favour  will  flow  again  towards  our  little 
territory. 

The  Founder  of  the  P.A.T.A. 

deprecates  publicity  in  regard 
to  the  work  of  his  Association.  How  he  must  have  suffered 
in  the  past !  To  be  strictly  jus£  to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  let  me 
admit  that  I  have  not  quoted  from  his  letter  textually,  but 
I  think  my  gloss  is  a  fair  one.  If  you  meet  with  cases  of 
cutting,  writes  the  P.A.T.A.  Secretary,  do  not  rush  straight 
into  print  with  your  discovery  :  write  to  me  about  it. 
"Publicity  is  admirable  in  regard  to  most  questions,  but 
cutting  is  an  exception,  because  public  discussion  is  certain 
to  produce  needless  uneasiness  in  the  minds  of  loyal  price- 
maintainers."  It  is  hardly  possible  to  disagree  with  this 
homily,  and  I  wish  to  emphasise  it.    In  an  organisation  like 


the  P.A.T.A.  difficulties  which  require  delicate  handling 
must  continually  occur,  and  in  a  cold,  calculating  world 
like  Saturn,  say,  critics  would  assuredly  give  their  dele- 
gates a  chance  of  explanation  before  gibbeting  them.  But 
on  earth  cutting  is  a  topic  which  excites  keen  interest  among 
those  whom  it  affects,  the  C.S.S.A.  is  a  formidable  com- 
petitor which  has  to  be  watched  closely,  and  "  the  G.  <t-  D. 
and  its  correspondents  "  are  very  much  alive.  The  P.A.T.A. 
must  reckon  on  criticism  of  this  kind  as  well  as  on  tho 
sweetened  variety  to  which  it  is  more  accustomed,  and  must 
live  through  it  as  best  it  can.  The  "uneasiness  in  the 
minds  of  loyal  price-maintainers  "  will  be  accentuated,  if 
indeed  it  has  not  been  created,  by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  "  coiv 
eluding  his  share  in  this  correspondence  "  without  satisfying 
our  reasonable  desire  to  know  whether  the  great  retail  stores 
are  under  control  or  not. 

The  Academy  of  Sciences  of  Paris, 

which  the  French  corre- 
spondent of  the  C.  Jb  D.  informs  us  has  just  completed  a 
hundred  years  of  peaceful  residence  at  the  Palais  Mazarin, 
is  a  particularly  interesting  body,  and  I  believe  it  is  not 
universally  known  to  visitors  to  Paris  that  its  weekly 
meetings  are  open  to  the  public,  and  are  worth  attending, 
especially  if  with  a  companion  who  can  designate  the  famous 
men  who  may  be  assembled.  The  sessions  are  held  in  the 
afternoon,  but  I  forget  on  which  day  of  the  week.  Very 
rarely  indeed  need  the  nervous  visitor  fear  a  crowd.  The 
Academy  of  Sciences  is  one  of  the  five  sections  into  which  the 
Institute  of  France  is  divided.  The  others  are  the  Academie 
Francaise,  the  abode  of  the  forty  literary  "  Immortals,"  and 
the  Academies  of  Inscriptions  and  Belles  Lettres,  of  the 
Fine  Arts,  and  of  Moral  and  Political  Sciences.  All  except 
the  Academic  Franchise  and  the  Academy  of  Fine  Arts  hold 
their  sessions  in  public.  The  Academy  of  Sciences  com- 
prises eleven  sections — namely,  Geometry,  Mechanics, 
Astronomy,  Geography  and  Navigation,  Physics,  Chem- 
istry, Mineralogy,  Botany,  Rural  Economy,  Anatomy  and 
Zoology,  and  Medicine  and  Surgery.  There  are  only  six 
members  of  each  section,  elected  as  vacancies  occur,  and 
the  Academy  consists  of  these  sixty-six  learned  persons,  to- 
gether with  two  perpetual  secretaries,  ten  honorary 
members,  eight  foreign  associates,  and  100  corresponding 
members.  The  French  Treasury  pays  l,200f.  a  year  to  each 
elected  member,  and  allows  a  fixed  amount  per  meeting. 
This  is  shared  among  those  who  actually  attend,  and  this 
varies  from  5f.  to  15f.  This  Academy  was  organised  by 
Colbert  in  1666,  about  six  years  after  the  Royal  Society  had 
been  formed  in  London. 

Who  first  said  •'Photography"? 

is  a  query  which  has  con- 
cerned Dr.  Murray  and  his  philological  friends  at  Oxford. 
Reluctant  to  remain  in  darkness  about  a  term  so  directly 
extracted  from  light,  the  learned  editor  of  the  "  Historical 
English  Dictionary  "  appeals  for  assistance  in  his  research 
to  the  readers  of  "  Notes  and  Queries."  So  far  as  can  be  at 
present  traced,  the  earliest  use  of  the  term  "  photography" 
occurs  in  a  paper  read  by  Sir  John  Herschel  before  the  Royal 
Society  on  March  14.  1839.  The  communication  is  reported 
in  the  "  Proceedings  "  under  the  title  "  Note  on  the  Art  of 
Photography ;  or,  the  Application  of  the  Chemical  Rays  of 
Light  to  the  Purpose  of  Pictorial  Representation."  This 
paper  was  never  published  in  full  in  the  "  Transactions," 
and  was,  in  fact,  subsequently  withdrawn.  Diligent  search 
for  the  original  manuscript  has  been  made  in  vain.  From 
the  report  in  the  "  Proceedings,"  Herschel  appears  to  have 
used  the  words  "photography,"  "photograph."  and 
"  photographic  "  as  if  they  were  quite  familiar,  and  there  is 
no  indication  that  he  was  introducing  them,  though  in  the 
same  paper  he  employs  the  terms  "  negative  "  and  "posi- 
tive," and  explains  why  he  adopts  them.  On  the  other 
hand,  there  was  a  paper  read  also  before  the  Royal  Society 
only  six  weeks  earlier — on  January  31,  1839 — by  Fox  Talbot 
on  the  same  subject,  and  in  that  no  word  like  "photo- 
graphy" appears,  the  art  being  uniformly  described  as 
"photogenic  drawing."  Very  soon  after  the  date  of 
HerschePs  paper  "photography"  becomes  common  enough 
in  literature,  but  the  dictionary  people  will  not  be  contented 
until  they  can  credit  the  happily  constructed  word  to  its  true-  . 
inventor.  '  !

State-protected  Pharmacy. 

There  is  no  rose  without  its  thorn.  Bulgarian  pharmacists, 
as  we  recently  showed  (see  G .  <£•  D.,  October  14,  p.  627),  now 
enjoy  a  high  degree  of  protection  from  the  State,  and  as  this 
is  the  sort  of  thing  that  a  few  English  enthusiasts  cry  for,-

we  give  some  further  conditions  which  are  imposed  upon  our 

Bulgarian  confreres  : 

The  distance  of  a  now  pharmacy  from  the  next  must  be 
500  metres  in  the  capital  and  250  metres  in  other  towns. 

I      He  who  closes  a  pharmacy  without  the  consent  of  the 
Upper  Board  of  Health  loses  all  claim  to  a  concession. 

No  other  trade  must  be  carried  on  in  pharmacies  except 
the  sale  of  medicines,  surgical  dressings,  cosmetics,  ortho- 
paedic instruments,  medicinal  perfumery  and  soaps,  appara- 
tus used  in  medicine,  surgery,  physics,  chemistry  and  photo- 
graphy, and  industrial  and  technical  chemicals,  or  disin- 
fectants. 

The  sale  of  specialities  and  patent  remedies  which  have 
not  had  the  sanction  of  the  Upper  Eoard  of  Health  is  for- 
bidden. 

Medical  men  are  forbidden  to  dispense  medicines  or  to 
sell  them  unless  there  are  no  private  or  hospital  pharmacies 
or  ambulance  pharmacies  within  a  distance  of  10  km.  from 
their  dwelling. 

Pharmacists  are  forbidden  to  prescribe  medicines  or  to 
treat  patients  except  in  very  urgent  cases,  where  speedy 
assistance  is  required  and  no  doctor  is  near. 

The  advertising  of  remedies  is  absolutely  forbidden. 

Drug-stores  (i.e.,  wholesale  stores  for  remedies,  active 
and  poisonous  stuffs,  chemicals  and  apparatus  which  are 
used  in  medicine,  science,  and  trade)  can  only  be  opened 
by  permission  of  the  Upper  Board  of  Health.  This  right 
can  be  obtained  by  (a)  pharmacists  of  Bulgarian  nationality 
who  have  obtained  the  right  to  carry  on  their  profession,  or 
(b)  Bulgarian  subjects  over  twenty-three  years  of  age  re- 
commended by  the  community,  who  must,  however,  entrust 
the  management  to  a  pharmacist. 

The  owner  of  a  drug-store  cannot  own  a  pharmacy,  and 
vice  versa ;  nor  may  one  person  own  two  drug-stores. 

Drug-stores  are  forbidden  to  dispense  prescriptions,  or  to 
carry  out  pharmacists'  work,  such  as  the  preparation  of 
remedies,  syrups,  tinctures,  ointments,  powders,  pills,  cap- 
-  sides,  suppositories,  etc. 

A  drug-store  must  be  at  least  200  metres  distant  from  a 
pharmacy. 

Medicines  and  poisons  can  be  imported  by  pharmacists 
only,  but  the  Government  and  district  authorities  are  per- 
mitted to  import  them. 

It  may  be  delightful  to  feel  the  Government  looking  after 
one  at  every  turn,  and  to  be  assured  of  freedom  from  com- 
petition, but  better  freedom  of  action  for  one's  enterprise 
than  the  constant  iteration  of  "you  must  not  do  this"  and 
"you  must  not  do  that"  which  attends  these  State-pro- 
tected schemes. 


Needless  Excess. 

In  commenting  upon  the  Board  of  Trade  returns  for 
February,  we  remarked  that  the  improved  "  volume  of  busi- 
ness is  bound  to  have  an  influence  for  the  better  upon  in- 
ternal economic  conditions,  which,  it  may  be  noted,  are  not 
in  the  present  depressed  state  solely  on  account  of  industrial 
competition  with  other  countries,  but  largely  owing  to  the 
extremely  high  taxation  to  which  we  are  subjected."  We 
are  reminded  of  this  by  the  publication  in  the  "  Nineteenth 
Century"  of  an  article  by  Lord  Avebury,  entitled  "The 
Excessive  National  Expenditure,"  and  the  deputation  from 
the  unemployed  which  was  received  by  the  Prime  Minister 
this  week.  There  is  a  political  aspect  about  both  which 
does  not  concern  us,  but  it  is  undoubtedly  germane  to  the 
trading  interests  of  wholesale  and  retail  chemists  and  manu- 
facturers to  realise  that  the  internal  conditions  of  the 
country  are  diverting  many  millions  a  year  from  normal 
channels  while  less  employment  is  afforded  to  the  people. 
Lord  Avebury  chastens  the  enthusiasm  of  those  who  rely 
upon  big  export-trade  returns  as  an  indication  that  every- 
body will  get  employment  by-and-by,  for  he  traces  by 
statistics  the  distress  of  the  country  to  the  enormous  in- 
crease in  expenditure,  both  national  and  municipal,  which 
has  been  going  on  for  some  years.  In  ten  years  our  com- 
merce has  increased  more  rapidly  than  the  population,  Lord 
Avebury  points  out,  the  exports  and  imports  having  risen 
from  702  million  pounds  in  1895  to  922  millions  in  1904, 
the  figures  per  capita  being  17/.  lis.  Id.  in  1895  and 


21/.  10.5.  11</.  in  1904.  Nevertheless,  pauperism  has  in- 
creased :  the  number  in  1895  was  1,014,691,  but  it 
decreased  to  990,815  in  1901,  and  has  since  risen  until  it  is 
estimated  to  be  1,127,570  this  winter.  Why  ?  Because,  says 
Lord  Avebury,  in  forty  years  our  municipal  expenditure  has 
increased  from  36,000,000/.  to  144,000,000/.,  and  in  ten  years 
the  national  expenditure  has  gone  up  by  80,000,000/.,  being 
now  in  reality  179,953,000/,  naval  and  military  expenditure 
having  in  that  time  increased  from  36,600,000/.  to 
86,600,000/.  Lord  Avebury  elaborates  the  last  point,  but 
the  gist  of  his  argument  is  in  the  following  paragraphs  : 

The  enormous  increase  in  expenditure  of  recent  years 
affects  all  classes,  the  poor  perhaps  even  more  than  the  rich. 
It  has  been  a  surprise  to  many  that  while  our  foreign  com- 
merce is  so  flourishing,  and  has  risen  more  in  proportion 
than  our  population,  still  pauperism  is  increasing,  and  em- 
ployment apparently  diminishing. 

The  main  reason,  however,  is  obvious  enough.  If 
130,000,000/.  in  rates  and  taxes  is  taken  from  the  pockets  of 
the  public  more  than  was  deemed  necessary  ten  years  ago 
the  public  have  130,000,000/.  less  to  spend.  Legislation  may 
transfer  the  spending  power  from  the  individual  to  the 
State,  or  the  Local  Authority,'  but  it  is  an  incontrovertible 
truth,  elementary  indeed,  but  too  often  forgotten,  that  for 
every  pound  more  spent  by  public  authorities  a  pound  less 
must  be  spent  by  private  individuals.  Can  wo  wonder,  then, 
that  pauperism  is  increasing  and  employment  diminishing  ? 

The  fact  that  during  the  ten  months  of  this  year  our 
export  and  import  trade  shows  increases  of  fully  45j  million 
pounds  more  than  in  1903,  and  36  millions  over  1904,  suggests 
such  a  train  of  thought  as  Lord  Avebury's,  and  although 
internal  trade  is  decidedly  improving  there  can  be  little 
doubt  that  there  is  a  drag  somewhere  upon  our  prosperity. 
Turning  to  the  purely  commercial  aspects  of  the  October 
trade  returns,  we  observe  that  the  imports  were  valued  at 
48,676,418/.,  and  the  exports  at  29,367,556/.,  a  decrease  in 
the  former  of  841,407/.,  and  an  increase  of  3,923,869/.  in 
exports  over  October  1904.  The  imports  of  chemicals, 
drugs,  dyes,  and  colours  were  valued  at  806,725/.,  a  rise  of 
81,989/.  over  last  October,  and  the  exports  were  1,273,397/., 
or  194,597/.  more.  For  the  ten  months  the  figures  are 
8,025,668/.  of  imports  and  12,140,459/.  of  exports,  being 
increases  of  292,588/.  and  762,664/.  respectively.  The  most 
notable  increases  are  in  cream  of  tartar,  55,555  cwt.,  as  com- 
pared with  49,725  cwt.  in  January-October  1904,  and 
glycerin  70,142  cwt.  and  60,339  cwt.  Soda  compounds,  too, 
have  gone  up  by  45,000  cwt.  to  299,379  cwt.,  and  sulphuric 
acid  from  30,890  cwt.  to  82,958  cwt.,  but  the  value  of  the 
latter  has  only  increased  from  5,691/.  to  6,330/.  The  de- 
crease in  quinine  imports  continues,  but  unenumerated 
chemicals  have  increased  in  value  from  804,289/.  to  960,566/., 
this  including  medicines  not  enumerated.  Among  exports 
of  chemicals  the  most  notable  figure  is  that  for  copper  sul- 
phate, which  shows  54,349  tons  exported,  compared  with 
66,985  tons  in  January-October  1904,  representing  a  differ- 
ence of  about  300,000/.  In  most  departments  there  are 
increases,  unenumerated  medicines  figuring  at  1,171,249/. 
for  the  ten  months  (1,093,031/.  for  1904),  but  quinine  exports 
have  fallen  from  735,213  oz.  (43,833/.)  to  699,489  oz. 
(39,140/.).  Altogether  the  chemical  figures  show  a  healthy 
condition,  and  every  manufacturing  industry  in  the  country 
(except  wood)  has  done  more  export  trade  this  year,  yarns 
and  textiles  alone  showing  10,000,000/.  more  than  1904,  and 
nearly  18,000,000/.  more  than  in  1903.  The  country  ought 
to  be  in  a  more  prosperous  condition,  and,  whether  Lord 
Avebury  is  right  or  wrong,  we  ought  to  know  where  the 
leak  is  and  have  it  stopped. 


What  is  Whisky  ? 

Mr.  Fordham,  the  North  London  Magistrate,  must  be 
getting  tired  of  questions  like  this;   He  decided  some  time 
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ago  what  brandy  is  and  is  not,  and  now  the  Islington 
Borough  Council  are  asking  him  to  tell,  with  the  aid  of 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  whether  or  not  patent- 
still  spirit  can  be  legally  sold  as  Scotch  or  Irish  whisky. 
Dr.  Frank  Teed  is  the  public  analyst  upon  whose  report 
the  prosecutions  have  been  taken ;  and  so  far  the  most 
important  element  in  the  defence  is  that  Mr.  Fletcher 
Moulton,  K.C.,  is  leading  counsel  on  that  side.  So  far  there 
is  nothing  pharmaceutical  in  it,  except  that  if  Dr.  Teed  has 
his  way  the  result  may  be  a  slump  in  pick-me-ups  and 
bloaters,  which  are  eminently  the  antidotes  for  that  "  awfie 
thing,  whusky — especially  bad  whusky." 

Dispensing  for  Doctors. 

English  judges  have  occasionally  a  very  disappointing  way 
with  them.  In  the  case  of  Adams  v.  Butterworth,  decided 
by  Mr.  Justice  Wills  and  Mr.  Justice  Darling,  we  have 
the  question  raised  as  to  whether  a  medical  man  has  the 
right  to  charge  his  patients  more  for  medicine  than  the 
doctor  is  charged  by  the  chemist.  The  County  Court 
Judge  said,  in  effect,  "  No,"  and  on  the  doctor  appealing  to 
the  High  Court  the  Judges  mentioned  dismissed  the  appeal, 
because  the  respondent  had  paid  into  the  County  Court  as 
much  as  covered  the  medicine  actually  ordered  by  the  doctor 
for  the  patient,  and  the  difference  which  he  refused  to 
pay  was  an  excess  of  medicine  supplied  by  the  chemist 
without  specific  order  from  the  doctor.  The  figures  do  not 
bear  this  out,  e.g.  :

This  is  perhaps  legal  arithmetic,  but  it  is  also  of  the  kind 
which  carries  people  into  the  Bankruptcy  Division  of  the 
High  Court,  and  it  is  no  consolation  for  the  doctor  to  learn 
from  the  judges  that  in  the  case  "no  question  of  custom 
and  no  principle  were  involved ;  the  question  depended 
entirely  on  the  particular  facts.  The  practice  of  medical 
men  selling  medicine  to  their  patients  is  well  known."  Pre- 
sumedly they  may  charge  a  price  for  them,  and  here  we 
have  the  law  stepping  in  and  deciding  that  51.  16s.  8d.  was 
enough  to  pay  for  the  81.  17s.  2d.  worth  the  doctor  supplied. 

Progress  in  German  East  Africa. 

The  Biologisch-Landwirtschaftliches  Instituts  at  Amani 
in  German  East  Africa,  in  addition  to  the  extremely  prac- 
tical work  it  does  in  the  way  of  acclimatisation  experiments, 
affords  much  useful  information  to  planters  through  its 
publications,  of  which  it  issues  three  series — a  "  Berichte," 
which  contains  exhaustive  scientific  papers  on  forestry, 
geological,  and  agricultural  subjects;  "  Der  Pflanzer," 
which  contains  short  articles  on  subjects  of  special  interest 
to  planters  in  the  German  Colony;  and  "leaflets,"  each 
dealing  exhaustively  with  the  cultivation  of  one  special  pro- 
duct. Four  numbers  of  "Der  Pflanzer"  have  so  far  been 
issued.  The  second  number  contains  an  interesting  article 
about  "Researches  on  Poisons."  Apparently  the  institute 
is  troubled,  like  many  other  scientific  institutions,  by  in- 
dividuals who  forward  small  samples  of  vegetable  products 
for  "  analysis  to  see  if  they  are  poisonous."  "  Der  Pflanzer  " 
points  out  that  there  is  no  specific  chemical  reaction 
characteristic  of  all  poisons,  and  that  the  best  method  of 
settling  such  questions  is  to  get  a  doctor  to  try  them  on 
small  animals,  and  that  it  is  only  when  the  toxicity  has  been 
established  that  the  material  becomes  interesting  as  a  sub- 
ject for  research  by  the  chemist.  No.  3  of  the  same  publica- 
tion contains  two  notes  of  pharmaceutical  interest — one  on 
vetivert  oil  obtained  from  Andropogon  mvriaticus,  and  the 


other  on  lemongrass  oil.  The  sample  of  vetivert  oil  was 
examined  by  Schimmel,  and  found  to  be  of  the  same  quality 
as  Reunion  oil,  and  quite  suitable  for  perfumery.  An  ex- 
port of  either  the  dried  root  or  oil  is  promised  in  the  near 
future.  The  lemongrass  oil  was  less  satisfactory;  it  con- 
tained only  60  per  cent,  of  citral.  This  deficiency  in  citra) 
is  regarded  as  due  to  the  grass  having  been  badly  distilled 
owing  to  the  lack  of  suitable  apparatus.  The  fourth  number 
of  "Der  Pflanzer"  contains  the  interesting  announcement 
that  the  German  and  Dutch  Governments  have  arranged  for 
Mr.  van  Leersum,  the  director  of  the  Java  cinchona-planta- 
tions, to  visit  German  East  Africa.  During  his  stay  in  the 
Colony  he  will  inspect  the  Amani  Institute  and  Gardens 
on  behalf  of  the  Dutch  Government,  and  he  will  repay  the 
courtesy  of  the  German  Government  by  writing  a  report  on 
the  cinchona-plantations  in  German  East  Africa.  The  same 
number  contains  a  short  but  interesting  article  on  the  cul- 
tivation of  ipecacuanha,  setting  forth  the  nature  of  the  soil 
and  climate  required  by  it,  the  yield,  the  varieties  occurring 
in  commerce,  the  commercial  value  of  the  drug,  and  the 
prospects  of  trade  in  it.  All  four  numbers  of  "Der 
Pflanzer  "  contain,  in  addition  to  these  articles  on  more  or 
less  pharmaceutical  topics,  interesting  and  practical  articles 
on  the  cultivation  of  cotton,  rubber,  and  fibre  plants.  A 
large  number  of  "leaflets"  have  been  issued  by  the  insti- 
tute, but  only  one,  so  far,  has  been  of  pharmaceutical  in- 
terest— viz.,  No.  24,  which  deals  with  the  cultivation  of 
coca-leaves ;  the  others  relate  principally  to  the  cultivation 
of  tanning-materials,  rubbers,  and  fibrous  plants. 

Peccavimus. 

[In  our  issue  of  October  28  (p.  675)  the  remarks  of  the 
Bishop  of  Manchester  respecting  limited  liability  companies 
were  inadvertently  made  to  apply  to  "  the  sale  and  distribu- 
tion of  poisons  "  as  well  as  to  shipping.  See  p.  745  of  this 
issue.] 

We  are  sitting  in  sackcloth  and  ashes, 

And  looking  uncommonly  glum, 
And  humbleness  fitfully  flashes 
Around  us,  and  renders  us  dumb, 
For  the  Bishop  did  not. 
As  we  foolishly  thought, 
To  Pharmacy  meekly  succumb.

The  President  proudly  exulting, 

Reported  what  Bishop  had  said, 
Nor  dreamt  of  the  panic  resulting, 
In  case  it  was  not  as  he  read ; 
For  the  C.  &  D.  ne'er 
Could  be  wrong,  that  he'd  swear, 
And  the  Bishop  but  followed ; — he  led. 

But  it  shows  how  one  may  be  mistaken, 

Or  unversed  in  ecclesiasts'  ways, 
And  how  sadly  we're  risking  our  bacon, 
In  giving  to  Bloomsbury  praise. 
The  doings  of  Jesse, 
So  sordid  and  "  messy," 
Are  unfit  for  a  Bishop  to  raise. 


Vaseline  in  Germany. — The  "  Pharmaceutische  Zeitung  " 
reports  that  a  decision  was  given  on  October  18  by  the  Com- 
plaint Department  of  the  Imperial  Patent  Office  (Director 
Rhenius  presiding)  in  regard  to  the  trade-mark  used  by  the 
firm  Georg  Planning,  Hamburg,  for  petroleum  jelly.  The 
firm  applied  in  1901  for  the  registration  of  a  mark  represent- 
ing a  flag  in  which  the  word  "  Vaseline "  occurred.  The 
Chesebrough  Manufacturing  Co.  opposed  this  application,  and 
at  the  same  time  applied  for  the  registration  of  the  word- 
mark  "  Vaseline  "  for  themselves.  The  Court  decided  that 
"  Vaseline  "  is  a  free  mark.  The  case  is  unique  of  its  kind  in 
the  annals  of  the  Imperial  Patent  Office.  The  most  interest- 
ing point  in  the  whole  matter,  says  our  contemporary,  wa& 
that  the  Patent  Office,  on  June  3,  1897,  stated,  in  dealing  with 
the  matter  of  the  word-mark  "  Planning's  Vaselina  Ameri- 
cana," that  "  Vaseline  "  was  a  general  customary  free  desig- 
nation of  a  salve-like  product  obtained  from  petroleum  resi- 
due. It  is  therefore  a  peculiar  fact  that  the  same  authorities 
had  twice  to  declare  the  free  right  of  use  of  one  and  the  same 
name.

High  Court  Cases. 

Hatmaker  v.  Imperial  Dry  Milk  Co.,  Limited, 
and  Others. 

We  have  received  the  following  letter  from  the  solicitor  to 
the  defendants  in  the  above  action  : 

Sir,— I  have  been  consulted  by  the  defendant  company 
in  this  action,  and  its  directors,  and  also  by  Messrs.  Joseph 
Nathan  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  its  directors,  with  reference  to  a 
report  appearing  in  your  issue  of  November  4  of  an  appeal 
to  the  Court  of  Appeal  from  the  judgment  of  Mr.  Justice 
Kekewich  granting  an  interim  injunction,  under  the  circum- 
tances  hereinafter  referred  to.    Having  acted  for  all  the 
defendants,  both  in  the  court  below  and  the  Court  of  Appeal, 
I  am  in  a  position  to  say  that  your  report  is  grossly  inaccurate 
in  several  respects.    In  the  first  place,  I  would  point  out 
that  the  action  was  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  defend- 
ants from  carrying  into  effect  a  contract  for  the  purchase 
by  the  defendant  company  from  Messrs.  Joseph  Nathan  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  of  a  business  and  factory  in  New  Zealand  at  a 
price  of  17,000?.  odd,  the  plaintiff  alleging  that  the  price 
agreed  upon  was  so  greatly  in  excess  of  the  real  value  of  the 
property  as  to  make  the  contract  improper  and  improvident, 
and  that  such  contract  was  framed  in  the  interest  of  Messrs. 
Joseph  Nathan  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  not  in  the  interests  of  the 
Imperial  Dry  Milk  Co.,  Ltd.,  the  purchasers.    It  is  to  be 
observed  that  though  in  your  report  Messrs.  Joseph  Nathan 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  are  referred  to  as  Messrs.  J.  Layton  &  Co.,  it 
is  nevertheless  clear  that  the  former  is  the  company  to  which 
the  report  referred  ;  but  this  in  no  way  mitigates  the  gravity 
of  the  mis-statements  so  far  as  they  affect  the  directors  of  the 
defendant  company.    An  injunction  until  the  trial  of  the 
action  having  been  granted  by  Mr.  Justice  Kekewich  on 
August  9  last,  the  defendants  appealed  to  the  Court  of 
Appeal,  who  allowed  the  appeal  and  dissolved  the  injunction 
on  the  ground  that  no  prima- facie  case  had  been  made  out 
by  the  plaintiff  as  to  the  impropriety  of  the  contract,  which 
ycu  will  see  is  the  very  opposite  to  the  ground  suggested 
in  your  report  for  the  reversal  of  the  judgment  of  the  Court 
below.    I  would  add,  moreover,  that  throughout  these  pro- 
ceedings it  has  never  been  alleged  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff, 
as  appears  from  your  report,  either  that  "  the  business  was 
not  worth  more  than  3,000/."  or  that  the  same  "  was  being 
palmed  off  on  the  company.    I  have  said  sufficient.  I  think, 
to  show  that  the  report  in  question  is  calculated  to  be  highly 
damaging  to  my  clients,  and  I  am  therefore  instructed  to 
request  you  to  insert  this  letter,  together  with  a  full  apology 
to  my  clients,  in  a  prominent  position  in  your  next  issue.

Koko  for  the  Hair. 

In  the  Chancery  Division  on  November  3,  Mr.  Justice 
Buckley,  in  the  case  of  the  Koko  (Maricopas)  Co.,  Ltd.,  v. 
Koko  for  the  Hair  (Foreign  and  Colonial),  Ltd.,  and  William 
H.  Cadman,  had  before  him  a  motion  on  behalf  of  the 
plaintiffs  that  the  defendants,  and  each  of  them,  their 
servants,  and  agents,  might  be  restrained  from  passing  off, 
etc.,  any  preparation  not  of  the  plaintiffs'  manufacture  under 
the  name  "  Koko  for  the  Hair." 

Mr.  Astbury,  K.C.,  appeared  in  support  of  the  motion, 
and  explained  that  the  defendant  Cadman  had  already  been 
restrained  by  injunction.  He  added  that  Cadman  had  no 
rights  in  regard  to  Koko  for  the  Hair.  Mr.  Lionel  Benson 
appeared  for  the  defendant  Cadman,  and  read  his  affidavit 
in  reply.  From  this  it  appeared  that  Cadman  claimed  on 
behalf  of  the  defendant  company  to  have  the  right  to  manu- 
facture Koko  for  the  Hair  in  England  for  export  to  certain 
countries  abroad. 

His  lordship,  in  giving  judgment,  said  that  on  January  14, 
1904,  Mr.  Justice  Farwell,  at  the  suit  of  the  present  plain- 
tiffs, restrained  the  present  defendant  Cadman  in  a  certain 


manner,  but  his  order  was  to  be  without  prejudice  to  any 
rights  Cadman  might  have  under  an  agreement  of  March  15, 
1888.     The  matter  for  his  (Mr.  Justice  Buckley's)  investi- 
gation was  whether  Cadman  had  any  rights  under  that 
agreement,  and  if  he  had  not  to  restrain  him  without  any 
such  qualification  as  Mr.  Justice  Farwell  had  introduced ; 
and,  secondly,  to  restrain  the  defendant  company  in  like 
manner.    The  defendant  company  was  one  which  was  really 
Cadman  again  in  another  form.    The  evidence  stood  thus  : 
On  June  1,  1901,  Cadman  mortgaged  all  his  benefit  under  the 
agreement  of  March  15,  1888,  to  a  man  named  Ward.  It 
was  asserted  by  the  defendant  that  on  May  12, 1902,  he  mort- 
gaged the  same  property  to  someone  else  (Laws)  to  secure  a 
debt  of  600?.    On  April  21,  1903,  Cadman  was  a  party  to  a 
consent  order  in  which  he  said  nothing  about  the  alleged 
mortgage  to  Laws ;  he  consented  to  an  order  under  which 
Ward  was  to  have  an  additional  security  for  a  sum  of  200/. 
and  costs,  which  were  fixed  at  185/.,  to  be  secured  by  a 
charge  on   Cadman's   interest   under  the   agreement  of 
March  15,  1888.    Inasmuch  as  Cadman  consented  to  that 
order,  it  was  difficult  to  believe  in  the  existence  of  that 
deed.    The  plaintiffs  had  served  him  with  notice  to  produce 
it,  and  he  had  not  done  so.    On  March  60,  1903,  Ward  sub- 
mortgaged  to  one  Salter,  and  on  June  16,  1904,  Ward,  the 
mortgagee,  and  Salter,  the  sub-mortgagee,  sold  under  the 
exercise  of  Ward's  powers  of  mortgage  to  the  plaintiff 
Gladstone,  the  subject  of  the  sale  being  the  benefit  of  this 
agreement  of  March  15,  1888.    The  deed  of  June  1,  1901, 
was  to  secure  a  sum  of  100/.,  which  the  defendant  said  had 
been  paid.    The  defendant  said  a  receipt  for  it  could  be 
produced  ;  he  had  had  notice  to  produce  it,  and  had  not  done 
so.    The  evidence  on  the  other  side  was  that  100/.  was  paid, 
but  it  was  another  sum  in  respect  of  another  matter.  If 
that  were  so,  the  fact  was  that  Gladstone  was  the  assignee  of 
the  agreement  of  March  15,  1888,  and  Cadman  had  no  rights 
under  it.    As  the  evidence  stood  at  present,  irrespective  of 
what  might  turn  out  at  the  trial,  it  seemed  to  him  the 
plaintiffs  had  made  out  their  case  that  Cadman  had  no  rights 
such  as  were  reserved  by  Mr.  Justice  Farwell's  order,  and 
he  therefore  restrained  Cadman  and  the  defendant  company 
as  asked  in  the  terms  of  the  notice  of  motion. 

Doctor's  Charges  for  Chemists'  Dispensing. 

In  the  Divisional  Court  of  King's  Bench  on  November  3,  the 
case  of  Adams  v.  Butterworth  came  before  Mr.  Justice  Wills 
and  Mr.  Justice  Darling  by  way  of  appeal  on  behalf  of  Dr. 
Adams  from  the  decision  of  Deputy-Judge  Fitzroy  Cowper 
at  the  Marylebone  County  Court  (C .  <£-  D.,  1905,  I.,  541 
and  781).    The  plaintiff,  Dr.  W.  C.  Adams,  Eton  Avenue, 
Hampstead,  was  requested  by  Mr.  Arthur  R.  Butterworth, 
barrister,  to  attend  his  aged  mother,  the  arrangement  for 
attendance  being  that  a  guinea  should  be  paid  for  three 
visits,  and  double  that  amount  for  night  visits.    Dr.  Adams 
sent  in  an  account  for  34/.  5-s.  6c/.  for  medical  attendance 
and  8/.  17*.  2d.  for  medicines.    He  had  an  arrangement  with 
Messrs.  Allchin  &  Co.,  chemists,  28  England  Lane,  Hamp- 
stead [referred  to  in  court  as  "chemist"],  with  whom  his 
prescriptions  in  cases  where  his  patients  did  not  desire  to 
have  them  dispensed  for  themselves  were  left,  and  they  made 
up  the  medicine  and  sent  it  to  the  patients'  houses,  rendering 
an  account  to  the  doctor.      Messrs.  Allchin  charged  the 
doctor  a  less  price  for  the  medicine  than  they  would  the 
patient,  and  the  doctor  charged  the  patient  the  price  the 
latter  would  have  had  to  pay  the  chemist.      Dr.  Adams 
alleged  that  Mr.  Butterworth  knew  that  he  was  making  a 
profit  out  of  the  medicines,  and  stated  that  if  he  had  thought 
Mr.  Butterworth  was  not  aware  of  that  fact  he  should  have 
informed  him.    Mr.  Butterworth  said  he  had  no  knowledge 
of  the  arrangement  between  Dr.  Adams  and  the  chemist,  and 
to  meet  the  two  sums  claimed  he  paid  into  court  29/.  18s. 
for  medical  attendance  and  5/.  16.3.  8d.  for  medicine.  Mr. 
Butterworth  said  that  he  never  employed  Dr.  Adams  to  sell 
medicine,  and  therefore  there  was  no  privity  of  contract ; 
but  as  Dr.  Adams  might  have  come  under  liability  to  the 
chemist  he  would  pay  the  amount  of  his  liability  to  the 
chemist,  which  was  5/.  16s.  8d.      Deputy-Judge  Fitzroy 
Cowper  came  to  the  conclusion  that  this  was  sufficient  to 
cover  the  amount  that  the  doctor  had  to  pay  the  chemist, 
and  being  of  opinion  that  the  two  sums  paid  into  court 
were  sufficient,  he  entered  judgment  for  the  defendant,  with 
costs.    Dr.  Adams  appealed  on  the  ground  that  he  was 
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entitled  to  make  the  arrangement  he  had  with  the  chemist, 
and  therefore  ought  to  have  had  judgment  entered  for  him 
for  the  full  amount. 

Mr.  Clavell  Salter,  K.C.,  and  Mr.  H.  Kisch  appeared  for 
the  appellant;  Mr.  J.  A.  Hawke  appeared  for  the 
respondent.  , 

In  the  course  of  the  arguments  Mr.  Justice  Wills  re- 
marked that  Dr.  Adams  seemed  to  have  done  what  a  great 
many  general  practitioners  do. 

Mr.  Hawke  said  the  County  Court  Judge  had  found  in 
substance  that  he  was  not  satisfied  there  was  any  contract 
with  the  plaintiff  for  medicines,  but  Mr.  Butterworth  was 
willing  to  pay  the  amount  of  Dr.  Adams's  liability  to  the 
chemist  and  had  done  so.  But  he  did  not  intend  to  allow 
him  to  make  any  profit  out  of  the  medicines.  With  refer- 
ence to  the  difference  between  the  amount  paid  into  court 
and  that  claimed,  Dr.  Adams  had  admitted  that  more  drugs 
than  he  had  ordered  had  been  supplied,  and  that  the  cost  of 
these  amounted  to  11.  Is.  2d. 

Mr.  Justice  Wills,  in  giving  judgment,  said  it  was  very 
clear  this  appeal  must  be  dismissed.  It  turned  out  that 
instead  of  being  a  dispute  about  the  whole  of  the  medicine, 
it  was  a  dispute  about  21.  10s.  6d.  As  to  11.  Is.  2d.,  there 
could  not  be  the  slightest  doubt  Dr.  Adams  had  no  right  to 
charge  ;  he  himself  said  that  the  chemist  supplied  more  than 
he  ordered.  He  was  astounded  to  find  under  these  circum- 
stances that  he  was  seeking  to  take  advantage  of  that  extra 
supply.  What  the  learned  Judge  seemed  to  have  found  was 
that  221.  18s.  paid  into  court  was  enough  for  medical  attend- 
ance, and  that  51.  16s.  8d.  which  was  paid  in  in  respect  of 
81.  17s.  2d.,  leaving  a  balance  of  21.  10s.  6d.,  was  enough  for 
the  medicine ;  and  these  sums  having  been  paid  into  court  he 
gave  judgment  for  the  defendant.  There  was  no  question 
of  custom  or  principle  involved  in  the  case.  The  case 
depended  entirely  on  its  own  particular  facts.  That  medical 
men  do  very  often  supply  medicine,  and  legitimately  supply 
it,  through  the  chemist  whom  they  employ,  he  should  think 
nobody  would  doubt.  But  that  was  not  the  question.  The 
question  was  whether,  under  the  particular  circumstances  of 
this  case,  the  Judge  was  right  in  finding,  as  he  did,  that 
enough  money  had  been  paid  into  court  and  that  there  was 
no  more  due  to  the  plaintiff.  He  (Mr.  Justice  Wills) 
thought  he  was  perfectly  justified,  and  if  he  had  been  in  his 
place  he  should  have  done  the  same. 

Mr.  Justice  Darling  concurred.  He  added  that  the 
system  whereby  medical  gentlemen  left  it  to  the  chemists 
to  dispense  their  prescriptions  is  no  doubt  an  advantageous 
one.  But  where  such  an  arrangement  is  entered  into  he 
thought  the  medical  gentleman  ought  to  control  the  supply 
and  see  that  the  amount  he  prescribes  has  not  been  ex- 
ceeded. In  this  case  it  had  been  shown  that  the  old  lady 
who  ought  to  have  had  no  more  than  two  doses  of  a  par- 
ticular drug  (chloral  hydrate)  a  day  received  three  doses  at 
least. 

The  appeal  was  accordingly  dismissed,  with  costs. 

Wilson  v.  Taylor's  Drug  Co.,  Ltd. 

Mr.  Justice  Warrington,  in  the  Chancery  Division  on 
Tuesday,  November  7,  gave  judgment  in  this  action.  The 
plaintiffs,  who  were  trustees  of  a  will,  sought  damages  for 
alleged  improper  removal  of  certain  fixtures  from  certain 
premises  in  English  Street,  Carlisle.  The  fixtures  were 
purchased  from  the  receiver  appointed  by  the  holders  of 
debentures  issued  by  the  County  Trading  Co.,  who  were 
joined  as  defendants,  though  they  had  entered  no  defence 
and  did  not  appear.  The  defendant  suggested  that  one  of 
the  plaintiffs  had  acquiesced  in  the  removal  of  the  fixtures. 
His  Lordship  found  in  favour  of  the  plaintiffs,  with  375/. 
damages  and  costs. 

"Soda  Crystals"  Appeal. 

In  the  King's  Bench  Division  of  the  High  Court  of  Justice 
on  Wednesday,  November  8,  in  the  case  of  Fowler  v.  Cripps, 
a  Divisional  Court  consisting  of  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  and 
Justices  Wills  and  Darling  had  before  them  an  appeal  by 
way  of  special  case  against  a  conviction  by  the  Magistrates 
of  Tunbridge  Wells  under  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act  of 
1887.  The  appellant  (Frederick  Fowler)  is  a  retail  oilman 
and  hardware  dealer,  and  he  was  summoned  for  applying 
a,  false  trade  description.  The  case  set  out  the  following 
particulars  : 

The  appellant,  on  September  1,  1904,  sold  in  the  ordinary 


way  of  his  trade  to  William  G.  Butler,  a  traveller  in  the  em- 
ployment of  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  manufacturing 
chemists,  1  cwt.  of  soda  which  was  described  on  the  invoice 
delivered  with  the  goods  as  "soda  crystals."  The  price 
charged  for  the  goods  was  4s.  A  portion  of  the  soda 
purchased  by  Butler  was  analysed,  and  found  to  contain 
soda  crystals,  or  crystallised  carbonate  of  soda,  mixed  with 
Glauber  salts  or  crystallised  sulphate  of  soda.  Analyses  of 
six  several  samples  were  proved,  with  the  following  results : 

Soda  Crystals. 
(1)  64  per  cent.;  (2)  78.89;  (3)  35.10;  (4)  37.29;  (5)  56.5; 
(6)  39.3. 

Glauber  Salts. 
(1)  34  per  cent.;  (2)  18.78;  (3)  64.53;  (4)  61.87;  (5)  43.1; 
(6)  60.7. 

In  explanation  of  the  difference  in  the  results  of  the  samples 
analysed,  it  was  stated  that  carbonate  of  soda  and  sulphate 
of  soda,  having  been  separately  produced,  were  mechani- 
cally mixed  together  subsequent  to  their  manufacture,  and 
consequently  in  any  sample  there  might  be  more  of  one  than 
the  other.  There  are  many  salts  of  sodium  which  are  pre- 
pared in  a  crystallised  form.  Seventeen  salts  of  sodium 
are  mentioned  in  the  B.P. — carbonate  and  sulphate  are  two 
of  them.  These  are  both  usually  prepared  and  sold  in  a 
crystallised  form.  The  process  of  crystallisation  is  similar 
in  each  case.  The  result  is  a  chemical  combination  in  a 
crystallised  form  of  about  33  per  cent,  of  carbonate  of  soda, 
as  the  case  may  be,  and  66  per  cent,  of  water.  Carbonate 
of  soda  is  produced  by  various  processes,  and  one  of  such 
processes,  being  that  employed  by  Messrs.  Brunner,  Mond 
&  Co.,  is  known  as  the  ammonia  process.  The  crystallised 
carbonate  of  soda  prepared  by  this  process  contains  a  small 
proportion  of  sulphate  of  soda.  This  small  quantity  is  left 
in  the  manufacture,  or  is  added  to  the  soda  ash  in  the 
process  of  crystallisation,  for  the  purpose  of  hardening  the 
crystals.  There  are  other  processes  by  which  crystallised 
carbonate  of  soda  is  produced  different  from  that  adopted 
by  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.  Carbonate  of  soda  in  the  crystal- 
lised form,  and  not  containing  more  than  2  per  cent,  of  sul- 
phate of  soda,  is  the  commodity  commonly  known  as  washing 
soda  for  domestic  use,  and  is  usually  described  as  "  soda 
crystals."  This  description  is  not  usually  applied  to  sul- 
phate of  soda,  nor  usually  to  carbonate  of  soda  containing 
more  than  2  per  cent,  of  sulphate  of  soda.  All  the  wit- 
nesses who  gave  this  evidence  were,  with  one  exception, 
manufacturing-chemists.  The  market-value  of  crystallised 
carbonate  of  soda  is  about  double  that  of  Glauber  salts  or 
crystallised  sulphate  of  soda.  Sulphate  of  soda  or  Glauber 
salts  has  no  detergent  qualities,  but  in  appearance  is 
exactly  like  carbonate  of  soda.  The  appellant  was  not 
called  as  a  witness,  and  no  evidence  was  tendered  on  his 
behalf.  It  was  contended  on  behalf  of  the  appellant  that 
crystallised  soda  and  soda  crystals  are  the  same  ;  that  where 
a  description  is  true  with  regard  to  the  material  of  which 
two  or  more  things  are  composed,  it  cannot  under  any 
circumstances  become  a  false  trade  description  as  to  any 
of  them ;  that  soda  is  a  generic  term  applicable  to  any 
preparation  or  compound  of  sodium,  and  cannot  be  a 
false  description  when  applied  to  any  one  of  them  ;  that  the 
words  "soda  crystals,"  when  applied  to  crystallised  car- 
bonate of  soda,  or  to  crystallised  sulphate  of  soda,  is  a 
true  description  of  the  material  of  which  each  article  is 
composed,  and  therefore  cannot  be  a  false  description 
when  applied  to  a  mixture  of  both ;  that  there  was  no 
evidence  of  any  false  trade  description  within  the  meaning 
of  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1887.  It  was  contended  on 
behalf  of  the  respondent  that  the  words  "soda  crystals" 
were  only  applicable  to  crystallised  carbonate  of  soda  con- 
taining not  more  than  2  per  cent,  of  sulphate  of  soda,  and 
that  it  was  therefore  a  false  trade  description  when  applied 
to  a  mixture  of  crystallised  carbonate  of  soda  and  crystal- 
lised sulphate  of  soda  when  the  proportion  of  the  latter 
was  more  than  2  per  cent,  of  the  whole. 

The  Justices  held  that  "soda  crystals"  meant  ordinary 
washing  soda,  and  that  on  the  evidence  before  them  this 
article  consisted  of  crystallised  carbonate  of  soda  contain- 
ing not  more  than  2  per  cent,  of  sulphate  of  soda  or 
Glauber  salts,  and  that  it  was  a  false  trade  description  when 
applied  to  the  mixture  of  crystallised  carbonate  of  soda 
and  crystallised  sulphate  of  soda  sold  by  the  appellant. 
They  therefore  convicted  the  appellant.  The  question  for 
the  opinion  of  the  Court  was  whether  they  were  right  in  so 
doing. 

Mr.  Horace  Avory,  K.C.,  Mr.  Bansey,  and  Mr.  Finch 
(instructed  by  Messrs.  Leesmith,  Munby,  and  Neville) 
appeared  for  the  appellant;  the  Solicitor-General  (Sir 
Edward  Carson),  Mr.  Sutton,  and  Mr.  Saffand  (instructed 
by  the  Treasury  solicitor)  appeared  in  support  of  the  convic- 
tion and  fine  of  10s. 
The  Court  dismissed  the  appeal  and  affirmed  the  convic- 
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tion,  with  costs.  Mr.  Justice  Darling,  in  dissenting,  said  he 
was  sorry  that  in  this  case  he  had  the  misfortune  to  differ 
from  the  opinion  to  which  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  and  Mr. 
Justice  Wills  had  come.  The  Act  said  a  false  trade  descrip- 
tion meant  a  trade  description  which  was  false  in  a  material 
respect  as  regarded  the  goods  to  which  it  was  applied.  He 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  if  a  description  of  the  goods  was 
in  fact  true  it  could  not  be  a  false  trade  description  merely 
because  it  was  not  the  description  usually  applied  to  the 
thing  in  the  trade.  He  very  much  regretted  to  have  to  come 
to  this  conclusion  because  he  thought  his  decision  might 
enable  a  person  to  do  what  might  be  to  the  disadvantage  of 
the  purchaser,  and,  therefore,  he  was  not  sorry  the  prevalent 
opinion  of  the  Court  was  the  other  way. 

Mr.  Justice  Wills  thought  the  conviction  ought  to  stand. 
The  Act  of  Parliament  was  an  Act  passed  not  to  ensure 
scientific  accuracy  in  trade  terms,  but  to  protect  trade,  to 
ensure,  as  far  as  legislation  could  do  so,  that  trade  should  be 
carried  on  honestly,  and  that  terms  should  not  be  applied 
to  substances  dealt  with  in  commerce  which  in  the  common 
acceptation  of  the  term  would  lead  the  purchaser  to  sup- 
pose they  were  other  than  what  they  were.  It  seemed  to 
him  when  they  had  a  word  used  which  in  the  trade  was 
commonly  understood  to  mean  washing  crystals  and  crystals 
containing  not  more  than  2  per  cent,  of  sulphate  of  soda, 
they  had  precisely  the  description  intended  by  the  Act  of 
Parliament.  It  was  commonly  understood  in  the  trade 
that  the  substance  should  not  contain  more  than  2  per 
cent,  of  sulphate  of  soda,  and  if  it  turned  out  that  it  con- 
tained 30  or  40  or  20  per  cent,  it  was  a  false  trade  descrip- 
tion. 

The  Lord  Chief  Justice  concurred  with  Mr.  Justice  Wills. 
In  his  opinion  the  words  of  the  section  made  it  im- 
possible to  say  that  the  section  should  be  construed 
as  merely  meaning  false  or  true  chemical  description  of  the 
materials  of  which  the  article  was  composed.  He  thought 
there  was  abundant  evidence  in  the  trade  that  "soda 
crystals  "  was  applied  to  crystallised  carbonate  of  soda  and 
not  to  crystallised  sulphate  of  soda.  Under  these  circum- 
stances the  appeal  must  be  dismissed,  with  costs. 

Mr.  Justice  Wills  said  he  wanted  to  point  out  that  many 
of  these  trade  terms  were  very  old  and  that  nothing  was 
more  likely  than  that  with  the  advance  of  science  trade 
terms  might  be  scientifically  incorrect ;  but  still  it  seemed 
to  him  they  held  their  trade  meaning  although  they  might 
not  represent,  as  they  were  supposed  possibly  when  invented, 
the  true  state  of  their  composition  or  their  chemical  rela- 
tions. 


Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Acts  (Ireland). 

Sale  of  Arsenical  Ointment. 
At  the  Ferns  (co.  Wexford)  Petty  Sessions  on  Novem- 
ber 1,  Mr.  H.  Ringwood,  J. P.  (Chairman),  Dr.  George  E.  J. 
Greene,  J. P.,  and  Mr.  Dominick  Murphy  being  on  the 
bench,  Joseph  J.  Haughton,  merchant,  Ferns,  was  charged 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  with  (1)  selling 
poison  without  labelling  it  with  his  name  and  address,  and 
not  entering  the  sale  in  the  poison-book ;  (2)  with  selling 
poison,  he  not  being  a  qualified  person  ;  and  (3)  with  keeping 
open  shop  for  retailing  poison,  contrary  to  the  Pharmacy 
Acts. 

Mr.  W.  C.  Meeke  (of  Messrs.  A.  &  J.  Robinson,  solicitors, 
Stephen's  Green)  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  Mr.  T.  B. 
Moffat,  solicitor,  defended.  Mr.  W.  F.  Wells,  a  member 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  was  present  in  court. 

Mr.  Moffat  admitted  that  his  client  was  not  registered  to 
sell  poison,  and  also  admitted  the  sale. 

Mr.  Meeke  :  That  is  tantamount  to  pleading  guilty. 

Mr.  Moffat  :  Mr.  Haughton  admits  that  he  is  not  a 
registered  chemist,  also  that  the  article  purchased  contained 
poison. 

Sergeant  Kelly  proved  the  purchase  from  defendant  on 
July  12  of  a  package  of  Bell's  veterinary  and  wart  oint- 
ment. Miss  Somerville  served  him  in  the  presence  of  the 
defendant.  He  sent  the  package,  by  instructions,  to  Mr. 
D.  S.  Jardin. 

Mr.  David  S.  Jardin,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  Dublin,  said  he 
received  the  package  with  seals  unbroken,  and  found  it  to 
contain  an  ointment  weighing  644.28  grains.  He  examined 
it,  and  found  it  to  contain  32.2  grains  of  arsenic,  equal  to 


5  per  cent,  of  white  arsenic.  That  would  comfortably 
poison  ten  and  a  half  people.  (Laughter.)  Mr.  Moffat 
amusingly  cross-examined  witness  about  the  half  people 
and  other  points.  In  reply  he  said  he  did  not  suggest  that 
the  application  of  the  ointment  to  warts  would  poison  a 
person. 

In  the  course  of  these  questions  and  replies  Mr.  Meeke 
called  the  attention  of  the  Bench  to  the  fact  that  the  article 
contained  a  poison  scheduled  in  the  Sale  of  Poisons  (Ire- 
land) Act,  1870,  and  by  the  Pharmacy  Acts  only  registered 
persons  may  sell  it.    That  was  the  point  of  his  case. 

Mr.  Moffat  said  his  client  admitted  selling  the  package, 
but  he  was  perfectly  innocent  that  it  contained  poison.  He 
purchased  the  stuff  from  Mr.  Henry  Bell,  of  Waterford, 
and  he  thought  he  was  getting  stuff  which  would  not  con- 
tain poison.  In  fact,  it  was  understood  in  the  communica- 
tions with  Mr.  Bell  that  he  (Mr.  Haughton)  would  not 
receive  any  stuff  which  would  bring  him  within  the  Acts, 
and  Mr.  Bell  gave  an  undertaking  to  Mr.  Haughton  that 
he  would  not  get  anything  which  would  transgress  the 
Pharmacy  Acts.  Mr.  Haughton  had  no  intention  of  trans- 
gressing the  Acts  at  all.  One  summons  against  him  was 
under  the  Act  of  1870,  and  two  summonses  were  taken 
under  the  Act  of  1875.  By  the  former  he  was  liable  to  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  51.,  but  the  1875  Act  imposed  a 
minimum  penalty  of  51.  He  (Mr.  Moffat)  suggested  that 
there  should  be  a  conviction  upon  one  of  the  summonses 
only,  because  the  three  summonses  were  practically  for  the 
one  offence.  He  submitted  that  it  would  not  be  constitu- 
tional to  convict  a  man  three  times  for  the  one  offence. 
His  friend  Mr.  Meeke  should  be  satisfied  if  the  Magistrates 
thought  fit  to  convict  on  the  charge  of  not  being  a  person 
duly  qualified  to  sell  poison. 

Mr.  Meeke  said  the  defendant  had  been  cautioned  in 
1900.  The  law  gave  the  Society  no  power  over  Mr.  Bell. 
The  membership  of  the  Society  was  very  small,  and  as 
they  were  entrusted  with  the  carrying-out  of  these  Phar- 
macy Acts,  the  expenses  of  prosecutions  such  as  the  present 
one  came  very  heavy  on  the  Society.  They  found  it 
very  difficult  also  to  obtain  convictions,  and  his  instructions 
were  to  press  for  conviction  on  all  the  summonses.  When 
the  Society  went  to  Parliament  again,  they  would  take  steps 
to  have  persons  in  the  position  of  Mr.  Bell  made  subject  to 
penalties. 

The  Bench  having  consulted,  the  Chairman  announced 
that  they  considered  that  Mr.  Haughton  had  been  led 
unawares  into  the  trap.  He  was  about  the  last  person  in 
the  country  who  would  try  to  effect  a  breach  of  the  law 
knowingly.  In  two  of  the  cases  he  would  be  fined  the 
minimum  penalty  of  51.  each,  and  on  the  third  charge  he 
would  be  fined  Id.,  one-third  of  the  latter  to  go  to  the 
informer,  Sergeant  Kelly.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Moffat  asked  that  a  stay  of  execution  be  placed  on 
the  decree  for  a  month,  to  enable  him  to  petition  the  Lord- 
Lieutenant  to  reduce  the  fines.    This  was  agreed  to. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts.     K  ?n 

Sweet  Spirit  of  Nitre. 
At  West  Riding  Court  on  November  4,  Ann  Hughes,  grocer, 
Woodhouse,  was  fined  11.,  including  costs,  for  selling  sweet 
spirit  of  nitre  not  of  the  nature,  substance,  and  quality 
demanded. 


County  Court  Cases. 

A  Stubbs'  Inquiry. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  November  3,  before  Judge 
Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  the  British  Boiler  Fluid  &  Engi- 
neers' Stores  Co.,  Ltd.,  sued  Stubbs,  Ltd.,  42  Gresham 
Street,  E.C.,  for  111.  10*.  lid.,  being  money  lost  through 
their  alleged  negligence.  Mr.  Clarke  Hall,  plaintiffs' 
counsel,  said  the  plaintiffs  were  subscribers  to  Messrs. 
Stubbs,  and  they  received  an  order  for  oil  and  grease  pur- 
porting to  come  from  J.  W.  Bunting,  School  Lane,  Old 
Catton,  Norfolk.  The  order  amounted  to  nearly  18Z.,  and 
as  they  did  not  know  the  customer  they  filled  up  one  of  the 
defendants'  forms  and  sent  it  in  for  the  usual  trade  inquiry. 
The  reply  of  the  defendants  said  : 

The  subject  of  your  inquiry  carries  on  business  as  de- 
scribed at  the  address  given,  and  apparently  a  good  re- 
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munerative  trade  is  being  done.    He  is  understood  to 
•  command  a  slender  capital.    Payments,  however,  are  met 
with  reasonable  promptitude.    He  is  respectable,  and  it  is 
thought  should  prove  trustworthy  for  credit  to  the  extent 
of  .your  quotation  (302.). 
The  plaintiffs  sent  off  oil  to  the  value  of  17?.  10s.  lid.  on  the 
strength  of  that  reference.    They  had  never  received  a 
penny  of  their  money,  and  it  turned  out  that  Bunting  was 
untrustworthy.    The  defendants  relied  on  one  of  the  condi- 
tions on  which  they  supplied  information,  viz.  : 

It  is  agreed  that  all  information  is  furnished  in  con- 
.  fidence,  for  the  personal  use  of  the  subscriber,  and  is  never 
•under  any  circumstances  nor  at  any  time  to  be  divulged, 
and  the  subscriber  agrees  with  the  agency  to  indemnify  it 
against  any  loss  or  damage  arising  from  the  breach  or  non- 
observance  of  this   agreement ;    also  that  subscriptions 
are  only  received,  status  inquiry  books  and  search  cards  or 
forms  furnished,  and  all  information  given  upon  the  under- 
standing that  the  agency  is  not  to  be  held  responsible  for 
damage  or  loss  arising  from  insufficient  or  inaccurate  in- 
■   formation  furnished  to  the  subscriber  whether  by  reason  of 
mistake  or  negligence  of  the  agency,  its  servants,  agents,  or 
correspondents,  or  otherwise. 
Judge  Lumley  Smith  held  that  this  condition  protected  the 
•defendants,  and  that  the  plaintiffs  had  no  case.    He,  there- 
fore, gave  judgment  for  the  defendants,  with  costs. 

A  Veterinary-medicine  Account. 
In  the  Shoreditch  County  Court  on  Tuesday,  before 
Judge  Smyly,  K.C.,  Messrs.  F.  Hewthorn  &  Co.,  veteri- 
nary-medicine makers,  70  Finsbury  Pavement,  E.C.,  sued 
Samuel  Eingwood,  268  Eamsay  Road,  Forest  Gate,  E., 
for  5?.  15s.  Defendant  said  he  was  a  cabman  and  could  not 
possibly  pay,  as  he  had  lost  much  of  his  income  since  the 
■electric  trains  and  cars  started.  He  had  offered  to  let  the 
plaintiffs  take  the  goods  back.  :  The  parcel  had  never  been 
■opened.  Plaintiffs'  representative  said  defendant  had  had 
it  over  a  year.  After  some  questions,  his  Honour  adjourned 
the  case  to  allow  the  parties  to  come  to  some  arrangement, 
remarking  that  he  could  only  make  a. small  order,  if  any. 

Disclosing  Formulas. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Wednesday,  November  8, 
the  case  of  Wilkinson  v:  Bonvallee  «t  Cie.,  Ltd.,  was  men- 
tioned (see  C.  &  £>.,  November  4,  p.  728).  Mr.  Cullingford, 
managing  director  of  the  defendant  company,  had  refused 
to  give  up  certain  formulas,  on  the  ground  that  he  had  not 
received  his  consideration  in  shares.  Mr.  Cannot  said  the 
contract  by  which  the  shares  were  to  be  allotted  to  Culling- 
ford had  never  been  registered.  Mr.  Atkin  said  there  was 
no  need  for  that.  Mr.  Cullingford  had  been  paid  350?.  a 
year  as  managing  director.  Judge  Rentoul,  K.C.,  said  he 
thought  the  position  of  receiver  was  stultified  and  rendered 
ridiculous  by  the  absence  of  the  formulas  and  books,  and  he 
ordered  them  to  be  given  up.  Mr.  Cannot  said  Mr.  Culling- 
ford would  appeal,  as  the  books  were  his  own  personal  and 
private  property,  and  had  never  belonged  to  the  company. 

Chemist  and  Doctor. 
The  record  was  closed  in  Peterhead  County  Court  on 
November  3  in  an  action  for  250?.  damages  for  false,  calum- 
nious, and  malicious  representation,  brought  by  Alexander 
<Gall,  chemist  and  druggist,  Fraserburgh,  against  Robert 
Alexander  Slessor,  medical  practitioner,  37  Broad  Street, 
Fraserburgh.  For  the  pursuer  it  was  stated  that  on 
August  8,  1905,  the  defender  wrote  and  despatched  to  him 
(the  following  letter  : 

Sir, — As  I  consider  you  have  taken  a  very  serious  and  un- 
.  warrantable  liberty  with  one  of  my  prescriptions,  and  a 
.  liberty  of  which  you  do  not  seem  to  realise  the  gravity,  I  am 
iresolved  to  push  the  matter,  with  the  object  of  protecting 
my  own  and  my  patients'  interests  in  future.    If,  however, 
you  will  send  me  an  apology  by  twelve  noon  to-morrow, 
August  9,  and  refund  the  money  you  got  by  false  pre- 
.  tences  from  my  patient,  I  will  refrain  from  putting  the  case 
?n  the  hands  of  the  police.    I  trust  you  understand  your 
position  under  the  Adulteration  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  but 
if  you  do  not  you  have  only  to  let  this  matter  go  on  to  get 
enlightenment.— (Signed)  R.  A.  SleSSOB. 
This  letter,  in  pursuer's  opinion,  represents  that  he  has  been 
guilty  of  a  serious  and  wilful  breach  of  duty  in  the  conduct 
of  his  business,  and  he  had  been  guilty  of  an  offence  under 
the   Sale  of   Food   and   Drugs   Acts.    It   is  explained 
that   the   prescription    in   question    is    one   which  had 


been  in  common  use  in  Fraserburgh  for  many  years, 
and  had been  frequently  prescribed  by  a  medical 
practitioner  who  preceded  the  defender.  The  drug 
as  made  up  and  dispensed  by  the  pursuer  was  in  no 
way  disconform  to  prescription,  and  the  defender  had  no 
cause  of  complaint,  except  that  his  patient  had  brought  the 
prescription  to  the  pursuer  instead  of  to  Mr.  Hunter,  the 
chemist  usually  recommended  by  the  defender.  The  de- 
fender repeated  the  statements  contained  in  the  letter  or 
used  words  to  the  same  effect  to  James  Middleton,  inspector 
of  police  in  Fraserburgh,  and  others.  In  his  defence  Dr. 
Slessor  does  not  admit  that  ' '  pursuer  carries  on  a  large  dis- 
pensing business  in  Fraserburgh,"  and  says  it  is  the  custom 
for  each  medical  practitioner  in  Fraserburgh  to  have  his  own 
special  chemist,  and  each  one's  formula?  are  known  only  to 
the  doctor  and  his  special  chemist,  so  that  when  any  such 
special  prescription  has  been  handed  in  to  another  chemist, 
the  latter  has  been  accustomed  to  send  it  to  what  is  recog- 
nised as  the  doctor's  own  chemist.  Defender  has  been 
accustomed  dealing  with  Mr.  W.  W.  Hunter,  chemist, 
Fraserburgh,  and  for  several  prescriptions  largely  used  by 
him  the  formulas  are  known  only  to  himself  and  Mr.  Hunter. 
Among  those  prescriptions  is  one  for  mistura  bismuthi 
composita.  One  of  his  patients  got  this  prescription  and 
took  it  to  pursuer,  who  compounded  a  different  mixture, 
and  supplied  it  to  the  patient.  When  defender  heard  of 
this  he  communicated  with  pursuer  by  telephone,  and  re- 
monstrated with  him  for  having  taken  upon  himself  to 
dispense  what  was  riot-  defender's  prescription.  Pursuer, 
without  any  explanation  whatever,  cut  off  the  telephone 
connection  between  him  and  defender.  This  was  repeated  a 
second  time,  and  defender  thereupon  wrote  the  letter  com- 
plained of.  He  considers  that  he  was  justified  and  privi- 
leged in  writing  it,  and  admits  that  he  lodged  a  complaint 
with  Inspector  Middleton.  Defender  has  refused  to 
apologise  to  pursuer  and  to  pay  100?.  as  damages.  The  next 
stage  of  the  proceedings  will  come  on  shortly. 

A  Doctor's  Difficulties. 
At  the  Southwark  County  Court,  before  Judge  Addison, 
K.C.,  on  November  6,  Dr.  Hogarth,  East  Greenwich, 
appeared  on  a  judgment  summons  issued  at  the  instance  of  a 
firm  of  wholesale  druggists  in  respect  of  a  debt  for  drugs 
supplied.  The  debtor  said  he  could  not  make  an  offer  as  he 
was  unable  to  get  his  money  in  from  patients,  while  of  late  so 
many  '.'  sixpenny  "  doctors  had  started  round  about  him  that 
it  was  impossible  for  him  to  get  a  living.  He  was  two 
quarters  in  arrear  with  his  rent.  The  creditors'  representa- 
tive thought  he  ought  to  be  able  to  pay  11.  a  month,  but  his 
Honour  declined  to  make  any  order,  and  the  debtor  said  : 
"  I  will  pay  as  soon  as  I  can." 

Sale  of  a  Tewkesbury  Pharmacy. 

At  Gloucester  on  Saturday,  November  4,  Judge  A.  B. 
Ellicott  and  a  jury  held  a  special  sitting  to  continue  the 
hearing  of  the  case  of  Barlow  v.  White,  transferred  from  the 
Tewkesbury  County  Court,  and  previously  reported  in  the 
C.  <£.•  D .,  October  21,  p.  655.  The  plaintiff  was  Mr.  George 
Robert  Barlow,  chemist,  Congleton.  who  had  carried  on 
business  for  twenty  years  at  Tewkesbury,  and  he  sued  Mr. 
Frank  White  (formerly  of  Weymouth,  who  purchased  the 
Tewkesbury  business  last  year,  and  is  now  living  there)  to 
recover  41?.  5s.  5f?.,  made  up  of  certain  instalments  due  under 
a  promissory  note  for  100?..  and  a  further  sum  of  22?.  5s. 
under  an  I.O.U.  dated  December  2  last.  The  action  had 
reference  to  the  sale  of  the  Tewkesbury  business  to  de- 
fendant for  750?.,  of  which  650?.  was  paid  by  cheque;  and 
defendant  had  lodged  a  counterclaim  for  300?.,  alleging  that 
he  had  been  induced  to  buy  the  business  by  misrepresenta- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff  as  to  its  profit-earning 
capacity. 

Mr.  J.  Cranstoun  (instructed  by  Messrs.  Brookes  & 
Bodham.  of  Tewkesbury)  appeared  for  the  plaintiff,  and 
Mr.  B.  R.  Vachell  (instructed  by  Messrs.  Jefferies  &  Son, 
Bristol)  for  the  defendant. 

At  the  previous  hearing  the  case  for  plaintiff  closed  and 
Mr.  Vachell  concluded  his  opening  address  for  the  defence, 
and  now  proceeded  to  call  witnesses  in  support  of  his  case. 

The  defendant,  Frank  White,  said  he  was  looking  out  for 
a  business  in  September  1904.  being  able  to  command  some 
capital  from  his  father.  At  that  time  he  was  in  the  employ 
of  Mr.  Gibbs,  of  Weymouth.    He  got  into  communication 
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with  plaintiff,  and  among  other  letters  from  him  received 
one  stating  that  the  gross  annual  profits  of  the  business  at 
Tewkesbury  had  been  330/.,  and  that  as  the  working-ex- 
penses were  small  a  net  profit  of  between  220/.  and  240/.  was 
left.  He  afterwards  had  an  interview  with  plaintiff  and 
agreed  to  buy  the  business,  paying  650/.  down  and  leaving 
100/  to  remain  on  security.  He  did  not  know  very  much 
about  bookkeeping,  and  therefore  trusted  entirely  to  Mr. 
Barlow's  word  that  the  financial  statements  submitted  were 
correct.  Mr.  Barlow  said  that  those  statements  correctly 
represented  the  amount  of  business  he  had  been  doing,  and 
he  (defendant)  believed  him,  and  on  that  basis  purchased  the 
business.  Mr.  Barlow  remained  with  him  at  the  shop  and 
assisted  him  for  a  little  over  a  fortnight,  and  introduced  him 
to  customers.  The  takings  for  that  fortnight  were  dis- 
appointing, and  he  therefore  spoke  to  Mr.  Barlow  about  it. 
From  October  13  (the  day  on  which  he  entered  into  posses- 
sion) to  October  31  the  takings  amounted  to  18/.  7s.  lid.,  and 
he  complained  to  Mr.  Barlow  that  at  that  rate  the  annual 
takings  would  be  nothing  like  the  amount  he  had  stated  had 
previously  been  the  case.  Mr.  Barlow  replied  that  he  could 
not  understand  it  and  that  the  takings  should  be  double. 
The  takings  did  not  decrease  after  Mr.  Barlow  left,  for  in 
November  he  took  25/.,  in  December  (on  account  of  the 
Christmas  trade)  it  was  a  little  more,  and  in  January  28/. 
During  the  whole  of  the  time  he  had  been  there  he  had  put 
his  whole  energies  into  the  business  in  the  endeavour  to  make 
it  a  success.  When  he  found  that  the  takings  so  much  fell 
below  what  had  been  represented  he  wrote  to  Mr.  Barlow, 
and  correspondence  ensued.  His  cash  takings  for  the  year 
from  October  14,  1904,  amounted  to  390/.,  and  goods  sold  on 
credit  came  to  146/.  That  total  (536/.)  was  all  he  (defendant) 
got  out  of  the  business,  whereas  the  representation  made  to 
him  by  Mr.  Barlow  was  that  his  average  gross  takings  were 
1,000/.  a  year.  One-third  of  the  gross  takings  represented 
gross  profit,  from  which  had  to  be  deducted  the  working- 
expenses.  Taking  away  the  trade  expenses,  which  he 
(defendant)  put  at  180/.,  he  had  practically  nothing  left  to 
live  upon.  In  plaintiff's  letter-book  he  found  traces  of 
betting  transactions,  one  being  as  recent  as  September  1904. 
The  sale  of  a  certain  proprietary  article  which  he  (witness) 
had  secured  had  brought  him  a  lot  of  extra  customers,  but 
the  total  takings  were  still  considerably  below  the  amount 
represented  to  him  by  the  plaintiff.  He  certainly  would  not 
have  agreed  to  give  750/.  for  the  business  if  he  had  known 
what  the  takings  were.  If  he  had  to  sell  it,  he  thought  there 
was  not  the  slightest  chance  of  his  getting  back  what  he  paid 
for  it.  He  did  not  think  he  should  get  more  than  about 
450/.  for  the  business  if  he  succeeded  in  selling  it — including 
stock,  fixtures,  and  goodwill. 

Defendant  was  cross-examined  at  great  length  by  Mr. 
Cranstoun,  and  in  its  course  said  that  two  years  ago  he  was 
chief  assistant  to  a  chemist  in  Trinidad,  and  left  there  on 
account  of  the  death  of  the  proprietor.  His  wife  and  he 
went  from  there  to  New  York,  and  thence  to  Weymouth, 
where  he  was  a  chemist's  manager,  and  was  for  a  short  time 
at  Stokes  Croft,  Bristol.  He  admitted  that  though  Mr. 
Barlow  represented  he  had  made  so  much  out  of  the  business 
he  could  not  promise  or  guarantee  that  his  successor  would 
of  necessity  make  the  same  amount.  He  admitted  he  had 
been  trying  to  resell  the  business  and  had  expressed 
in  a  letter  to  a  friend  his  willingness  to  take  a  small  amount 
for  the  goodwill  of  the  business — say,  50/. — and  that  the 
whole  cost  would  probably  be  under  600/.  In  spite  of 
having  written  that  letter  he  (defendant)  still  maintained 
he  had  been  defrauded. 

Charles  White,  rate-collector,  Bristol,  father  of  the  de- 
fendant, said  after  his  son  went  to  Tewkesbury  he  visited 
the  place,  and  saw  plaintiff,  to  whom  he  remarked  that  he 
hoped  his  son  would  make  a  "  do"  of  the  business.  Mr. 
Barlow  replied  that  of  course  he  would,  adding  that  he 
would  do  better  than  he  had,  for  he  was  a  better  chemist. 

Henry  Malpas,  chartered  accountant,  Bristol,  said  de- 
fendant's gross  takings  for  the  year  amounted  to  536/.,  as 
compared  with  the  1,000/.  represented  to  have  been  taken 
annually  in  plaintiff's  time.  Mr.  White  had  only  made  15/. 
net  profit,  but  witness  admitted  in  cross-examination  that  to 
arrive  at  this  figure  he  had  deducted  93/.  for  rent,  rates,  and 
taxes,  15/.  for  depreciation,  5/.  for  bad  debts,  and  40/. 
interest  on  capital.  If  he  had  not  made  those  deductions  a 
profit  of  169/.  would  have  been  shown. 


Counsel  having  addressed  the  jury,  his  Honour,  in  sum- 
ming up  the  case,  said  there  was  no  question  of  fact  as  to  the 
instalments  being  due  under  the  I.O.U.,  and  the  only  point 
at  issue  was  the  counterclaim.  The  jury  had  not  to  try  the 
question  whether  Mr.  White  had  made  a  good  thing  or  an 
utter  failure  out  of  the  transaction,  nor  whether  Mr.  Barlow 
had  been  careless  or  negligent  in  regard  to  the  figures  he  sub- 
mitted. Neither  were  they  trying  the  question  whether  de- 
fendant was  endeavouring  to  get  out  of  the  payment  because 
li9  wished  to  return  to  America  and  leave  a  business  which 
had  proved  a  failure.  He  left  them  the  question  to  decide 
whether  Mr.  Barlow  fraudulently  deceived  Mr.  White  by 
some  representation  which  to  his  own  knowledge  was  false — 
by  the  use,  omission,  or  suppression  of  something  with 
fraudulent  intent  to  induce  defendant  to  believe  a  state  of 
things  which  did  not  in  fact  exist.  If  they  found  fraud  00 
the  part  of  Mr.  Barlow,  he  should  ask  them  in  what  respect, 
and  what  should  be  the  extent  of  the  damages. 

For  an  hour  and  a  half  the  jury  were  locked  up,  and  on 
their  return  into  court  the  foreman  replied  to  the  usual 
question  from  the  Registrar  that  they  were  agreed  as  to- 
misrepresentation,  but  could  not  agree  upon  the  question  as 
to  whether  there  had  been  any  fraud. 

Mr.  Vachell  declined  to  accept  the  verdict  of  the  majority, 
and  the  jury,  being  unable  to  agree,  were  thereupon  dis- 
charged, after  being  thanked  for  the  attention  they  had 
given  to  the  case.  During  the  long  absence  of  the  jury  the 
Judge  had  left  the  court  and  had  not  returned  when  they 
were  discharged.  It  was  consequently  left  for  Mr.  Cran- 
stoun to  apply  to  his  Honour  at  a  subsequent  sitting  fos 
judgment  to  be  entered  for  plaintiff  on  the  claim.

The  failure  was  attri- 
buted to  loss  in  trading,  bad  debts,  depreciation  in  value  of 
shares  of  a  glue  company  and  of  the  England's  Chemical- 
manufacturing  Co..  interest  on  lc-ins,  and  discount  charges. 
On  the  grounds  of  insufficiency  of  assets  to  pay  10s.  in  the 
pound  to  the  creditors,  and  imperfect  bookkeeping,  the  dis- 
charge was  suspended  for  two  years.

Mr.  John  Wesley  Walker,  J. P.,  pharmaceutical  chemist, 
has  been  elected  Mayor  of  the  ancient  borough  of  Maiden- 
head. Born  in  1848,  he  was  educated  at  Brixton,  and  at 
the  age  of  seventeen  entered  his  father's  pharmacy,  which 

is  situated  close  to  the  Town 
Hall,  Maidenhead.  There  he 
was  placed  under  the  care  of 
an  exceptionally  able  assis- 
tant, who  had  previously 
been  senior  at  Messrs. 
Waugh's,  Regent  Street. 
Taking  full  advantage  of  his 
opportunities,  Mr.  Walker, 
before  reaching  the  age  of 
twenty,  took  the  management 
of  a  business  near  Bristol. 
He  studied  with  the  late 
Mr.  Braithwaite,  of  Camden 
Town  ;  he  passed  the  Minor 
examination  in  January  1869, 
and  the  Major  in  April  1870. 
He  then  spent  six  months 
as  principal  dispenser  with 
Messrs.  Clay  &  Abraham. 
Liverpool.  In  1872  he  entered 
into  partnership  with  his 
father,  carrying  on  a  very  successful  business  until  1887, 
when  he  retired,  selling  the  business  "to  his  senior  assistant, 
Mr.  A.  Upson,  who  still  carries  it  on,  and  is  also  one  of 
Mr.  Walker's  colleagues  on  the  Town  Council.  Mr. 
Walker  has  always  taken  a  keen  interest  in  local  affairs. 
In  1893  he  was  made  a  Justice  of  the  Peace.  For  nine 
years  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Guardians,  and 
did  yeoman  service  in  that  capacity.  He  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Berkshire  County  Council  from  its  incep- 
tion. Two  years  ago  he  was  returned  to  the  Town 
Council  with  a  very  large  vote,  and  it  is  eloquent  testi- 


mony to  the  esteem  in  which  he  is  held  that  he  has  now 
become  Mayor.  Mr.  Walker  is  a  prominent  Wesleyan, 
and  has  filled  most  of  the  offices  in  that  body  which  are 
open  to  laymen.  He  is  an  able  speaker  and  practical 
business  man,  and  commands  the  respect  and  esteem  of  all 
classes  of  the  community.  That  he  will  ably  fill  his  new 
office  there  is  no  doubt,  and  his  many  friends  in  the  drug- 
trade  will  wish  him  a  very  successful  and  useful  year  of 
office. 

Dr.  James  Mason,  chief  of  the  Health  Department  of  the 
New  Zealand  Government,  is  now  on  a  visit  to  England  on 
official  business.  We  had  a  chat  with  the  doctor  the  other 
day  in  regard  to  the  regulations  as  to  the  importation  of 
proprietary  medicines  which  he  formulated  at  the  end  of 
last  year,  and  he  told  us  that  the  majority  of  proprietors 
interested  deposited  their  formula?  with  the  Department. 
In  his  opinion  there  would  be  neither  difficulty  nor  hard- 
ship in  carrying  out  his  suggestions,  and  this  with  benefit  to 
the  community.

Determination  of  Arsenic. 
Sir, — We  have  read  with  interest  the  paper  by  Messrs. 
Hill  and  Collins  on  "  An  Effective  Method  of  Applying  the 
Gutzeit  Test  for  Arsenic,"  as  well  as  the  correspondence  to 
which  its  publication  has  given  rise.  Under  the  conditions 
specified  by  Messrs.  Hill  and  Collins  there  can  be  no  doubt 
that  reduction  of  the  arsenic  to  the  elementary  condition 
would  not  occur,  but  we  may  perhaps  be  permitted  to  point 
out  that  the  main  reason  why  the  addition  of  the  stannous 
chloride  increases  the  sensitiveness  of  the  test  is  not  so  much 
the  reduction  of  the  arsenic  to  the  arsenious  state  as  the 
fact  that  the  coating  of  tin  which  forms  on  the  zinc  consider- 
ably increases  the  "potential"  of  the  evolved  hydrogen, 
and  in  consequence  its  reducing  activity.  Traces  of  low 
"  siipertension "  metals  [e.g.,  iron)  occur  in  almost  all 
samples  of  zinc,  even  the  best,  and  these,  by  allowing  the 
hydrogen  to  escape  at  a  low  "  potential,"  diminish  its  re- 
ducing activity  and  constitute  what  is  generally  known  as 
"  insensitiveness."  When  the  particles  of  these  impurities 
are  protected  by  electrolytically  depositing  on  them  metals 
•of  high  supertension,  such  as  tin  or  cadmium,  the  reducing 
efficiency  of  the  hydrogen  is  very  considerably  increased. 
We  have  investigated  this  matter  very  fully  in  all  its  bear- 
ings, and  we  hope  in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks  to  publish 
the  results  we  have  obtained,  but  we  may  perhaps  venture 
to  call  the  attention  of  those  interested  in  the  matter  to  a 
preliminary  note  which  was  published  by  us  in  the  Septem- 
ber number  of  the  "Analyst,"  p.  306.  The  proportion 
•of  the  total  arsenic  which  is  evolved  in  any  reduction  method 
•can,  in  fact,  be  shown  to  depend  very  largely  on  two 
factors — viz.,  the  "potential"  of  the  hydrogen  and  the 
dilution  of  the  solution.  In  reference  to  the  final  paragraph 
in  the  paper  by  Messrs.  Hill  and  Collins,  we  would  remark 
that  the  enormous  influence  of  dissolved  iron  on  the  evolu- 
tion of  arsenic  hydride  is  now  so  thoroughly  well  recog- 
nised that  no  competent  analyst  would  surely  endeavour  to 
determine  arsenic  in  preparations  containing  iron  without 
resorting  to  a  preliminary  distillation  with  hydrochloric 
acid.  We  may  perhaps  add  that  even  the  slight  traces  of 
iron  which  occur  as  impurities  in  many  drugs  exercise  a 
very  serious  interfering  influence,  but  this  may  usually  be 
■overcome  by  the  addition  of  stannous  chloride  or,  better 
still,  of  cadmium  sulphate  to  the  contents  of  the  evolution- 
flask — in  other  words,  by  depositing  tin  or  cadmium  on  the 
zinc — of  course  with  certain  precautions.

Irish  Apothecaries'  Assistants. 
Sir, — In  reply  to  your  correspondent,  I  fear  that  he  takes 
somewhat  too  generous  a  view  of  the  privileges  conferred  by 
the  Irish  assistant's  certificate.  So  far  as  I  know,  the 
claim  made  by  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  of  Ireland  is  that 
their  certificate  of  assistant  confers  whatever  rights  the 
analogous  certificate  issued  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland  may  be  held  to  confer.  It  is  not  absolutely  certain 
that  a  person  holding  the  assistant's  certificate  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  can  legally  sell  poisons  or  compound  pre- 
scriptions. But  there  is  a  strong  presumption  that  he  can,  be- 
cause he  is  "  competent  to  transact  the  business  of  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  in  his  temporary  absence."  If  the  pharma- 
ceutical assistant  can  do  so,  the  apothecary's  assistant  can  do 
so  likewise,  because  the  wording  of  the  clause  in  the  one  case 
is  simply  copied  from  that  of  the  other.    As  the  pharma- 


ceutical assistant  can  assist  a  druggist,  so  can  the  apothe- 
cary's assistant  a  pharmacist.  With  regard  to  the  statement 
that  a  resolution  cannot  override  an  Act  of  Parliament,  this, 
of  course,  is  so;  but  the  Irish  Act  of  1791  gives  definite 
powers  to  "make  by-laws  regulating  the  practice  of  an 
apothecary  in  Ireland,"  and  a  change  in  the  description  of 
the  helper  to  an  apothecary  is  obviously  within  the  province 
of  such  by-laws.  Yours  truly,

Sir, — With  reference  to  the  paragraph  in  your  "  Observa- 
tions and  Reflections  "  of  November  4,  giving  Lord  Mans- 
field's definition  of  a  journeyman,  and  stating  that  "  it  is 
not  for  the  Apothecaries'  Hall  to  modify  statutory  terms  at 
its  own  sweet  will,"  I  wish  to  say  that  the  Act  of  1791 
confers  on  the  Governor  and  Company  of  the  Apothecaries' 
Hall  and  their  successors  in  perpetual  succession,  the  power 
to  regulate  the  profession  of  an  apothecary  in  the  Kingdom 
of  Ireland,  and  for  that  purpose  it  gives  the  Corporation 
almost  unlimited  powers  in  the  making  of  its  by-laws  and 
ordinances,  because  it  places  only  two  reservations  on  them 
— firstly,  "  that  such  by-laws  be  not  repugnant  to  the  laws 
of  the  Kingdom  of  Ireland,"  and,  secondly,  "that  no  by- 
law or  ordinance  for  or  concerning  the  composition  of 
medicines  shall  be  made  without  the  approbation  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  by  writing  under  the  College  seal  first 
had  and  obtained  "  (this  clause  is  also  in  almost  identical 
words  in  the  old  charter).  For  your  further  information  I 
quote  the  following  extracts  from  one  of  the  old  books  of  the 
"  Transactions  of  the  Corporation  of  the  Apothecaries' 
Hall "  : 

Friday,  April  2.  1813. 

Resolved  unanimously — That  samples  of  the  most  usual 
articles  of  medicine  enclosed  in  glass  jars  be  laid  upon  the 
Examiners'  table  previous  to  each  examination  for  assistants 
or  for  masters. 

That  whenever  any  person  is  examined  to  commence  as 
master  particular  attention  be  paid  to  his  knowledge  of 
diseases  and  the  mode  of  exhibiting  medicine  with  the 
proper  dose. 

May  2,  1814. 

Resolved — That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to 
collect  from  the  Transaction  Books  all  the  by-laws  [and 
further  on]  ordered  that  Mr.  Madden  be  informed  that- 
owing  to  the  existence  of  a  by-law  they  cannot  grant  him  the 
recognition  of  his  lectures.

P.A.T.A.  v.  Private  Protection. 

Mr.  Arthur  Oglesby,  chemist,  Barnsley,  sends  us  for  pub- 
lication the  subjoined  copies  of  letters  recently  addressed  to 
Mr.  Thomas  Beecham,  St.  Helens  : 

To  Mr.  Thomas  Beecham,  St.  Helens. 

Dear  Sir, — Don't  you  think  it  about  time  to  let  bygones  be 
bygones  and  join  the  P.A.T.A.  with  your  famous  pills? 
Mellin's,  Seigel's,  Carter's  (and  may  I  say  Beecham's  ?)  have 
all  now  joined  the  folks  who  desire  to  have  a  real  friendly 
footing  with  the  retailers.  Think  it  well  over.  I  know  many 
chemists  throughout  the  Kingdom,  and  I  know  that  all  of  them 
let  P.A.T.A.  goods  pass  over  the  counter  without  the  slightest 
atiempt  at  substitution,  knowing  that  a  living  profit  is  assured 
and  that  no  one  can  undersell,  whereas  all  private  arrange- 
ments are  looked  at  askance,  with  a  suspicion  that  one's 
neighbour  may  be  underselling,  and  altogether  with  the  view 
that  it  is  not  on  a  solid  basis,  such  as  the  P.A.T.A.  Why  not 
come  in  1  Be  generous,  get  the  thanks  of  the  chemists  of  the 
country,  remembering  that  to  be  a  benefactor  to  a  portion  of 
mankind  is  a  worthy  object,  and  not  impossible  of  attainment 
to  a  man  worth  his  millions,  oven  though  he  lose  a  few 
thousands  by  it.

To  Mr.  Thomas  Beecham,  St.  Helens. 

Dear  Sir, — Thanks  for  your  courtesy  in  replying  to  mine  of 
the  25th.  If  "  imitation  is  the  sinccrest  form  of  flattery,"  then  ' 
proprietors  have  nothing  to  complain  of  in  "  almost  every 
retailer  having  preparations  similar  to  theirs."  In  fact, 
Holloway's  pills  are  an  imitation  of  Beecham's  in  general 
get-up,  style  of  box,  and  even  to  the  way  the  patent-medicine 
stamp  is  adjusted,  or  Beecham  is  of  Holloway's  ;  all  of  which 
is  simply  a  demonstration  that  humans  are  not  slow  in  follow- 
ing a  success— but  all  don't  succeed  ;  and,  after  all,  there  is  not 
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much  originality  abroad.  This,  however,  does  not  alter  the 
fact,  contained  in  my  previous  letter,  that  P.A.T.A.  goods  are 
invariably  handed  over  tho  counter  without  the  slightest 
attempt  at  substitution.  The  very  fact  that  you  have  local 
arrangements  affecting  tho  prices  of  your  pills  in  each  town 
proves  your  kindly  thought  for  the  retailer,  or  I  should  not 
have  attempted  to  gain  you  as  an  adherent  to  the  P.A.T.A. 

I  have  to  admit  you  have  found  the  weak  spot  of  the 
P.A.T.A. — i.e.,  the  question  of  tho  co-operative  societies  sell- 
ing at  minimum  prices  plus  the  divi. — but  when  you  say  the 
P.A.T.A.  dare  not  discuss  the  matter,  and  are  quite  powerless, 
you  are  surely  in  error  ;  at  any  rate  I  trust  so.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  we  in  Barnsley  have  so  placed  the  matter  before  the 
Barnsley  British  Co-operative  Society  (one  of  the  biggest 
societies  in  the  Kingdom)  that  they,  seeing  how  unjust  and 
unfair  it  would  be  to  give  checks  or  a  divi.  on  protected 
articles,  have  long  since  ceased  to  do  so  on  such  goods.  If  a 
few  chemists  can  arrange  such  a  matter,  and  with  comparative 
ease,  it  follows  that  if,  say,  six  big  manufacturers  like  yourself, 
or,  better  still,  the  P.A.T.A.,  backed  ,  by  all  the  principal 
manufacturers,  had  to  approach  the  different  co-operative 
societies  on  the  matter,  they  would,  surely,  with  their  motto, 
"  In  all  things  charity,"  be  persuaded  to  run  even  with  their 
fellow-traders,  for  even  the  most  ardent  co-operator  cannot 
believe  in  being  able,  by  the  aid  of  manufacturers  or  the 
P.A.T.A.,  to  sell  at  12^  per  cent,  below  his  fellow-traders  to 
their  ultimate  ruin.  For  the  P.A.T.A.  to  neglect  to  deal,  and 
shortly  too,  with  this  great  question  will,  I  predict,  mean  its 
downfall  ;  but  I  cannot  think  that  you  or  anyone  would  like  to 
see  this  occur,  and  you  now  have  the  opportunity  of  assisting, 
with  others,  to  make  it  a  greater  power  in  the  realm  of  retail 
trading,  of  making  manufacturers  and  retailers  friends  again, 
and  of  the  former  seeing  that  the  latter  obtained  a  living  profit 
on  their  goods.  I  shall  be  glad  to  hear  that  you  have  decided 
to  help  on  the  good  work  the  P.A.T.A.  is  attempting,  and  thus 
rejoice  the  heart  of  many  a  poor  chemist  who  has,  perhaps, 
brighter  hopes  for  future  profits  than  he  is  ever  likely  to  get.

Parliamentary  Representation  of  Pharmacy. 

Sir, — This  subject  seems  to  be  qualifying  for  the  position 
which  Dr.  A tt field  in  a  historic  speech  said  the  Pharma- 
copoeia was  not  intended  to  fill — namely,  that  of  a  "  stuffed 
sack  on  which  to  practise  pugilism."  One  notices  with 
regret  that  such  an  acute  thinker  and  popular  writer  as 
"Xrayser"  has  nothing  better  to  contribute  this  week  to 
the  discussion,  than  the  reiteration  of  obvious  difficulties. 
The  promoters  of  the  Fund  have,  I  think,  fairly  stated  what 
they  want  to  do,  although  the  extent  of  their  work  must 
necessarily  depend  on  the  measure  of  their  means.  They 
propose  to  make  grants  towards  the  expenses  incidental  to 
the  attaining,  and  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
position  of  a,  member  of  Parliament,  to  such  pharmacists  as 
are  likely  to  be  able  to  obtain  seats,  if  they  can  be  assisted 
in  this  way.  It  is  further  desired,  if  funds  allow,  to  obtain 
the  services  of  a  permanent  official  (preferably  with  a  seat 
in  the  House),  who  shall  watch  questions  of  public  health  in 
general,  and  those  affecting  pharmacy  in  particular,  and 
bring  facts  concerning  the  same  before  the  whole  of  the 
members  of  Parliament  .  With  regard  to  the  means  of  collect- 
ing the  Fund,  I  am  not  enamoured  with  the  Bristol  plan, 
although  grateful  to  Bristol  pharmacists  for  their  valuable 
aid.  It  is  surely  not  too  much  to  ask  each  of  the  local 
associations  to  guarantee  10/.  a  year ;  if  all  will  do  this,  an 
annual  income  of  some  500/.  will  be  assured.  In  spite  of  the 
pessimism  of  your  contributor  I  think  the  amended  Phar- 
macy Bill,  which  is  to  be  promoted  by  the  Society  next 
Session,  should  serve  to  unite  all  members  of  the  calling. 
Moreover,  pharmaceutical  members  of  Parliament  would  be 
representatives,  not  delegates,  and  must  be  trusted  to  decide 
questions  which  may  arise,  in  the  light  of  their  special 
knowledge.  That  one  or  more  chemists  should  get  into 
Parliament  unaided  is  a  consummation  devoutly  to  be 
wished,  but  the  possibility  of  this  need  not  discourage  the 
raising  of  a  Fund,  but  should  rather  stimulate  it.

Some  "Minor"  Considerations. 
Sir, — The  figures  quoted  in  the  leading  article  in  your 
issue  of  November  4  ought  to  be  startling  to  all  who  can 
read  between  the  lines,  and  who  are  sufficiently  interested 
in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  that  they  would  sincerely 
regret  the  collapse  of  that  institution.  Without  taking  any 
credit  for  unusual  prescience,  it  may  be  said  that  some  of  us 
foresaw  the  inevitable  impasse,  and  did  our  best  to  avert 


the  possibility  of  its  occurrence.  Ten  years  ago  or  thereby, 
when  the  proposal  that  the  Society  should  discontinue  the 
Preliminary  examination  was  under  cons ulerat ion,  I  re- 
peatedly endeavoured  to  show  the  suicidal  nature  of  the 
K s  six  years  ago  I  publicly  stated  that  the  Society 
would  lose  many  hundreds  of  pounds  annually  by  Ihe .cfaaBg^, 
and  I  appealed  to  the  Council  even  then  to  change  its  mind 
and  to  make  arrangements  to  continue  carrying  on  the 
exam  na  ion;  three  years  later,  when  there  was  no  longer 
Sv^ossSv  of  ignoring  the  fact  that  a  mistake  had  been 
S  1 ?3  the'questL  in  the  Scotch  Ezecutive ^ 
still  more  recently  I  contributed  some  articles  to  ^e  Pharma- 
ceutical Press  in  the  same  direction.  I  recall  these  uti  e 
attempts,  not  for  the  purpose  of  saying  I  told ^  you  so bu* 
to  show  that  I  can  with  clean  hands  criticise  the  policy  ot 

thTheCaedvocatcS  of  the  changes  that  took  place  five  year* 
ago  believed  that  the  Society  would  benefit  by  the  altera- 
tions. Doubtless  they  expected  a  slight  falhng-off  in 
revenue  from  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  students  regis- 
tering, but  that  was  to  right  itself  in  a  year  or  two.  More- 
over, they  expected  that  the  increased  Minor  fee  would 
more  than  make  up  for  the  deficiencies  arising  from  the 
diminished  registration-an  expectation  which  has  not  been, 
and  never  will  be,  realised.  But  your  article  is  bound  tc 
open  many  eyes  to  the  real  state  of  the  case,  and  the  members 
of  the  Society  ought  to  be  grateful  to  you  for  so  pointed  y 
drawing  attention  to  the  gravity  of  the  crisis  that  is  rapidly 
approaching.  That  the  situation  is  grave  no  one  who  has 
seiiously  considered  the  facts  can  doubt  for  one  moment 

First  of  all,  let  us  look  at  the  financial  effect  produced  by 
the  Preliminary  examination  having  been  given  up  by  the 
Society  Five' years  have  now  elapsed  since  the  change 
took  place,  and  a  comparison  between  these  and  the  previous 
five  years  will  be  useful.  Between  1896  and  1900  the  number 
of  candidates  for  examination  amounted  to  8,877,  and  the 
fees  paid  to  15,583/.  12s.  The  expenses  of  conducting  the 
examinations  amounted  to  2,636/.  14s.  8r/.,  leaving  a  surplus 
in  favour  of  the  Society  of  12,946/.  Compare  this  sum  with 
that  received  for  the  registration  of  840  students  during  the 
five  years  between  1901-05-namely,  1,764/.  It  is  true  that  ir* 
1900  the  revenue  from  the  Preliminary  was  1,000/.  above  the 
average  of  previous  years,  but  even  deducting  this  excess 
there  still  remains  the  plain  unvarnished  fact  that  ,  sn  order  to 
carry  out  a  pure  whim,  the  Society  has  sacrificed  an  assured 
income  of  2,000?.  per  annum,  with  the  result  that  it  is  to-day 
10.000/.  poorer  than  it  need  have  been.  Of  course  we  are- 
told  that  every  year  will  see  an  increase  m  the  number  of 
registrations,  and  it  is  sincerely  to  be  hoped  that  such  will 
be  the  case  ;  but  it  seems  vain  to  expect  that  the  number  will! 
ever  exceed  400  in  a  year,  for  reasons  which  I  will  presently 
explain,  and  even  at  that  figure  the  income  from  registrations- 
would  be  barely  half  what  was  derived  from  the  old  Pre- 
liminary fees.  *  The  more  one  looks  into  this  question  the 
more  insensate  does  the  folly  appear  of  those  to  whom  the 
inception  and  completion  of  the  changes  were  due. 

I  now  turn  to  a  consideration  of  the  financial  results  of 
the  institution  of  the  ten-guinea  fee  which  came  into  force  ire 
1901,  and  as  the  complete  reports  of  only  four  years  (1901- 
1904)  are  available,  I  select  for  comparison  with  these  the 
previous  four  years.  During  that  period  (1897-1900)  7,057 
candidates  entered  for  the  Minor  examination,  and  the  fees 
received  from  them  and  the  Major  candidates  amounted  to 
29  280/  The  expenses  of  examining  these  candidates 
amounted  to  12,783/..  so  that  a  clear  surplus  remained  to  the 
Society  of  16,497/.  Add  to  this  the  surplus  from  the 
examination  of  Preliminary  candidates  during  these  same 
four  years— namely,  10.393/.— and  we -have  a  grand  total 
surplus  during  these  four  years  of  26,890/.,  or  an  average 
annual  sum  of  6,722/.  10-s. 

Comparing  the  next  four  years,  1901-4,  we  find  that  fees 
were  received  from  6,390  Minor  candidates,  and  these,  to- 
gether with  the  Major  fees,  amounted  to  35,836/.  _  The 
examination  of  these  candidates  cost  12,341/.,  leaving  a 
surplus  of  23,495/.  Add  to  this  the  1,262/.  received  from 
registration-fees  during  these  four  years,  and  we  have  a 
total  surplus' during  the  period  of  24,757/.,  or  an  average  of 
6,189/.  5s.  per  annum — a  very  respectable  sum,  no  doubt,  but 
still  533/.  per  annum  less  than  in  the  days  of  the  despised 
Preliminary  examination  and  the  five-guinea  Minor  fee. 
Here,  again,  we  shall  be  told  that  there  was  an  abnormai 
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rush  of  candidates  in  1900,  but  after  all  the  net  differ- 
ence in  the  surplus  in  that  year  as  compared  with 
1899  was  only  284Z.,  and  with  1898  only  642Z.— 
not  much  in  a  surplus  of  6,000/.  Further,  we  shall 
be  told  that  when  the  influence  of  the  rush  in  1900  has 
spent  itself  there  will,  as  the  years  go  by,  be  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  those  paying  the  ten-guinea  fee.  It  is  just 
at  this  point,  however,  that  a  fact  of  the  most  serious  import 
to  the  future  of  the  Society  emerges — namely,  that  the 
number  of  ten-guinea  candidates  for  examination  has  already 
reached  its  highest  point,  and  that  future  years  will  see  a 
steady  decrease.  I  hope  in  a  second  letter  to  show  this 
clearly,  and  in  the  meantime  I  strongly  appeal  to  all  who  are 
interested  in  the  Society's  welfare  to  give  attention  to  this 
matter,  as  it  brings  us  to  the  most  serious  crisis  which  has 
ever  overtaken  the  Society.

Before  submitting  queries  in  this  department,  subscribers  are  ad- 
vised to  consult  the  "  C.  &  D.  Diary,"  1903,  on  General  and 
Trade  laws,  p.  287;  Pharmacy  and  Poison  laws,  p.  299,  and 
Medicine-stamp  Acts,  p.  279-.  In  respect  to  the  last  we  can 
mark  labels  "Liable"  or  "Not  liable"  if  they  are  sent  in 
duplicate,  and  with  a  stamped  and  addressed  envelope  for 
return  of  the  marked  ones. 

Full  particulars  in  regard  to  trade-mark  registration  will  be  found 
in  the  "  Diary,"  p.  24c. 


Alchemist  (113/42). — In  England  the  scale  charge  for  ob- 
taining a  mortgage  of  700/.  would  be :  Mortgagee's  solicitor's 
procuration  fee,  11. ;  investigating  title,  10/.  10s. ;  in  addition 
to  the  stamps,  17s.  bd.  If  the  mortgagor  employs  his  own 
solicitor  as  well  the  latter  would  be  entitled  to  charge  10/.  10s. 
for  his  services  in  perusing  and  approving  the  mortgage.  If  a 
surveyor  were  employed  there  would  be  another  fee  of  from 
5/.  5s.  to  10/.  10s.  to  be  paid  to  him.  The  usual  terms  of  the 
mortgage  are  three  months'  notice  to  be  given  by  the  mort- 
gagee when  he  requires  repayment,  and  six  months'  notice 
by  the  mortgagor  when  he  wants  to  pay  off  the  mortgage.  It 
would  be  impossible  to  explain  here  what  are  the  terms  of  a 
mortgage,  as  there  are  an  infinite  variety  of  forms.  The  best 
way  to  obtain  an  advance  is  to  apply  to  a  respectable  solicitor, 
who  generally  has  money  of  clients  to  invest,  unless  our  sub- 
scriber knows  of  anyone  who  has  the  requisite  sum  whom  he 
could  ask  to  lend  to  him.  If  the  security  is  good  bankers  would 
no  doubt  advance  the  amount,  and  in  that  case  the  costs 
would  be  very  small,  and  our  subscriber,  however,  would  have 
to  reduce  the  loan  from  time  to  time,  as  bankers  do  not  lend 
permanent  loans.  In  any  case,  there  is  nothing  to  prevent 
our  subscriber  agreeing  as  to  the  costs  beforehand  with  tho 
solicitor  or  the  lender. 

Irish  Subscriber  (118/59). — There  is  nothing  in  the  Poisons 
Act  or  the  Pharmacy  Acts  to  compel  a  pharmaceutical  chemist 
or  registered  druggist  to  produce  his  poison-book  for  inspec- 
tion by  a  police-constable  ;  nor  is  a  constable  entitled  any  more 
than  anyone  else  to  inspect  the  poison-book.  A  chemist  may 
be  summoned  as  a  witness  in  any  poisoning  case,  and  be  re- 
quired to  answer  definite  questions  put  to  him,  using  his 
poison-book  to  assist  his  memory. 

A.  B.  C.  (115/54). — There  are  many  skin-preparations  with 
names  embodying  the  prefix  "cuti,"  and  it  is  not  possible  for 
you  to  secure  rights  to  the  titles  "cuti  ointment"  and  "  cuti 
embrocation,"  or  conversely  that  your  use  of  them  can  be 
interfered  with  so  long  as  you  do  not  colourably  imitate  the 
preparations  of  others. 

Hcemoglobin  (118/64)  has  sent  the  following  labels  to  the 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue,  and  they  have  all  been  returned 
marked  "  liable  to  duty  "  : 

Blood  Capsules.— A  wonderful  new  discovery  for  making 

rich  red  blood.    Prepared  with  pure  hcemoglobin.  Take 

one  three  times  a  day. 

Blood  Tonic  Capsules.— For  making  rich  red  blood.  Pre- 
pared with  pure  hcemoglobin.  Take  one  three  times  a  day. 
Blood  Capsules. — Enrich   the  blood.     Build   up  the 

system.    Increase  the  growth  of  the  hair,  and  prevent  it 

falling  out. 

Tho  first  and  second  of  these  labels  contain  a  disclosure  (tho 
sentence  in  italics)  of  the  composition  of  the  capsules,  which 
accordingly  are  exempt  from  duty  when  sold  by  chemists. 
The  third  label  should  have  a  similar  disclosure  put  upon  it. 
The  Board  do  not  under  any  circumstances  state  whether  the 
terms  of  a  label  bring  a  preparation  under  the  exemption  or 
not,  but  continue  to  mark  labels  "liable  to  duty"  or  "not 
liable  to  duty  "  as  if  tho  exemption  did  not  exist.  The  first 
label  is  interesting  as  an  example  of  how  two  non-liable  de- 
scriptions become  a  liable  one  when  brought  together. 
"  Blood  capsules"  is  not  liable,  nor  is  "  for  making  rich  red 
blood,"  but  this  latter  description  indicates  the  action  of  the 
medicine  upon  a  part  of  the  body,  which  is  a  condition  of 
liability. 

F.  W.  B.  (120/57).— You  will  find  full  particulars  in  our 
Diary  (p.  240)  in  regard  to  the  registration  of  trade-marks. 
The  first  thing  you  have  to  do  is  to  get  from  a  money-order 
office  a  form  of  application,  which  costs  5s. ;  this  gives  you  all 
particulars  about  how  to  proceed.  In  the  case  of  an  "  in- 
vented word  "  you  may  have  difficulty,  and  in  that  case  the 
advice  and  assistance  of  an  agent  would  be  useful. 

W.  F.  (122/26).— Class  48,  "Perfumery  (including  toilet, 
articles),"  is  the  one  in  which  you  should  register  your  pre- 
paration for  the  hands. 

Semper  Eadem  (122/13). — The  law  in  Ireland  as  regards 
limited  companies  practising  pharmacy  and  selling  poisons  is 
the  same  as  in  Great  Britain ;  but  if  a  registered  druggist 
compounds  medical  prescriptions  for  a  company  he  is  as  liable 
to  prosecution  as  if  he  did  it  for  himself. 
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NOTICE  TO  BUYERS.— The  prices  given  in  this  sectbn  are 
those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quanti- 
ties or  original  packages.  To  these  prices  various  charges 
have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances 
greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  stock  the  goods. 
Qualities  of  drugs  and  oils  vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  are 
commanded  by  selected  qualities  even  in  bulk  quantities.  It 
would  be  unreasonable  for  retail  buyers  to  expect  to  get  small 
quantities  at  anything  like  the  prices  here  quoted.

A FAIR  proportion  of  the  offerings  of  drugs,  which  were 
in  first-hands,  sold  at  to-day's  auctions,  but  changes  in 
value  were  few.  Cape  aloes  was  in  better  supply,  but  fully 
previous  rates  were  paid.  Sumatra  benzoin  met  with  keen 
competition  at  the  higher  range  of  values  now  ruling.  Car- 
damoms were  unaltered,  and  for  gamboge  very  high  prices 
are  asked.  Jamaica  honey  is  getting  scarce  and  prices  are 
tending  higher.  Rio  ipecacuanha  is  slightly  easier,  and  the 
menthol  war  between  the  "bulls"  and  "bears"  is  still  on. 
Rhubarb  is  in  improved  demand  at  firm  prices,  and  huge 
quantities  of  common  Tinnevelly  senna  found  buyers  at 
steady  rates.  Jamaica  wax  was  easier,  and  other  descrip- 
tions were  neglected.  Outside  of  the  drug  auctions  trade  has 
been  dull,  with  few  changes.  Chloroform  has  been  advanced 
as  anticipated.  Opium  is  very  quiet,  the  higher  qualities 
tending  firmer,  while  the  lower  descriptions  are  weaker. 
Star-aniseed  oil  has  been  in  good  demand  at  advancing 
prices ;  ergot,  cantharides,  chamomiles,  and  lycopodium 
maintain  their  firmer  tendency.

6d.,  and 
60  per  cent.  ^c/.  dearer  at  Is.  9c/.  to  Is.  10c/.  per  gal.,  while 
75  per  cent,  has  advanced  to  2s.  3c/.  to  2s.  4c/.  Crystals  are 
unchanged. 

Agar-agar  is  tending  firmer  owing  to  the  absence  of 
supplies  and  offers  of  new  crop  from  Japan,  and  to  the 
depleted  stocks  on  the  spot,  which  are  held  in  firm  hands. 
One  of  the  principal  holders  asks  Is.  4gc/.  per  lb.  for  No.  1 
quality. 
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Cantharides. — Quotations  from  the  Continent  come  3d. 
per  lb.  dearer  at  4*'.  Id.,  c.i.f.,  for  Russian  flies.  Eleven 
bags  of  ordinary  Russian,  rather  off  colour,  were  limited  in 
auction  at  4s.  3d.  per  lb. 

Chamomiles  appear  to  be  getting  scarcer  week  by  week, 
there  being  few  offers  from  Belgium,  where  prices  are  much 
above  the  parity  ruling  here.  The  demand  is  therefore 
mostly  supplied  from  small  lots  in  second  hands. 

Chloroform. — The  makers  have  advanced  the  prices  by 
l^d.  per  lb.,  and  now  quote  Pure  B.P.  at  Is.  Id.,  50  lbs.  at 
Is.  6d..  and  2g-cwt.  lots  at  Is.  5d.  per  lb.  Pure  B.P.  chloro- 
form (from  s.v.r.)  is  unaltered  at  from  4s.  Wd.  to  5s.  per  lb., 
according  to  quantity. 

Cocaine. — The  hydrochloride  remains  firm,  and  a  sub- 
stantial rise  at  an  early  date  is  probable,  as  the  price  of 
crude  in  Hamburg  has  already  advanced  to  300m.  per  kilo. 
This  is  said  to  be  due  to  the  fact  that  a  number  of  Peruvian 
banking  houses  have  acquired  a  monopoly  of  the  crude 
cocaine. 

Cocoa-butter. — At  the  auction  held  at  Amsterdam  on 
October  24,  90  tons  of  Van  Houten's  sold  at  from  65c.  to 
67^c.  (average  price  being  66.70c,  against  66.65c.  for  the 
October  auction),  24  tons  De  Jong  sold  at  62c.  to  62^c,  and 
of  10.500  kilos,  offered,  900  kilos,  of  Mignon  sold  at  61|c, 
and  30,000  kilos.  Stollwerck  sold  at  60£c.  to  60fc.  per  half- 
kilo. 

Ergot  is  firmer  and  in  more  demand.  On  the  spot  Is.  Q^d. 
has  been  paid  for  Russian,  and  from  the  Continent  fair 
merchantable  quality  is  offered  at  Is.  Q^d.,  c.i.f.  We  also 
hear  of  a  small  sale  of  new  Spanish  at  2s.  6d.,  c.i.f.  In 
auction  7  bales  of  good  Russian  of  new  crop  sold  at  Is.  lOd. 
per  lb. 

Ferri  Quin.  Cit. — Makers  have  reduced  the  price  by  £d. 
per  oz.,  the  price  for  large  contract  quantities  being  3|cZ. 
per  oz. 

Glycerin. — There  is  a  steady  demand,  but  no  business  of 
consequence  is  reported.  The  position  is  still  unsettled, 
and  prices  remain  easy. 

Iodides. — The  position  in  many  quarters  is  regarded  as 
unsatisfactory,  inasmuch  as  makers  of  iodides  in  this 
country  have  for  a  long  time  past  been  unable  to  obtain 
anything  like  a  fair  share  of  the  business,  owing  to  the 
prevalence  of  outside  parcels  of  iodides  (principally  of 
Japanese  make),  which,  being  offered  at  a  few  pence  below 
the  syndicate  price,  substantially  help  to  satisfy  the  demand.

In  the  circumstances  the  business 
is  of  a  hand-to-mouth  character,  as  distributors,  fearing  a 
possible  fall  in  prices,  would  not  care  to  be  caught  with 
stocks,  especially  of  Japanese  make.  The  present  conven- 
tion price  is  13s.  Qd.  for  1-cwt.  lots  of  potassium  iodide,  up 
to  14s.  3d.  for  less  than  14  lbs. 

Lycopodium  is  firmly  held  on  the  spot,  small  parcels  being 
available  at  2s.  3d.  per  lb.,  but  from  Hamburg  prices  come 
distinctly  higher  at  2s.  7-^d.  per  lb.,  c.i.f. 

Oil,  Bergamot,  for  prompt  shipment,  is  offered  at 
10s.  5d.,  for  December  shipment  8s.  Tel.,  and  super  5s.  Sd. 
per  lb.,  f.o.b. 

Oil,  CAJuruT. — Green  Macassar  is  quoted  3s.  3d.  per 
bottle,  c.i.f. 

Oil,  Cananga. — Java  is  quoted  at  14s.  per  bottle,  c.i.f. 

Oil,  Cassia,  is  firm,  business  having  been  done  at  3s.  3d. 
per  lb.  spot  for  80  to  85  per  cent.  c.a. 

Oil,  Castor,  is  firmer.  Hull  make  is  quoted  as  under  : 
Prompt  and  to  December  delivery — firsts,  24Z.  5s.  per  ton ; 
seconds,  2,21.  5s.  January/ June — firsts,  24?.;  and  seconds, 
22/.  per  ton. 

Oil,  Cod-liver. — There  is  no  alteration  to  be  noted  in 
the  tendency  of  the  Norwegian  oil-market,  which  is  still 
very  quiet.  Finest  non-congealing  Lofoten  cod-liver  oil  is 
now  obtainable  at  83s.  per  barrel,  f.o.b.  Bergen.  The 
exports  continue  to  be  very  satisfactory,  and  the  figures 
have  reached  12,492  barrels  from  Bergen  only,  against 
6,554  barrels  at  the  corresponding  date  of  last  year.  In 
London  the  demand  is  mostly  for  spot  parcels  in  small  lots ; 
agents  quote  from  85s.  to  90s.  per  barrel,  the  higher  figure 
being  for  finest  Lofoten. 

Oil,  Dill.— The  distillers  have  advanced  the  price  by 
Is.  6d.,  to  12s.  per  lb. 


Oil,  Lemon,  is  firm  at  2s,  6d.  per  lb.  for  finest  brands,  and 
at  2s.  Id.  for  super. 

Oil,  Olive. — A  report  from  Messina,  dated  October  31, 
states  that  the  apprehensions  caused  by  the  sirocco  were  dis- 
pelled by  a  continuation  of  beneficial  rains,  and  a  good  crop 
of  excellent  quality  is  expected.  The  olives,  so  far,  have 
not  suffered  from  the  terrible  oil-fly.  Old  stocks  are  almost 
exhausted,  and  from  Northern  Italy  many  buyers  have 
appeared,  paying  very  high  prices.

Oil,  Peppermint. — American  oil  in  tins  remains  firm  at 
from  10s.

Opium —Business  in  London  is  confined  to  retail  sales 
only.  Good  qualities  of  Turkey  gum  are  tending  firmer 
owing  to  scarcity,  but  the  lower  grades  exhibit  an  easier 
feeling. 

Smyrna,  October  27.— The  sales  this  week  amount  to 
32  eases,  as  follows:  Thirty  cases  common  low-grade  material, 
presumably  for  the  U.S.A.,  and  two  cases  equal  quality  for 
the  Continent.  The  market  is  quiet,  but  prices  are  firmly 
maintained.  Weather  conditions  for  the  sowings  continue 
favourable.  The  arrivals  in  Smyrna  to  date  amount  to  1,198 
oases,  against  3,819  cases  at  same  period  last  year. 

Smyrna,  November  3:— The  sales  this  week  amount  to  six 
cases  only.  The  lack  of  important  demand  has  shaken  the 
stability  of  the  market,  and  we  shall  not  be  at  all  surprised 
to  see  a  further  decline  within  the  next  few  days,  especially  for 
the  lower  rendering  qualities.  The  weather  is  all  that  can 
be  desired  for  the  continuance  of  the  sowings.  The  arrivals  in 
Smyrna  to  date  amount  to  1,225  cases,  against  3,864  cases  at 
same  period  of  last  year. 

Constantinople,  November  3.— There  is  not  much  change  to 
report  in  the  opium-market.  There  appears  to  be  more 
business  passing  at  the  lower  level  of  prices,  buyers  and  con- 
sumers no  doubt  having  come  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
decline  was  not  warranted  and  has  been  overdone.  Natives 
are  beginning  to  realise  that  although  weather  is  at  present 
favourable  for  fall  sowings,  this  does  not  imply  that  the  future 
of  the  plant  is  assured.  Taking  the  risks  into  consideration, 
and  judging  from  the  past,  the  chances  are  in  favour  of  a 
small  crop,  or  a  medium  one,  and  very  much  against  another 
bumper  yield.  In  the  circumstances  a  further  decline  would 
not  be  justified,  but  at  the  same  time  only  adverse  weather  or 
heavy  demand  can  help  up  values. 

A  monthly  report  from  Smyrna  states  that  the  sales  during 
October  amount  to  209  cases.  The  weather  throughout  the 
month  has  been  propitious  for  the  autumn  sowings,  and 
beneficial  rains  have  fallen  all  over  the  opium  districts.  Lower 
testing  opium  declined  in  price,  but  richer  grades  are  still  well 
maintained  owing  to  scarcity  of  stock.  The  arrivals  in 
Smyrna  to  date  amount  to  1,198  cases,  against  3,587  cases  at 
the  same  period  last  year,  and  in  Constantinople  to  1,172  cases, 
against  2,319  cases.  The  stock  in  first  and  second  hands  is 
3,528  cases,  against  4,576  last  year,  and  in  Constantinople 
949,  against  1,584  cases. 

Pistachio. — The  new  crop  is  of  excellent  quality,  and  is 
offered  at  Is.  lid.  per  lb.  net,  f.o.b.,  in  cases. 

Quassia.— Dry  Surinam  in  logs  is  quoted  16s.  per  cwt., 
c.i.f. 

Quinine  is  unaltered.  The  makers  have  not  as  yet  re- 
duced their  prices,  although  it  is  possible  they  may  do  so 
at  an  early  date.  Meanwhile  9d.  per  oz.  would  have  to  be 
paid  for  good  brands  of  comparatively  new  German  sul- 
phate, but  in  the  speculative  market  business  is  nd,  there 
being  buyers  at  8^d.

Meanwhile  holders 
of  oid  crop,  which  has  been  selling  at. high  rates,  have  m 
several  instances  withdrawn  their  supplies  from  the  market. 
From  40s.  per  lb.  and  upwards  is  asked  and  paid  for  new 
'  crop  to  arrive. 
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Senega  is  still  quoted  2s.  8<7.  per  lb.  net  on  the  spot. 

Soda  Nitrate  is  higher  at  lis.  per  cwt.  for  refined  and 
10s.  l^d.  for  ordinary. 

Spices. — At  auction  Jamaica  Ginger  was  slightly  easier 
for  the  better  qualities.  Good  common  sold  at  from  48s.  to 
46s.,  middling  to  fair  at  from  43s.  to  46s.,  and  common  at 
from  38s.

Java  Quinine. 

The  result  of  the  auction  held  at  Batavia  on  Wednesday  is  as 
follows:  Of  4,164  kilos.  Ed.  II.  offered  240  kilos,  were  sold  at 
an  average  price  of  f.  14.50  (about  equal  5  cents  Amsterdam 
unit),  against  f.  14.90  (about  equal  5.20  cents  Amsterdam  unit) 
paid  at  the  previous  auction.  The  next  auction  to  be  held  at 
Batavia  will  take  place  on  December  13. 

Tahiti  Vanilla. 

Writing  on  the  question  of  Tahiti  vanilla,  in  his  annual 
report  on  the  trade  of  the  Society  Islands  for  1904,  the 
British  Consul  states  that  while  Tahiti  vanilla  is  inferior  in 
quality  to  that  of  other  countries,  probably  on  account  of 
the  deterioration  of  the  vine  sinco  its  first  introduction 
into  the  island  from  Mexico  thirty  years  ago,  yet  it  is  a 
fact  that  during  the  years  1897-1902  its  export  and  pricos 
were  sufficiently  good  to  aid  the  Colony  in  the  maintenance 
of  a  fairly  high  state  of  commercial  and  financial  prosperity. 
In  the  years  1897-99  its  prico  varied  from  9».  5g<7.  to  5s.  2d. 
per  lb.,  decreased  to  3*.  ll^c?.  per  lb.  in  1900,  advanced  to 
4s.  Ad.  per  lb.  in  1901,  and  fell  to  2s.  11c?.  per  lb.  in  1902,  since 
which  date  it  has  gradually  declined  to  Is.  0Jc7.  per  lb.  in 
1904.  It  is  generally  admitted  that  this  state  of  affairs  has 
arisen  in  consequence  of  foreign  markets  having  been  flooded 
with  an  imperfectly  cured  and  sometimes  fraudulently 
packed  article,  shipped  by  Chinese  shopkeepers  who  have 
procured  the  green  beans  from  native  growers  and  prepared 
them  with  insufficient  skill  and  undue  haste.

"  Medicine  Roots." — Described  as  "  medicine  roots"  from 
Ceylon,  five  bales  of  an  unfamiliar  product  were  recently  in- 
cluded in  the  catalogue  of  a  firm  of  Mincing  Lane  drug- 
brokers.  A  sample  submitted  to  examination  was  found  to 
consist  of  the  entire  plant  of  a  species  of  Balanophora, 
probably  B.  indica,  belonging  to  an  interesting  group  of  about 
twelve  species  of  parasitic  plants  found  in  Eastern  Asia,  Aus- 
tralia, and  Polynesia.  They  arc  glabrous,  fleshy  herbs  with 
tuberous  rootstocks,  warted  with  lenticels  abounding  in  a 
waxy  secretion,  which  trombone  species — viz.,  B.  clongata — is 
collected  in  Java  and  employed  for  making  candles. 
B.  indica  is  described  as  parasitic  on  a  species  of  maple,  on 
the  roots  of  which  it  forms  large  knots  used  by  the  Tibetans 
for  making  ornamental  cups.  This  may  be  the  Balano-phora 
referred  to  by  Dymock  in  "  Pharmacographia  Indica "  as 
possessing  mucilaginous  and  astringent  properties,  and  em- 
ployed in  Northern  and  Western  India  as  a  substitute,  for 
Scindajisus  officinalis,  an  aroid  cultivated  in  India,  more 
particularly  in  Bengal,  for  medicinal  purposes,  under  the 
name  of  "  Gaja-pipal."  The  drug  consists  of  the  ripe  fruit  cut 
into  transverse  slices.  It  has  aromatic,  carminative,  and 
stimulant  properties,  and  is  stated  to  be  useful  in  diarrhoea, 
asthma,  etc.  In  practice  it  is  generally  used  as  an  adjunct  to 
other  medicines. 
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Shellac. 


THE  sessional  scientific  meetings  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  commenced  at  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  W.C., 
on  Tuesday  evening  of  this  week  with  exceptional  iclat, 
for  Sir  George  Watt,  C.I.E.,  in  communicating  a  paper 
on  the 

History  and  Production  of  Shellac, 
submitted  a  large  number  of  lac-decorated  ornaments  and 
utensils  from  India,  which  proved  to  be  an  immensely  in- 
teresting feature  of  the  evening.  Sir  George  is  now 
resident  in  this  country  after  thirty-two  years'  service  in 
India,  and  is  working  on  economic  subjects  at  Kew.  _  In 
introducing  him  to  the  meeting  the  President  of  the  Society 
recalled  some  of  the  features  of  Sir  George's  career  since 
he  graduated  as  M.B.  at  Aberdeen  University,  and  acted 
as  assistant  professor  of  botany  there.  Holding  up  a  stick 
of  red  sealing-wax  Sir  George  commenced  his  lecture  by- 
saying  that  that  was  his  prosaic  text — what  it  is  made  of, 
how  it  is  prepared  in  India,  and  what  is  done  with  it  in 
that  great  country.  Shellac  is  its  chief  component. 
Glancing  at  its  history  we  find  that  the  word  "lac,"  now 
used  to  designate  10,000,  as  in  a  lac  of  rupees,  appears  to 
have  its  origin  in  the  swarming  of  lac  insects,  which 
naturally  suggests  multitude.  Originally,  therefore,  the 
word  "lac"  was  the  specific  name  of  an  animal  resin  of 
very  ancient  utility.  It  appears  not  to  have  been  known  to 
the  Greeks,  for  their  lacca  was  a  red  dye  wood  or 
kermes.  Sir  George  dwelt  much  upon  the  historical  aspect 
of  the  matter,  mentioning  that  Garci,  a  Portuguese  of 
the  sixteenth  century,  was  the  first  to  accurately  describe 
the  preparation  of  lac  resin,  and  his  description  was  so 
good  that  it  would  stand  for  how  the  process  is  carried  out 
at  the  present  day.  Even  at  that  time  the  product  was 
adulterated  with  common  resin.  The  article  was  exported 
from  Pegu  to  Sumatra  and  thence  to  Europe,  so  for  many 
years  it  was  not  considered  to  be  of  Indian  origin.  For 
centuries  it  has  been  used  in  India  for  the  preparation  of 
varnish  and  polish,  being  coloured  as  desired,  and  used  as 
paint,  oil  paints  being  of  comparatively  recent  introduction. 
The  East  India  Company  did  a  large  export-trade  in  lac 
resin,  in  round  golden-yellow  cakes  about  8  inches  in  dia- 
meter and  2  inches  thick,  which  were  really  the  residues 
from  the  manufacture  of  shellac.  The  centre  of  export  then 
was  Agra,  now  Calcutta  and  Mirzopore  are  the  seat  of  the 
trade. 

The  secretion  which  the  lac  insect  produces  on  tree-twigs 
consists  of  a  dye  and  a  resin.  It  was  formerly  worked 
solely  for  the  dye,  soldiers'  coats  being  dyed  with  it,  but 
the  industry  in  this  respect  was  practically  killed  by  the 
introduction  of  cochineal.  In  this  connection  Sir  George 
mentioned  that  in  Warren  Hastings's  time  an  attempt  was 
made  to  cultivate  cochineal  in  India,  and  that  noted  states- 
man was  one  of  those  who  started  a  plantation.  The  decline 
of  the  lac-dye  industry  gave  an  impetus  to  the  manufacture 
of  lac  resin,  previously  a  mere  by-product.  The  introduc- 
tion of  synthetic  dyes  killed  lac  dye.  The  first  mention  of 
shellac  was  by  James  Kerr  in  the  ' '  Philosophical  Transac- 
tions "  for  1718. 

Sir  George  Watt  proceeded  to  speak  about  the  lac  insect. 
Twice  a  year  it  swarms,  and  the  larvre  settling  on  the  twigs  of 
trees,  puncture  the  bark,  and  the  incrustation  begins  to  form, 
In  this  process  the  larvae  lose  legs  and  head,  the  thorax 
and  abdomen  become  a  globular  body  round  which  is  the 
incrustation  of  lac.  By-and-by  an  insect  male,  with  a  pair 
of  large  wings,  escapes,  seeks  the  females,  fertilises  them, 
and  dies.  The  females  grow  to  a  comparatively  large  size, 
giving  birth  each  to  a  thousand  young,  die,  and  their  body 
forms  the  pupa.  It  is  this  that  is  full  of  the  lac-colouring 
matter,  which  is  really  the  food  of  the  young.  As  the  dye 
is  now  useless,  Sir  George  suggests  that  the  lac  should  be 
collected  before  the  swarming,  when  the  percentage  of  dye 
is  at  its  lowest,  and  later  he  mentioned  that  there  is  a  white 
or  albino  variety  of  insect,  to  whose  propagation  greater 
attention  might  be  given,  as  it  would  produce  an  almost 
colourless  resin.  The  insects  are  cultivated.  The  farmers 
do  this  by  taking  an  incrusted  twig  of  an  infected  tree  and 
placing  it,  just  before  the  swarming,  on  one  which  is  not 
infected,  and  the  swarm  settles  on  it.  Fifty  or  sixty  kinds 
of  trees  grow  lac,  and  the  quality  varies  with  the  tree. 


An  insect  which  grows  on  one  tree  may  not  thrive  on  another 
species.  Besides,  it  has  recently  been  discovered  that  there 
are  many  species  of  insects,  but  this  subject  has  not  been 
worked  out.  and  Sir  George  emphasised  the  fact  by  stating 
that  he  had  tried  to  get  a  specimen  of  the  insect  at  the 
British  Museum,  but  they  have  none.  [Here  Mr.  Curator 
Holmes  left  the  lecture-theatre  and  returned  in  a  few 
minutes  with  a  powder-box,  which  was  opened  later  to  prove 
to  the  meeting  that  there  is  a  specimen — female  and  pupa — 
in  the  Pharmaceutical  Museum.] 

The  lac  is  removed  from  the  twigs  by  placing  them  in  a 
trough  of  water,  in  which  the  workers  tramp  with  their 
feet,  when  the  woody  matter  floats,  the  dye  is  dissolved 
by  the  water,  and  the  resin  keeps  at  the  bottom.  The  latter 
collected  and  dried  is  seedlac.  The  dye  (or  lake)  is  no 
longer  a  commercial  product,  and  the  last  shipment  to 
London  was  thrown  into  the  Thames  as  worthless.  Pro- 
ceeding, Sir  George  described  the  process  of  bleaching  and 
purification.  It  is  exposed  to  the  air,  and  if  this  does  not 
take  out  as  much  colour  as  desired  it  is  treated  with 
sodium  carbonate,  alum,  or  borax — the  last  being  the 
favourite.  Sir  George  thinks  there  is  room  for  chemica/ 
investigation  here.  Next  it  is  dried,  melted,  and  mixe< 
with  a  certain  proportion  of  common  resin  from  Canada 
In  every  factory  he  has  visited  he  found  that  powdere< 
orpiment  is  added  to  give  opacity  and  colour  to  the  shellac, 
but  not  to  garnet  lac  or  button  lac.  The  mixed  resin  is 
then  put  into  a  30  to  40  feet  long  bag  (like  a  stocking 
bandage)  and  carried  by  two  men  before  a  charcoal  fire, 
one  man  twisting  it  one  way  and  the  other  in  the  opposite 
direction.  The  resin  thus  drops  out  as  it  melts,  and  is  re- 
turned to  the  bag.  Sir  George  thinks  that  this  dropping  of 
buttons  on  the  wet-stone  floor  has  some  beneficial  effect  on 
the  resin.  When  the  stuff  is  sufficiently  treated  in  this 
manner  a  piece  of  it  in  a  hot  molten  state  is  spread  with  a 
palm-leaf  over  a  surface,  then  (it  is  hot  enough  to  burn 
an  ordinary  individual)  a  man  takes  hold  of  it  with  his 
teeth  at  the  top,  with  the  toes  of  both  feet  at  the  bottom, 
and  with  the  hands  at  each  side,  and  stretches  himself  out, 
thus  forming  a  big  sheet  of  the  resin,  which  thus  becomes 
shellac. 

The  graphic  manner  in  which  Sir  George  described  this 
method  brought  him  a  brisk  round  of  applause.  Then  he 
took  his  audience  into  entirely  new  territory  when  he  told 
them  how  the  lac  art  of  ornamentation  is  done.  Absolutely 
pure  shellac  is  the  basis  of  the  colouring.  It  is  melted  and 
pulled  out,  as  cobblers  make  their  resin  and  confectioners 
their  crisp  white  sweet  cakes,  colouring  being  added  in  the 
process.  Sulphur  makes  yellow,  sulphur  and  indigo  green, 
lac  dye  crimson,  and  so  on.  Some  colours  are  first  mixed 
with  oil,  others  with  water,  both  furnishing  distinct  sets. 
The  finished  material  is  formed  into  blades  about  9  inches 
long  and  1^  inch  wide.  These  and  the  turner's  wheel,  with 
appropriate  carving,  produce  the  finely  ornamented  Indian 
work  which  is  so  great  a  mystery  to  most  people,  but  to 
those  who  heard  Sir  George  Watt  describe  it  it  is  ridicu- 
lously simple.  The  way  that  the  oil  colours  and  water 
colours  are  used  alternately  to  produce  different  ornaments 
also  turned  out  to  be  utilisation  of  elementary  knowledge. 
Lastly,  Sir  George  dealt  with  the  trade  in  shellac,  showing 
how  values  fluctuate,  to  the  great  sorrow  of  the  shellac 
makers.  Of  late  years  the  export-trade  has  changed,  Con- 
tinental ports  and  the  United  States  being  the  most  im- 
portant consumers.  "All  the  rubbish  comes  to  England, 
and  the  best  goes  to  America  "  were  his  concluding  words, 
and  although  he  had  spoken  for  an  hour  and  a  quarter,  the 
interest  never  flagged. 

The  Chemistry  of  Shellac 

had  to  follow,  that  being  in  Mr.  John  C.  Umney's  hands 
to  the  extent  of  an  apparently  long  paper,  to  which  he 
devoted  scarcely  five  minutes.  He  pointed  out  that  the 
adulteration  of  shellac  has  become  almost  a  fine  art,  and 
exhibited  eleven  samples  of  shellac,  button  lac,  seedlac, 
and  garnet  lac,  at  the  same  time  indicating  their  relative 
values.  The  object  of  his  paper,  he  said,  was  to  call  atten- 
tion to  the  methods  of  analysis.  The  specific  gravity  and 
odour  of  shellac  are  no  criteria  of  its  purity.  He  reviewed 
the  recent  work  by  Tschirch,  and  gave  details  of  the  various 
indefinite  resinous  and  waxy  bodies  that  that  chemist  has 
claimed  to  have  isolated.    He  drew  attention  to  the  papers 
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by  Mr.  E.  J.  Parry  (C.  &  D.,  1901,  689;  1902,  670;  1903, 
175;  and  1905,  556),  and  proceeded  to  give  the  results  of 
his  own  examinations  on  the  same  lines  as  those  published 
in  the  above-mentioned  papers.  He  agrees  that  the  Storch 
Morawski  test  is  useless  if  the  resin-content  be  below  7  per 
cent.,  but  stated  that  he  finds  the  most  satisfactory  quali- 
tative test  is  a  modification  of  the  copper-acetate  test  sug- 
gested by  Parry.  This  consists  in  dissolving  the  shellac 
in  alcohol,  precipitating  by  pouring  the  alcoholic  solution 
into  water,  and  collecting  and  drying  the  almost  powdery 
shellac.  This  is  then  shaken  or  rubbed  well  for  a  time 
with  petroleum  ether,  and  the  ether  shaken  with  a  dilute 
solution  of  copper  acetate.  In  the  presence  of  resin  a  green 
colour  is  imparted  to  the  petroleum-ether  solution,  owing 
to  the  solubility  of  the  copper  salts  of  the  resin  acids  in  that 
solvent.  He  has  repeated  the  two  iodine  processes  as  pub- 
lished by  Parry  and  by  Langmuir,  and  comes  to  the  con- 
clusion that  those  obtained  by  Hubl's  solution,  as  proposed 
by  Parry,  yield  the  more  constant  figures.  The  figure  ten  is 
a  good  standard  figure  for  the  iodine-value  of  shellac  (an 
average  of  nine  was  given  by  Parry  in  the  papers  above 
referred  to).  The  acid  and  ester  values,  although  yielding 
good  confirmatory  results,  are  not  nearly  so  useful  as  the 
iodine-process,  as  the  limits  for  the  two  bodies  are  so  much 
nearer  than  is  the  case  with  the  iodine-values.  He  agrees 
with  Parry's  standard  of  125  for  resin.  As  to  the  presence 
of  arsenic  in  shellac,  he  was  unable  to  say  that  it  is  general, 
and  in  no  case  has  he  found  more  than  fifteen  parts  per 
million.  The  paper  concluded  with  a  table  of  analyses  of 
typical  samples,  and  a  brief  reference  to  the  processes  in 
use  for  the  manufacture  of  bleached  shellac. 

Discussion. 

The  President  asked  Mr,  J.  Grant  Andrew,  as  one 
familiar  with  the  commerce  of  shellac,  to  open  the  dis- 
cussion, and  he  summed  up  the  feeling  of  the  moment  by 
saying  he  could  not  add  to  what  "  Sir  George  Umney  "  had 
to  say.  Mr.  Freeman,  of  the  Imperial  Institute,  also  ex- 
pressed his  appreciation,  and  Mr.  Holmes  showed  his  keen 
interest  in  the  subject  by  driving  home  Sir  George  Watt's 
remarks  about  the  need  for  entomological  research.  Mr. 
E.  J.  Parry  followed  with  remarks  on  the  chemical  side, 
pointing  out  that  the  most  recent  text-books,  including 
Dr.  Lewkowitsch's,  are  woefully  wrong  in  regard  to  data, 
while  on  the  more  specific  aspects,  as  the  composition  of 
the  resin,  there  is  also  great  interest,  nothing  being  defi- 
nitely worked  out  except  the  composition  of  shellac-wax. 
It  is  all  utter  chaos.  He  mentioned  that  pitch  is  an  adul- 
terant as  well  as  resin,  and  that  he  has  not  found  arsenic 
to  be  a  general  contaminant,  but  has  found  a  large  amount 
of  orpiment  in  a  low-giade  button,  which,  Sir  George  Watt 
subsequently  explained,  is  made  from  the  residues.  Lastly, 
he  mentioned  that  the  detection  of  common  resin  in  shellac 
is  absolutely  certain  by  the  silver  method.  The  acids  of 
shellac  are  fatty,  and  those  of  resin  are  not;  the  silver 
compounds  of  the  former  are  soluble  in  ether,  those  of  the 
latter  are  insoluble. 

Sir  George  Watt,  in  reply  to  the  speakers,  mentioned 
that  beeswax  is  added  to  shellac.  He  also  stated  that  the 
buying  and  selling  of  shellac  in  India  is  done  without  a 
word  spoken.  A  buyer  calls  upon  a  seller,  sits  down  oppo- 
site him,  places  a  cloth  over  his  hand,  which  the  seller 
grasps,  and  then,  with  facial  gestures  and  hand  pressures, 
the  bargain  is  struck.  And  so  the  buyer  goes  round  the 
market. 

The  vote  of  thanks  was  moved  by  Mr.  Walter  Hills  and 
seconded  by  Professor  Greenish,  Mr.  Umney  acknowledging 
in  a  few  words,  and  the  President  winding  up  the  evening 
with  a  sly  dig  at  him  by  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that 
even  in  the  sixteenth  century  there  was  need  for  warranties. 

The  attendance  at  the  meeting  was  good.  Among  those 
present  were  Professor  Crossley,  Mr.  Julian  Baker,  Mr. 
Wretts,  Mr.  G.  F.  Merson  (Kilmarnock),  and  a  goodly 
number  of  the  race  of  young  pharmacists  who  are  getting 
on  to  middle  age.  There  was  an  exhibition  in  the  Examina- 
tion-hall, which  included  a  Stokes  tablet-machine  and  one 
of  Messrs.  Bennett,  Son  &  Shears'  water-stills. 


Chemical  products  to  the  value  of  $3,421,356  were  imported 
into  Mexico  in  1904-5,  or  nearly  three  times  as  much  as  ten 
years  ago.

Cbemical  Society 


THE  first  meeting  of  the  new  session  was  held  on  Thursday 
evening,  November  2,  at  8.30  p.m.,  the  President  (Pro- 
fessor R.  Meldola)  being  in  the  chair.  There  was  a  good 
attendance,  but  it  was  particularly  noticeable  that  the  front 
bench  was  almost  empty,  Dr.  Divers  and  Dr.  W.  H.  Per  kin 
being  the  only  seniors  on  it.  Among  those  connected  with 
pharmacy  present  were  :  Dr.  F.  B.  Power,  Dr.  T.  A.  Henry, 
Messrs.  C.  A.  Hill,  H.  Lucas,  and  H.  H.  Robins.  After 
the  reading  of  the  "  minutes,"  Dr.  Divers  inquired  whether 
the  "  minutes  "  were  correct  in  stating  that  it  was  announced 
at  the  final  meeting  of  last  session  that  meetings  would  in 
future  be  held  at  8.30  p.m.,  as  he  was  under  the  impression, 
and  he  fancied  others  were,  that  the  hour  mentioned  was 
8  p.m.  Dr.  Divers  was  assured  by  the  President  that 
8.30  p.m.  was  the  time  announced.  Reference  was  then 
made  to  the  loss  the  Society  has  sustained  in  the  vacation  by 
the  death  of  the  eminent  foreign  Fellow  Professor  Cleve, 
of  Upsala,  whose  name  is  especially  associated  with  a  series 
of  classical  researches  on  the  rare  earths,  and  it  was  stated 
that  a  memorial  lecture  dealing  with  the  late  savant's  work 
would  be  delivered  later. 

The  Molecular  Conductivity  of  Water. 
This  paper  was  contributed  by  Mr.  P.  Blackman,  and 
afforded  further  experimental  evidence  in  favour  of  the  view 
that  pure  water  has  no  real  electrical  conductivity. 

Fluorides  of  the  Non-metals. 
Two  papers  on  this  subject  were  read  by  Mr.  E.  B.  R. 
Prideaux,  the  first  one  dealing  with  the  fluorides  of  selenium 
and  tellurium,  and  the  second  with  the  analogous  compounds 
of  bromine  and  iodine.  These  were  all  prepared  by  electro- 
lysing anhydrous  hydrofluoric  acid  in  a  copper  vessel  pro- 
vided with  platinum-iridium  electrodes,  and  passing  the 
resulting  fluorine  through  a  tube  containing  the  appropriate 
metalloid.  The  constitution  of  the  selenium  and  tellurium 
fluorides  so  prepared  is  not  yet  definitely  settled,  but 
bromine  yields  a  trifluoride  and  iodine  a  pentafluoride.  Mr. 
Prideaux  impressed  upon  the  meeting  the  absolute  necessity 
of  bromine  being  perfectly  dry,  otherwise  serious  explosion 
may  result. 

Glutaconic  Acid  and  some  Derivatives. 
Three  papers  dealing  with  this  subject  were  contributed 
by  Dr.  J.  F.  Thorpe  and  his  colleagues,  Dr.  Darbishire 
and  Mr.  Baron.  The  principal  point  established  was  that 
only  two  mono-substituted  derivatives  are  obtainable  from 
glutaconic  acid,  and  that  consequently  the  formula  now  in 
use,  which  makes  three  such  derivatives  possible,  must  be 
abandoned  in  favour  of  a  new  symmetrical  one,  proposed 
by'the  authors. 

The  Preparation  of  Acetic  Ether. 
This  was  the  subject  of  the  last  paper  read,  which  was 
by  Dr.  Wade.  The  process  consists  in  placing  a  layer  of 
sulphuric  acid  about  0.25  inch  deep  in  an  800-c.c.  conical 
flask,  which  stands  in  a  water-bath  kept  boiling.  The 
flask  carries  a  two-hole  rubber  bung  through  which  passes 
(1)  a  tube  connected  with  a  reservoir  containing  a  mixture 
of  alcohol  and  acetic  acid,  which  slowly  runs  into  the 
sulphuric  acid;  and  (2)  an  outlet  tube  passing  into  the 
side-arm  of  an  upright  condenser  of  the  Cribb  type,  where 
the  ester  condenses  and  passes  into  a  receiver.  The  liquid 
so  collected  in  the  receiver  consists,  to  the  extent  of  about 
75  per  cent.,  of  acetic  ether,  the  rest  being  a  most 
complex  mixture  of  constant-boiling  mixtures  formed 
between  the  three  possible  constituents.  For  the  removal 
of  most  of  these  a  single  fractional  distillation  suffices,  and 
practically  pure  acetic  ether  may  be  obtained  by  distilling 
twice  with  an  eight-column  Young  dephlegmator.  Dr. 
Wade  showed  by  figures  how  the  various  mixtures  (alcohol 
and  water,  alcohol,  ester  and  water,  etc.)  by  this  means  are 
sharply  separated,  so  that  at  a  fixed  temperature  the  pure 
ester  solely  is  obtained.  This  contribution  was  the  first 
of  a  series  dealing  with  the  formation  of  esters,  and  the 
novelty  of  it  was  the  exhibition  of  the  apparatus  at  work  by 
which  the  process  of  producing  acetic  ether  may  be  carried 
on  continuously  from  day  to  day. 
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Manchester  Section. 

THE  session  opened  on  Friday  evening,  November  3, 
when  an  address  was  delivered  by  Dr.  G.  H.  Bailey 
on  "  Higher  Education  and  Chemical  Industry  :  A  Plea 
for  Co-operation."  After  pointing  out  the  directions  in 
which  the  attainments  of  students  to-day  failed  to  respond 
to  the  demands  of  industry,  he  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
the  needs  of  chemical  industry  can  only  be  met  by  a  revision 
of  the  present  curriculum  in  schools  of  chemistry.  The 
value  of  research  and  the  necessity  of  securing  men  of  the 
highest  ability  must  be  recognised.  The  general  course  of 
analytical  study  in  college  laboratories  should  be  made  more 
practical.  Instruction  should  be  given  not  relating  to 
special  industries,  but  to  the  general  operations  of  a 
chemical- works,  so  that  a  chemist,  on  entering  a  works, 
would  not  be  unfamiliar  with  the  appliances  used  and 
the  means  of  dealing  with  materials  in  bulk,  which 
occur  in  every  chemical  manufacture.  There  should  be 
co-operation  between  the  teaching  bodies  and  the  works, 
so  that  the  student  preparing  for  employment  in  chemical 
industry  might  gain  an  insight  into  actual  working  condi- 
tions. 

Mr.  Porter  said  unless  there  was  a  market  for  chemical 
students  they  would  not  get  a  supply.  If  students  were 
wanted,  the  men  would  be  forthcoming. 

Dr.  Bailey  was  thanked  for  his  paper. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Bishop,  the  members  offered  their 
united  congratulations  to  Mr.  Frank  Scudder,  a  member  of 
the  Section,  on  his  appointment  as  chemist  to  the  Mersey 
and  Irwell  Joint  Committee. 

London  Section. 

Monday  Evening,  November  6,  inaugurated  a  new  era  in 
the  history  of  this  section.  When  the  Society  was  founded 
a  few  of  the  members  were  accustomed  to  dine  together 
before  the  evening  meetings,  and  this  little  company  grew 
into  the  Chemical  Industry  Club,  whose  membership  was 
limited  to  150.  The  section  has  now  about  1.000  members, 
and  the  Club  Committee  have  decided  to  open  the  doors  to 
100  more  members.  Sixty-six  responded  to  the  first  circular, 
and  to  give  accommodation  to  all  who  wanted  to  join  in  the 
dinner  the  venue  was  changed  to  the  Criterion  Restaurant, 
Piccadilly  Circus,  where  a  little  after  6.30  on  Monday 
evening  150  gentlemen  sat  down  to  a  good  wholesome  meal, 
which  was  expertly  served  and  much  enjoyed.  After  it  and 
the  toast  of  "  The  King  "  Mr.  Gordon  Salamon,  the  Chair- 
man, made  a  few  appropriate  remarks,  and  in  giving  the 
toast  of  Dr.  Julius  Lewkowitsch,  the  guest  of  the  evening, 
mentioned  the  arrangements  for  the  session,  which  include 
an  hour's  talk  by  Mr.  David  Howard  on  a  life's  experience 
of  cinchona.  There  was  plenty  of  time  to  chat  after  dinner, 
but  by  eight  o'clock  most  of  the  members  had  gone  to  swell 
the  company  which  had  gathered  at  Burlington  House  to 
hear  Dr.  Lewkowitsch's  lecture  on 

evaporation  in  vacuo. 

The  title  was  qualified  by  the  important  addition  "  of  solu- 
tions containing  solids."  The  lecture  was  a  surprise  to 
those  who  are  wont  to  think  of  the  genial  doctor  merely  as 
the  leading  authority  on  fats  and  oils,  since  it  demonstrated 
his  familiarity  with  engineering  problems  remotely  con- 
nected with  the  oil  and  soap  industries.  It  was  also,  be  it 
said,  remotely  related  to  our  business,  but  we  give  a  general 
idea  of  what  it  was  so  that  those  who  are  practically 
interested  in  the  subject  may  refer  for  details  to  the  paper 
when  it  is  published  by  the  Society.  Dr.  Lewkowitsch  said 
at  the  outset  that  he  had  prepared  the  paper  by  request, 
and  the  Chairman  later  on  said  that  was  not  only  so,  but  he 
(Mr.  Gordon  Salamon)  had  supplied  the  title.  The  first 
attempt  to  evaporate  in  vacuo  at  a  low  temperature  solu- 
tions of  solids  was  made  in  1813  by  Howard  for  sugar  solu- 
tions. The  results  were  encouraging  although  the  pan  used 
was  rather  shallow ;  then  the  idea  was  taken  up  in  France, 
and  the  addition  of  a  steam  coil  with  the  evaporating  sugar 
improved  matters,  and  another  advance  was  made  when  the 
evaporating  apparatus  became  cylindrical,  attached  to  this 
being  a  long  worm  condenser.    Here  the  vacuum  was  pro- 


duced by  blowing  steam  into  the  apparatus  and  so  getting 
rid  of  the  air  in  it  before  the  solution  was  introduced.  By 
means  of  a  series  of  lantern-slides  the  lecturer  showed  that, 
with  the  addition  of  a  pump,  various  kinds  of  vacuum  ap- 
paratus which  have  since  been  produced  are  more  or  less 
improvements  upon  these.  He  spoke  about  the  double  effet 
and  triple  effet  plant  in  which  two  or  three  of  a  kind  are  con- 
nected together  with  one  steam  inlet  at  the  first,  the  concen- 
trated solution  being  carried  from  1  to  2  and  2  to  3  until 
the  desired  degree  of  evaporation  is  obtained.  Sometimes 
these  are  carried  as  far  as  a  series  of  six ;  but  the  lecturer 
warned  his  hearers  that,  although  such  combinations  actually 
do  double,  treble,  etc.,  the  amount  of  work  at  the  same  ex- 
penditure of  steam  as  when  two,  three,  or  more  separate- 
working  pans  are  used,  it  sometimes  happens  that  this  is  done 
at  greater  cost;  in  fact,  there  is  a  limit  to  the  number  of 
pans  which  can  be  usefully  worked  in  combination.  He 
gave  as  an  example  a  solution  of  caustic  soda  which  had  to 
be  concentrated  to  s.g.  1.35  by  evaporation  of  136  tons  of 
water.  To  do  this  he  found  that  the  coal  for  a  single  pan 
cost  496s.,  double  248s.,  triple  165s.  Zd.,  quadruple  124s., 
and  quintuple  99s.  The  multiplication  of  pans  ceased  to  be 
economical  at  the  fourth. 

Next  a  most  interesting  part  of  the  subject  was  dealt  with 
in  a  clear  manner — viz.,  that  utility  of  evaporation  in  vacuo 
is  greatly  minimised  by  the  incrustation  of  solids  upon  the 
steam-pipes,  thus  preventing  transference  of  heat,  and 
throwing  the  apparatus  out  of  work  while  it  is  cleaned. 
In  the  sugar  solutions  sulphate  of  lime  is  deposited  ;  in  elec- 
trolytic-soda solutions  there  is  sodium  chloride,  and  in 
glycerin  liquors  calcium  sulphate  (arising  from  neutralisa- 
tion of  sulphuric  acid  added  to  the  soap  lyes  by  lime,  and 
precipitation  of  the  dissolved  calcium  sulphate  at  a  point 
in  the  evaporation).  Dr.  Lewkowitsch  dealt  with  these 
liquors  and  others,  describing  numerous  methods  which  have 
been  introduced  for  decreasing  the  caking  or  rapidly  re- 
moving the  separated  crystals.  He  has  himself  devised  a 
method  in  which  the  steam  is  introduced  into  the  pan 
through  a  bunch  of  pipes  set  at  an  angle  at  the  bottom  of 
the  pan,  the  whole  bunch  being  rotated.  Finally  he  said 
that  each  liquor  to  be  evaporated  requires  special  considera- 
tion, for  there  is  no  apparatus  that  is  universally  applicable. 

In  the  discussion  Dr.  Divers,  Mr.  Bernays,  and  Dr. 
Schack-Sommer  took  part,  but  their  remarks  passed  quietly. 
Mr.  A.  J.  Liversedge,  mechanical  engineer,  who  confessed 
that  he  is  an  inventor  himself,  ascended  the  platform,  and  in 
an  amusing  way  began  to  throw  sarcasm  at  much  which  Dr. 
Lewkowitsch  had  said  about  the  "pious  opinions"  of 
various  authorities.  The  lecturer  and  everybody  else 
enjoyed  Mr.  Liversedge  thoroughly,  and  were  rather  glad 
of  the  laugh  he  gave  them,  although  it  made  many  lose  the 
trains  they  had  thought  of  catching.  The  Chairman,  in  a 
digxified  sentence  or  two,  disclaimed  Mr.  Liversedge's  sug- 
gestion that  the  lecturer  had  come  to  advertise,  for  he  said 
there  can  be  nothing  of  that  kind  in  contributions  invited 
by  the  Committee.    Dr.  Lewkowitsch  then  replied. 

Yorkshire  Section. 

Professor  H.  R.  Procter  presided  over  the  opening  meet- 
ing of  the  session  of  this  Section  on  Monday  evening, 
November  6,  in  the  Queen's  Hotel,  Leeds.  Mr.  T.  Fairley 
read  a  paper  on  the  early  history  of  distillation.  He 
stated  that  the  art  of  distilling  fermented  liquids  to  obtain 
a  more  concentrated  alcoholic  liquid  is  of  unknown  anti- 
quity. In  many  works  on  the  chemical  history  of  modern 
Europe  the  Arabians  were  credited  not  only  with  having 
conveyed  the  knowledge  of  distillation  to  Southern  Europe, 
but  also  that  Geher,  about  a.d.  800.  invented  the  process. 
In  ancient  times  such  processes  were  often  kept  secret  in 
the  hands  of  priests  or  religious  houses,  and  later,  wines 
and  spirits,  specially  flavoured,  were  produced  by  these 
houses,  some  of  which  survived  to  the  present  day.  Dis- 
tillation was  seldom  referred  to  by  Greek  or  Roman 
writers,  and  the  first  exact  description  of  apparatus  for 
distillation  in  this  part  of  the  world  was  by  Zosimus,  of 
Alexandria,  about  the  fourth  century.  Mr.  Fairley  de- 
scribed various  forms  of  stills,  illustrating  his  remarks 
with  a  series  of  lantern- views. 

Professor  Procter  also  briefly  described  some  experiments 
in  the  oxidation  of  oils  by  blowing. 
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COUNCIL-MEETING. 

THE  Council  met  in  the  Society's  House,  67  Lower  Mount 
Street,  Dublin,  on  Wednesday,  November  1,  at  three 
o'clock,  Dr.  Walsh  (President)  in  the  chair.  There  were  also 
present  the  Vice-President  (Mr.  J.  Smith),  Messrs.  George 
D.  Beggs  (Hon.  Treasurer),  W.  J.  Baxter  (Coleraine), 
T.  N.  Moffitt,  James  Tate,  W.  Jamison,  William  Doig  (Bel- 
fast), J.  E.  Connor  (Newry),  F.  W.  Brittain  (Drogheda), 
James  Michie,  D.  Watson,  H.  S.  Misstear,  M.  E.  Whitla, 
L.B.C.P.  and  S.I.  (Monaghan),  C.  F.  Fairweather,  Thomas 
Batt,  R.  Blair  (Cork),  P.  N.  White  (Sligo),  and  Vincent 
Johnston. 

Preliminary. 

The  President  said  they  were  not  often  without  Mr. 
Wells,  but  the  reason  of  his  absence  was  that  he  had  had  to 
go  down  to  Ferns  in  connection  with  the  prosecution  there 
for  the  sale  of  veterinary  and  wart  ointment  by  a  Mr. 
Haughton,  who  is  not  qualified.  A  telegram  had  just  been 
received  stating  that  three  convictions  had  been  obtained,  in 
two  of  which  the  penalties  were  51.  each  under  the  Phar- 
macy Act,  and  in  the  third  a  penny  under  the  Sale  of 
Poisons  Act.  This  was  very  satisfactory,  and  proved  that 
Mr.  Wells  had  done  good  work  for  the  Society  in  which  he 
was  so  deeply  interested. 

The  President  then  welcomed  Mr.  Misstear,  who  had 
taken  his  seat  at  the  Council-board  for  the  first  time. 

Mr.  Misstear  thanked  the  members  for  having  co-opted 
him,  and  said  he  hoped  to  do  the  best  he  could  for  the 
Society.  (Applause.) 

Poisons  Regulations. 
The  following  resolutions  came  up  from  the  last  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society  : 

1.  That  it  is  desirable  that  regulations  for  the  storage, 
sale,  and  dispensing  of  poisons  similar  to  those  enforced  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  be  adopted  by 
this  Society. 

2.  That  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  recom- 
mend that  the  substances  suggested  to  be  added  to  the 
schedules  of  the  Poisons  Act  by  the  British  Society  be  also 
added  to  the  Irish  Act. 

The  President  said  these  resolutions  were  proposed  by 
Dr.  Mc Walter  at  the  annual  meeting,  and  were  adopted. 

Mr.  Misstear  said  that  both  of  them  seemed  very  desir- 
able to  adopt.  A  member  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Associa- 
tion had  stated  to  him  that  it  would  not  be  responsible  for 
accidents  unless  the  English  rules  were  adopted. 

The  President  remarked  that  the  Society  might  not  be 
able  to  obtain  an  amendment  of  their  Acts  which  would 
enable  them  to  enforce  those  regulations  if  the  Council 
should  adopt  them ;  but  it  would  be  open  to  them  to  send 
circulars  to  all  the  pharmaceutical  chemists  in  Ireland  point- 
ing out  what  is  required  by  the  English  Act,  and  recommend- 
ing them  to  act  accordingly.  With  regard  to  the  substances 
proposed  to  be  added  to  the  schedule,  they  could  approach 
the  Privy  Council  on  the  subject ;  and  if  they  should  fail  to 
obtain  their  consent  to  the  addition  they  could  recommend 
pharmaceutical  chemists  to  treat  them  as  poisons. 

Mr.  Fairweather  said  he  presumed  that  these  proposals 
were  not  meant  to  be  compulsory. 

The  President  :  No. 

Mr.  Fairweather  asked  if  it  was  for  the  sake  of  the 
Chemists'  Defence  Association  that  they  were  brought 
forward. 

The  President  :  What  Dr.  McWalter's  idea  was  I  am  not 
in  a  position  to  say;  but  he  gave  us  the  idea  that  his  object 
was  simply  the  safety  of  the  public.  He  wished  that  the 
resolution  could  be  made  compulsory,  and  that  we  could  be 
in  a  position  to  enforce  it. 

Mr.  Fairweather  :  I  think  it  will  be  a  hard  thing  to 
carry  out.  We  know  that  the  object  is  to  preserve  the 
public  from  poisonous  doses,  but  you  would  be  undertaking 
a  very  big  task  in  trying  to  enforce  the  resolution. 

Mr.  Beggs  :  I  do  not  think  the  passing  of  these  resolu- 
tions would  make  a  great  deal  of  difference,  because  there  is 
no  chemist  and  druggist  or  qualified  pharmacist  who  will 
not  store  his  poisons  in  a  separate  place  and  have  them 
properly  locked  up  and  registered.  I  do  not  think  the  pass- 
ing of  the  resolutions  would  inflict  any  hardship  on  | 


chemists.  The  only  persons  on  whom  it  would  be  a  hard- 
ship would  be  the  unlicensed  traders ;  and  we  would  then  be 
in  a  position  to  say  to  them  :  "  The  rules  are  so-and-so,  and 
you  have  not  attended  to  them." 

Mr.  Fairweather  said  he  did  not  think  it  was  necessary 
to  keep  poisons  separate.  He  always  did  so,  however,  him- 
self. But  he  thought  the  passing  of  these  resolutions  would 
entail  on  the  Council  a  lot  of  trouble  and  disturbance. 

Mr.  Blair  said  it  was  quite  within  the  power  of  the 
Council  to  adopt  or  reject  these  resolutions;  and  if  they  did 
not  arrive  at  a  decision  that  day  they  might  consider  them 
at  a  further  meeting.  The  object  was  a  worthy  one,  and 
the  carrying  of  it  out  would  only  involve  the  expense  of  a 
few  bottles  and  labels. 

The  President  :  The  idea  is  that  poisons  should  either  be 
kept  in  a  separate  press  or  in  specially  shaped  bottles. 

Mr.  Baxter  suggested  that  the  resolutions  should  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Law  Committee  for  report.  The  first  resolu- 
tion could  be  made  a  recommendation. 

The  President  :  The  substances  referred  to  in  the  second 
resolution  have  not  yet  been  added  by  the  British  Society 
to  their  Poisons  Schedule,  but  there  is  nothing  to  prevent 
us  from  recommending  that  they  should  be  added  to  ours. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Baxter,  seconded  by  Mr.  Fair- 
weather,  both  resolutions  were  referred  to  the  Law  Com- 
mittee for  a  report  from  them  to  the  next  Council-meeting. 
Correspondence. 

A  copy  was  received  from  the  Privy  Council  Office  of  the 
report  of  Sir  John  Moore,  M.D.,  the  Lord-Lieutenant's 
Visitor,  on  the  examinations  held  during  the  year.  The 
report  was  referred  to  the  Law  Committee. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  Johnston  Montgomery,  thank- 
ing the  Council  for  the  kind  feeling  they  had  expressed 
towards  him  on  the  occasion  of  his  resignation  of  member- 
ship of  the  Council. 

A  donation  was  received  from  the  University  of  Bir- 
mingham of  a  copy  of  their  "Calendar"  for  1905-6,  and 
thanks  were  voted  to  the  donors. 

A  letter  from  Dr.  James  Henry,  late  Preliminary  ex- 
aminer, thanked  the  Council  for  the  kindness  and  courtesy 
they  had  shown  him  during  his  five  years  of  office.  He  said 
he  had  been  especially  struck  by  the  impartial,  just,  and 
straightforward  way  in  which  the  Council  had  acted  in 
connection  with  the  examinations ;  and  he  was  glad  that 
the  standard  of  the  Preliminary  examination  had  been 
raised  during  his  examinership.  He  bore  testimony  to  the 
general  good  conduct  of  the  candidates,  and  added  that  the 
Registrar  had  given  him  the  greatest  possible  assistance  on 
all  occasions.

Hmerican  IRotes. 

(From  our  Correspondent.) 

The  Next  Democratic  Nominee  for  Governor  of  the  State 
of  Michigan  is  likely  to  be  Mr.  Stanley  E.  Parkill,  a  well- 
known  pharmacist  of  the  city  of  Owosso,  and  mayor  of  that 
burgh. 

The  Indiana  State  Board  of  Health  has  decreed  that 
hereafter  all  cosmetics  sold  in  that  commonwealth  must  bear 
a  poison  label,  with  skull  and  cross-bones.  The  State 
chemist  declares  that  nearly  all  such  preparations  contain 
corrosive  sublimate  or  other  harmful  ingredients,  and  that 
tfie  ruling  is  necessary  as  a  means  of  protection  to  children 
and  ignorant  persons. 

British  Chemists  who  are  interested  in  the  early-closing 
movement  may  like  to  know  of  an  arrangement  recently  made 
in  the  great  American  resort  of  Saratoga  Springs.  The  phar- 
macists in  the  city  have  agreed  voluntarily  to  close  their 
establishments  every  evening  except  Saturday  at  eight, 
o'clock.  On  Sundays  they  will  be  open  four  hours  and  a 
half,  as  follows  :  between  9  and  10.20  a.m.,  12  and  1  p.m., 
and  6  and  8  p.m. 

The  Wholesale  Druggists  of  New  York  City  and 
vicinity,  including  those  also  of  the  adjacent  cities  of 
Brooklyn  and  Newark,  have  formed  an  organisation  for 
mutual  protection.  The  N.A.R.D.  is  constantly  getting 
stronger  in  Greater  New  York,  is  increasing  its  demands 
upon  the  jobbing  and  the  manufacturing  trade,  and  the  de- 
sirability is  being  felt  for  equal  organisation  in  the  other 
branches.  This  means  better  co-operation  and  not  aeces- 
sarily  opposition. 

Duty  on  Metal  Capsules. — Austrian  and  German  makers 
of  metal  capsules,  who  do  a  large  business  in  the  United 
States,  have  been  placing  their  wares  on  that  market  at  lower 
values  than  those  asked  in  the  country  of  production,  and 
this  has  led  to  trouble  with  the  Customs  on  several  occasions, 
who  now  insist  that  they  shall  be  invoiced  at  the  price 
obtained  for  the  usual  wholesale  quantities  in  Germany  and 
Austria.  Considerable  capital  is  invested  in  the  United 
States  in  the  manufacture  of  capsules. 

Another  Scholarship. — It  has  become  quite  the  custom 
during  recent  years  for  pharmaceutical  associations  in  this 
country  to  establish  scholarships  in  the  various  schools  of 
pharmacy.  The  latest  body  to  take  this  step  is  the  King's 
County  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  New  York.  The  contest 
is  open  to  high-school  graduates  only,  and  the  award  will 
be  made  for  the  best  examination  in  chemistry,  botany,  and 
physiology.  The  scholarship  covers  the  junior  and  senior 
courses,  as  well  as.  the  post-graduate  course  in  case  the 
student  desires  it. 

Two  Important  Changes  have  recently  been  made  in  the 
staff  of  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists.  Mr. 
A.  K.  Rouse  has  succeeded  Dr.  J.  R.  Noel  as  head  of  the 
organisation  department,  and  William  De  Shetley  has 
succeeded  Colonel  Duble  as  manager  of  "  The  Department  of 
the  East,"  the  headquarters  of  which  are  in  Greater  New 
York.  Doctor  Noel  has  resigned  to  connect  himself  with 
some  industrial  corporation,  and  Colonel  Duble,  who  is  a 
capable  exhorter,  has  been  sent  on  a  missionary  tour  of  the 
country  in  order  to  make  converts  to  the  N.A.R.D.  cause. 

The  Rival  Dispensatories. — It  has  now  been  explained 
why  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  United  States  Pharma- 
copoeia republished  the  old  resolution  concerning  the  use  of 
the  pharmacopceial  text  by  the  publishers  of  books  based 
upon  it.  There  is  a  good  deal  of  rivalry  in  this  country 
between  the  United  States  Dispensatory  and  the  National 
(now  called  the  National  Standard)  Dispensatory.  The 
National  Standard  appeared  promptly  on  September  1,  the 
date  on  which  the  U.S. P.  became  official,  and  certain  re- 
presentatives of  the  U.S.  Dispensatory  gave  circulation  to  a 
report  that  this  was  in  violation  of  the  terms  under  which 
publishers  are  permitted  to  use  the  pharmacopceial  text. 
The  editors  of  the  National  Standard  Dispensatory  there- 
upon requested  the  trustees  of  the  U.S. P.  to  publish  their 
resolution  covering  this  very  matter,  with  a  view  to  show- 
ing that  no  ride  had  been  violated.  This  explanation  of  the 
matter  has  been  made  by  Dr.  H.  H.  Rusby,  one  of  the 
editors  of  the  N.S.D.
